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NOTE, 


A  few  words  seem  necessary  concerning  the  contents  of  this 
book.  The  devotions  for  daily  use  are  from  Arzdsinet :  the 
first  form  of  Dimne  worship  entitled  *  Sacrifice^  consists  of  the 
Communion  Office,  *  otherwise  called  the  Mass,*  of  the  Eng- 
lish Church,  with  additional  prayers  from  the  Sarum  and 
Roman  Missals;  the  Prefaces  for  Mautidy  Thursday,  Corpus 
Christi,  the  Transfiguration,  All  Saints,  the  Dedication  of  a 
Church,  Requiem  for  the  dead,  are  from  the  Paris  Missal. 
All  the  other  prayers  in  this  form  or  method,  as  well  as  in 
those  entitled  *  Communion,*  and  Requiem,  are  collected 
from  old  English  atui  Latin  books  of  prayers  by  different 
authors  and  compilers. 

The  remainder  of  the  book,  consisting  of  the  Proper  of  the 
Season,  of  the  Saints,  drv.,  the  Services  of  the  days  not  pro- 
vided  for  in  the  English  Prayer  book,  but  which  days  by  the 
authority  of  that  book  are  to  be  observed,  are  almost,  following 
the  usage  of  the  Prayer  book,  without  exception  from  the  Sarum 
book  ;  any  such  exception  being  thus  signified,  (P)  Paris  Use, 
(R)  Roman  Use.  The  same  system  has  been  followed  with 
regard  to  the  Services  for  *  Divers  persons,  objects,  and  means 
of  grace,*  all  are  from  the  Sarum  book,  except  where  it  is  other^ 
wise  noted. 

Persons  using  this  book  may  at  first  find  a  little  difficulty 
in  the  references  to  the  Common  of  Saints.  To  have  printed 
the  whole  Service  for  each  day  to  be  observed,  would  have 
made  the  book  far  too  costly  by  reason  of  its  size  ;  to  have  fol- 
lowed simply  the  present  Roman  Use  would  be  found  by  ex- 
perience wearisome  by  reason  of  frequent  repetition  ;  it  there- 
fore seemed  best  to  try  to  follow  the  Sarum  method,  which 
affords  larger  scope  for  change;  while  a  little  familiar  ac- 
quaintance with  the  book  by  practise,  will  very  soon  rem^rve 
what  appears  eU  first  sight  somewhat  puzzling. 

The  Kalendar  consists  of  the  days  which  are  commemorated 
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according  to  ike  Kalendar  of  the  first  and  present  Engll 
Prayer  book;  with  the  addition  of  other  Saints^  days,  sue  A 
Are  found  in  the  Kalendars  of  Office  books  in  use  amongst 
at  the  present  day,  such  as  the  *  Day  Office  of  the  Church  *  ai 
*  Breviary  Offices ^  and  therefore  probably  are  of  observance  ; 
Religious  houses.  It  may  be  added  thcU  for  greater  cleamet. 
those  Saints  printed  in  Old  Engli^  and  in  capitals  ha 
their  days  and  services  provided  in  the  body  of  the  book 
those  in  italic  have  only  been  inserted  by  eclecticistn,  sot, 
because  they  are  found  in  the  Sarum  *or  other  Englii 
Kalendars,  others  because  they  are  Saints,  to  whose  ntemoi 
Churches  in  this  Country  have  been  dedicated,  and  othe. 
-whose  lives  are  associated  with  some  great  events,  doctrine 
jor  religious  movements  in  the  Church  at  large  ;  for  all  thes 
reference  for  observance  must  be  made  to  the  Common  , 
Saints, 

The  great  need  of  a  book  for  English  Catholics,  comple 
in  itself  for  worship  and  communion  at  ZHvine  Servic 
useful  as  a  manual  for  priests  and  people,  helpful  as  a  meaf 
and  guide  to  teach  the  mystery  of  the  *  worship  of  God  i 
spirit  and  in  truth,'  must  be  the  Editor's  apology  for  sue 
a  trial  as  attempting  to  undertake  a  work,  for  which  he  he 
found  himself  so  little  competent.  He  will  be  thankful  that  an 
suggestions  and  criticisms,  in  the  event  of  a  second  editio 
being  required,  should  be  addressed  to  him  under  care  ofth 
Publisher.

tion  for  my  numberless  sins, 
for  my  salvation  and  that  of

alonei  O  Lord,  is  aU  that  can 


satisfy  the  desire  of  my  heart.

O  Lord  Jesus,  be  merciful 
to  me  a  sinner;  and  grant  that 
I  may  so  worthily  be  a  par- 
taker of  the  mysteries  of  Thy 
Body  and  Blood  that  I  may 
obtain  thence  abundant  fruity 
and  strength  against  all  the 
assaults  of  the  world,  the 
flesh,  and  the  devil ;  that  I 
may  flee  from  all  vices,  and 
especially  (...,);  that 
I  may  diligently  practice 
those  virtues  which  are  spe- 
cially necessary  for  my  state 
of  life,  love,  purity,  humility, 
&c.,  and  study  to  serve  Thee 
day  by  day  more  faithfully. 

O  God,  the  Holy  Ghost,  let 
Thy  power  be  with  me,  that. 
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mercifully  cleansing  my  heart, 
Thqu  mayest  prepare  in  me, 
as  once  Thou  didst  in  the 
blessed  Virgin  Mary,  a  habi- 
tation meet  and  worthy  for 
Christ  the  Lord.    Amen. 

8.  Prayer  of  St.  Ambrose, 
O  great  High  Priest,  the 
true  Priest,  Jesus  Christ, 
Who  didst  offer  Thyself  to 
God  the  Father,  a  pure  and 
spotless  Victim,  upon  the 
altar  of  the  Cross  for  us 
miserable  sinners,  and  didst 
give  us  Thy  Flesh  to  eat  and 
Thy  Blood  to  drink,  ordain- 
ing that  great  Mystery  in  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
saying :  As  often  as  ye  shall 
do  this,  do  it  in  remembrance 
of  Me  ;  I  entreat  Thee  by 
that  same  Blood  of  Thine, 
the  great  price  of  our  salva- 
tion :  I  entreat  Thee  by  that 
wonderful  and  unspeakable 
love,  wherewith  Thou  hast 
vouchsafed  so  to  love  us 
miserable  and  unworthy,  that 
Thou  wouldest  wash  us  from 
our  sins  in  Thy  Blood.  ( To  be 
said  only  by  a  priest.  Teach 
me^  Thy  unworthy  servant, 
whom  among  '  Thine  other 
gifts,  not  for  any  merits  of 
mine,  but  of  the  condescen- 
sion of  Thy  mercy  only.  Thou 
hast  vouchsafed  to  call  to 
the  office  of  the  priesthood : 
teach  me,  I  pray  Thee,  by 
Thy  Holy  Spirit,  to  handle 
so  great  a  Mystery  with  such 
reverence  and  honour,  such 
devotion  and  fear,  as  are  due 
and  fitting.)  Make  me, 
through  Thy  grace,  always 
so  to  believe  and  understand, 


to  feel  and  firmly  to  hold,  to 
speak  and  think,  concerning 
so  great  a  Mystery,  what  is 
pleasing  to  Thee,  and  for  the 
good  of  my  own  soul.  Let 
Thy  good  Spirit  enter  into 
my  heart,  there  noiselessly^ 
to  sound,  and  without  utter-' 
ance  of  words  to  speak  all 
truth.  For  indeed  exceeding 
deep  are  these  Mysteries,  and 
concealed  beneath  a  holy 
veil.  (Grant  me,  for  Thy 
great  mercy's  sake,  to  cele- 
brate the  solemnity  of  the 
Mass  with  a  clean  heart  and 
a  pure  mind.)  Free  my  heart 
from  all  defiling  and  unholy, 
from  all  vain  and  hurtful 
thoughts.  Defend  me  with 
the  loving  and  faithful 
guardianship,  and  mighty 
protection  of  Thy  blessed 
Angels,  that  the  enemies  of 
all  good  may  go  away  in 
confusion.  By  the  virtue  of 
this  so  great  Mystery,  and  by 
the  hand  of  Thy  holy  Angel, 
drive  far  away  from  me,  and 
from  all  Thy  servants,  the 
obstinate  spirit  of  pride  and 
vain-glory,  of  envy  and  blas- 
phemy, of  fornication  and 
uncleanness,  of  doubt  and 
mistrust.  Let  them  be  con- 
founded that  persecute  me; 
let  them  perish  that  make 
haste  to  destroy  me.    Amen.

9.  Worship  and  magnify 
the  Lord.  O  Jesu,  sweetest 
Guest,    mayest    Thou   have 
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come  happily  to  me,  Thy 
poor  and  humble  servant. 
Mayest  Thou  have  entered 
blessedly  under  this  mean 
and  narrow  roof.  Blessed  and 
exalted  above  all  art  Thou, 
that  hast  come  into  my  heart, 
the  dayspring  from  on  high. 

O  King  of  peace,  drive  far 
away  from  my  heart  and 
mind  the  crowd  of  vain  and 
idle  thoughts,  that  my  soul 
may  be  able  to  think  of  Thee, 
to  dwell  on  and  love  Thee 
only,  the  Author  of  peace.

For  of 
a  truth  Thou  art  worthy  of 
all  service,  all  honour  and 
never-ending  praise.  Of  a 
truth  Thou  art  my  Lord,  and 
I  Thy  poor  and  humble  ser- 
vant, that  am  bound  with  all 
my  strength  to  serve  Thee, 
and  never  ought  I  to  be 
weary  of  Thy  praises.

lo.  Give  thanks.  What 
shall  I  render  unto  Thee,  O 
Lord  Jesus,  for  all  the  bene- 
fits that  Thou  hast  done  unto 
me,  especially  to-day  ?  Tak- 
ing thought  for  me.  Thou 
hast  given  me  Thy  Body  for 
my  food,  and  Thy  Blood  for 
my  drink,  and  both  for  a 
pledge  of  future  glory.  Who 
ever  heard  such  a  thing,  or 
saw  the  like  ?  Would  that 
my  lips  might  be  opened. 
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and  my  month  be  filled  with 
Thy  praise,  that  I  might 
sing  of  Thy  glory  and  honour 
all  the  day  long,  and  tell  of 
all  Thy  marvellous  works.

Behold, 
Lord,  I  have  Thee  now,  Who 
hast  all  things,  I  possess 
Thee,  Who  possessest  all 
things,  and  canst  do  all  things. 
Therefore,  O  my  God,  and 
my  All,  do  Thou  wean  my 
heart  from  everything  else 
beside  Thee,  for  in  them 
there  is  nothing  but  vanity  and 
vexation  of  spirit.  Let  my 
heart  be  fixed  on  Thee  alone, 
let  my  rest  be  in  Thee,  where 
my    treasure    is,    sovereign 
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trath,  true  happiness,  and  a 
jojrful  eternity. 

O  Jesus,  let  nw  soul  feel 
the  sweetness  of  Thy  pre- 
sence :  let  me  taste  how 
sweet  Thou  art,  O  Lord,  that 
being  drawn  on  by  Thy  love, 
I  may  seek  for  nothing 
wherein  to  rejoice  out  of 
Thee,  for  Thou  art  the  joj  of 
my  heart,  and  my  portion, 
O  Lord,  for  ever. 

Thou  art  the  Physician  of 
my  soul,  Who  withThine  own 
stripes  hast  healed  my  weak- 
ness. I  am  that  sick  soul 
whom  Thou  camest  from 
heaven  to  heal ;  heal  my 
soul,  for  I  have  sinned 
against  Thee. 

Thou  art  the  Good  Shep- 
herd, Who  hast  laid  down 
Thy  life  for  Thy  sheep. 
Behold,  I  am  that  sheep 
that  was  lost,  and  yet  Thou 
vouchsafest  to  feed  me  with 
Thy  Body  and  Blood ;  take 
me  now  upon  Thy  shoul- 
ders. What  wilt  Thou  deny 
me.  Who  hast  given  me 
Thyself?  Lead  and  guide 
me,  and  I  shall  lack  nothing 
in  the  green  pasture  wherein 
Thou  hast  placed  me,  until 
Thou  bring  me  unto  the 
pastures  of  everlasting  life. 

O  true  Light,  which  light- 
enest  every  man  that  cometh 
into  the  world,  lighten  mine 
eyes  that  I  never  sleep  in 
death. 

O  Fire,  ever  burning,  and 
never  failing,  behold  how 
lukewarm  and  cold  I  am: 
inflame  my  reins  and  my  heart, 
that  they  may  bum  with  love 


of  Thee;  for  Thbii^'t6*n^l!b 
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hast  willed  that  I  should 
stand  at  Thy  sacred  Altar, 
and  offer  to  Thee  of  Thine 
own  gifts,  this  holy  Sacrifice, 
this  spotless  Host  !)  that 
Thou  wouldest  that  I  should 
partake  at  Thy  holy  Altar  of 
this  Bread  of  Angels  ?  How 
have  I  found  favour  in  the 
sight  of  Thine  eyes,  that 
Thou  shewest  me  the  riches 
of  Thy  mercy  ?  O  come 
hither,  all  ye  Angels  and 
Saints  of  God,  and  I  will  tell 
you  what  the  Lord  hath  done 
for  my  soul.  I  was  an  out- 
cast in  my  house,  and  He 
hath  taken  me  up  out  of  the 
dust,  and  set  me  with  the 
princes  of  His  people,  that  I 
might  eat  Bread  and  drink 
Wme  at  His  Table,  all  the 
days  of  my  life.  What 
thanks  shall  I  offer  Thee, 
most  merciful  Jesus,  O  Sa- 
viour of  the  world  ?  or  what 
reward  shall  I  give  Thee  for 
all  the  benefits  that  Thou 
hast  done  unto  me  ?  For  of 
a  truth  of  Thee,  the  Spouse 
of  the  Church,  is  that  word 
of  the  Canticle  understood, 
*  If  a  man  would  give  all  the 
substance  of  his  house  for 
love,  it  would  utterly  be  con- 
temned '  as  nothing.  All 
that  Thou  hast,  of  Thy  bounty 
Thou  hast  bestowed  upon  me  ^ 
Thy  Body,  Thy  Blood,  Thy 
Soul,  and  Thy  Divinity ;  and 
if  I  were  to  give  Thee  all 
the  substance  of  my  house^ 
my  body,  soul,  and  freedom^ 
together  with  all  I  have  or 
can  hiave,  it  would  still  be  as 
nothing,  in  comparison  witl| 


Thy  boundless  and  inestim- 
able gift.  What  a  debt  I  owe 
to  Thee,  of  such  value  as 
Thou  art  Thyself,  Who  art 
infinite:  thus  does  my  debt 
exceed  my  power  of  paying 
it.  Nevertheless,  I  am  bold 
to  ask  of  Thee  to  receive  the 
gift  which  in  the  simpleness 
of  my  heart  I  offer  Thee,  say- 
ing with  the  Spouse  *  My  Be- 
loved is  mine,  and  I  am  His.* 
For  as  Thou  hast  given  Thy- 
self wholly  unto  me  for  the 
food  of  my  soul,  so  will  I 
consecrate  myself  wholly  to 
Thy  service ;  and  whatever  I 
have,  whatever  I  am,  all  that 
I  can,  I  give  over  to  Thee, 
that  Thou  mayest  claim  me 
for  Thine  owti,  nor  do  Thou 
suffer  me  to  keep  back  any 
part  for  myself. 

28.  Prayer  for  thyself. 
Grant  me,  I  beseech  Thee, 
O  almighty  and  merciful  God, 
fervently  to  desire,  wisely  to 
search  out,  truthfully  to  know, 
and  perfectly  to  fulfil,  all 
that  IS  pleasing  to  Thee. 

Order  my  state  to  the  praise 
and  glory  of  Thy  Name  ;  and 
what  Thou  requirest  me  to 
do,  grant  me  the  knowledge, 
the  desire,  and  the  power,  and 
so  to  fulfil  as  I  Ought  all  that 
is  expedient  for  the  health  of 
my  soul. 

Let  ray  ps^th  to  Thee,  I 
pray,  be  safe,  straightforward 
and  perfect  unto  the  end, 
not  failing  either  amid  adver- 
sity or  prosperity ;  that  I  be 
not  depressed  on  one  side, 
nor  elated  on  the  other.  In 
prosperity  let  me  give  thanks 
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to  Thee,  in  adversity  keep 
patience  ;  neither  rejoicing  or 
^eving  in  anght,  save  what 
shall  advance  me  to  Thee,  or 
shall  take  me  from  Thee.  I 
will  seek  to  please  none,  or 
fear  to  displease  any,  save 
Thee. 

Grrant  me  to  do  all  in  love, 
•and  to  regard  as  dead  all 
that  belongs  not  to  Thy 
service. 

Let  all  that  is  transitory  be 
-worthless  in  mine  eyes  be- 
<:aase  of  Thee,  and  all  that  is 
Thine  dear  to  me,  and  Thou, 
O  my  God,  more  than  all. 
Let  all  toil  that  is  for  Thee 
be  my  deUght,  and  all  rest 
irksome  that  is  not  in  Thee. 

Grrant  me,  sweetest  Lord, 
frequently  and  fervently  to 
direct  my  heart  to  Thee, 
and  sadly  and  with  full  purpose 
of  amendment  to  think  over 
my  shortcomings. 

Make  me,  O  my  God, 
humble  without  pretence, 
cheerful  withoutlevity,  serious 
without  dejection,  grave  with- 
out moroseness,  active  with- 
out frivolity,  truthfol  without 
duplicity,  fearing  Thee  with- 
out despair,  trusting  in  Thee 
without  presumption,  chaste 
without  depravity,  to  correct 
my  neighbour  without  angry 
feeling,  by  word  and  example 
to  edify  nim  without  pride, 
obedient  without  gainsaying, 
patient  without  murmuring. 

Give  me,  sweetest  Jesus,  a 
wakeful  h^Eurt,  which  no  curi- 
ous imagination  may  with- 
draw from  Thee;  give  me  a 
steadfast  heart,  which  no  un- 


worthy affection  may  drag 
down ;  an  unconquered  heart, 
which  no  tribuLation  shall 
weary ;  a  free  heart,  that  no 
violent  delectation  shall  pos- 
sess for  itself;  give  me  an 
upright  heart,  which  no  sin- 
ister intention  may  draw 
aside. 

Bestow  upon  me,  O  my 
God,  understanding  to  know 
Thee,  diligence  to  seek  Thee, 
wisdom  to  find  Thee,  be- 
haviour that  may  please  Thee, 
perseverance  that  will  peace- 
fully and  trustfully  wait  for 
Thee,  and  faithfumess  that 
may  finally  embrace  Thee. 
Grant  me  to  suffer  Thy 
punishments  with  repentance, 
to  make  good  use  of  Thy 
blessings  by  Thy  grace  in  my 
journey  through  life,  and  at 
length  in  the  heavenly  country 
to  attain  to  the  delight  of 
Thy  joys  in  glory,  Who  livest 
and  reignest  with  the  Father 
and  the  Holy  Spirit,  one  God, 
world  without  end.    Amen.

PREPARATION. 

29.  Worship  and  give 
thanks,  O  most  sweet  Sa- 
viour, Jesus  Christ,  I  worship 
Thee  with  my  whole  heart ; 
and  with  the  inmost  affections 
of  my  soul,  I  give  thanks 
unto  Thee,  that  with  such 
great  love.  Thou  didst  re- 
deem us,  when  miserably  lost, 
with  the  price  of  Thy  Blood ; 
and  in  memory  of  this  Thy 
love,  as  well  as  for  a  pledge 
c  2 
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of  future  glory,  Thou  didst, 
with  such  wondrous  power, 
wisdom,  and  goodness,  give 
us  Thy  very  Body  and  Blood 
for  our  Meat  and  Drink. 
And  lastly  of  Thine  unspeak- 
able mercy  Thou  hast  vouch- 
safed to  call  to  these  divine 
M3rsteries,  me  the  most  worth- 
less sinner  amongst  the  num- 
ber of  Thy  (priests)  servants. 

30.  Abase  thyself.  But 
alas!  wretched  man  that  I 
am,  who  have  hitherto  lived  so 
unworthily  of  my  calling,  and 
have  so  often  and  so  griev- 
ously offended  Thee  my  God, 
by  my  sins  (especially  these, 
N.).  But  now  I  am  sorry  for 
them  from  my  inmost  heart, 
because  of  the  love  I  bear 
Thee  above  all  things;  and 
henceforth  I  purpose  to  serve, 
please,  and  cleave  unto  Thee 
alone. 

31.  Offer.  Therefore  now 
coming  to  the  Table  of  Thy 
Feast,  do  I,  with  the  affec- 
tion of  my  heart  and  with  a 
pure  and  simple  intention  of 
mind,  offer  to  the  praise  and 
glory  of  Thine  eternal 
Majesty,  and  in  commemora- 
tion of  Thy  most  sacred  In- 
carnation, Life,  Passion,  and 
Death,  that  most  worthy 
Sacrifice  of  Thy  Body  and 
Blood,  which  Thou  didst  once 
offer  for  us  upon  the  altar  of 
the  Cross;  in  thanksgiving 
also  for  all  the  gifts  and  bless- 
ings  hitherto  bestowed,  or 
hereafter  to  be  bestowed  on 
all  the  company  of  the  elect, 
and  on  me  though  most  un- 
worthy ;  in  propitiation  for  my 


sins,  for  the  salvation  also  of 
the  living  (N.),  and  for  the 
consolation  of  the  departed 
(N.).  And  I  would  that  I 
could  offer  (celebrate)  this 
so  mighty  a  work  of  Thy  love, 
with  all  the  affection,  fervour, 
and  longing  of  Thy  friends, 
whether  now  reigning  in 
heaven,  or  still  militant  on 
earth. 

32.  Believe,  With  all  my 
heart,  indeed,  I  believe,  O 
my  Jesu,  and  confess  with 
my  mouth  that  the  eternal 
Father,  God  supremely  bless- 
ed in  Himself,  mighty,  per- 
fect, and  needing  nothing, 
did,  according  to  His  infinite 
mercy,  so  love  the  world  as 
to  give  Thee,  His  Only-begot- 
ten Son,  to  be  our  Saviour. 
I  believe  also  that  Thou  Thy- 
self equal  in  all  things  to  the 
Father,  didst  from  the  might 
of  Thy  boundless  charity, 
come  down  from  the  bosom 
of  the  Father  into  the  Vir- 
gin's womb,  and  for  us  men 
was  made  Man.  I  believe, 
that  out  of  love  for  us.  Thou 
didst  institute  this  Sacrament 
at  the  last  Supper,  and  didst 
give  us  to  eat  Thy  very  Body 
and  Blood,  that  is.  Thine 
own  Self;  and  lastly,  being 
obedient  to  Thy  Father  even 
unto  death.  Thou  didst  offer 
up  Thyself  for  us  a  Victim 
upon  the  altar  of  the  Cross. 

33.  Hope,  And  therefore 
do  I  hope  in  Thee,  and  with 
great  confidence  come  to 
Thee,  O  Lord !  Who  for  our 
sake  wast  willing  to  do  such 
marvellous  things,  and  to  suf- 
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fer  things  so  dreadful.  What 
wilt  Thou  refuse,  seeing  that 
Thou  didst  so  love,  as  to  give 
Thyself? 

34.  Lorve.  I  love  Thee 
also,  O  good  Jesus  !  with  all 
the  strength  of  my  heart ; 
and  I  will  always  love  Thee 
henceforth  even  for  ever,  if 
Thou  shalt  give  it. 

35.  Offer  thyself.  But 
what  shall  I  render  unto 
Thee,  O  Lord,  for  so  great  a 
gift,  and  for  all  the  benefits 
which  Thou  hast  done  unto 
me?  Behold,  I  renounce 
myself,  and  fully  resign  my- 
self, and  all  that  I  am,  body 
and  sold  and  all  that  is  mine, 
to  the  good  pleasure  of  Thy 
most  gracious  will.  But 
what  have  I  that  I  have  not 
received  ?  What  is  man 
when  compared  with  his 
Maker  ?  What  can  a  vile 
creature,  a  worm  of  earth,  a 
miserable  sinner,  an  unprofit- 
able servant,  bestow  upon 
God,  his  Creator  and  his 
Lord  ?  I  acknowledge  that 
I  am  poor  and  needy,  and 
therefore  do  I  humble  myself 
under  Thy  mighty  hand. 
But  Thou,  O  Lord  Jesus  ! 
do  Thou  as  my  Advocate  and 
Mediator,  rich  in  merits  and 
in  mercies,  undertake  my 
cause.  And  out  of  the  trea- 
suiy  of  Thy  boundless  love 
do  Thou  bring  help  to  my 
need;  and  represent  to  Thy 
eternal  Father  the  price  of  Thy 
Blood  and  of  all  Thy  merits; 
and  thence  supply  all  my 
lack,  and  especially,  alas  ! 
(his  my  too  slight  and  im- 


perfect preparation,  with 
which  I  come  to  these  most 
sacred  Mysteries  ;  that  thus 
through  Thee,  the  perform- 
ance of  my  most  imworthy 
service  may  be  pleasing  unto 
Him. 

36.  Ask,  Grant  also,  O 
good  Jesu  !  by  all  Thy  mer- 
cies, that  I  may  ever  treat 
this  awfiil  Mystery  and  wond- 
rous gift  of  Thy  love  with 
due  faith,  reverence  and  grati- 
tude ;  and  that  I  may  receive 
It  now  and  ever  with  a  pure 
and  glowing  heart  ;  may  I 
endeavour  to  adorn  that  state 
of  life,  to  which  Thou,  by 
Thy  singular  grace,  hast  been 
pleased  to  call  me,  with 
charity,  purity,  humility, 
gentleness,  patience,  sobriety, 
&c.,  and  with  all  such  beha- 
viour as  is  pleasing  to  Thee, 
and  as  becometh  a  faithful 
(priest)  servant  of  Thine.  I 
beg  aU  this  of  Thee,  to  the 
end  that  my  service  may  be 
more  pleasing  to  Thee,  to 
Thy  great  glory,  the  good  of 
Thy  Church,  and  my  own 
and  my  neighbour's  salvation. 
Wherefore,  lastly,  I  humbly 
beseech  Thee,  that  by  the 
virtue  of  Thy  Body  and 
Blood,  Thou  wouldest  effec- 
tually wean  my  heart  from  all 
hurtful  affections  (N.)  which 
hinder  the  taste  and  fruit  of 
this  Sacrament ;  and  wouldest 
imite  and  incorporate  me 
most  closely  with  Thyself; 
that  I  may  taste  how  sweet 
Thou  art,  O  Lord ;  and  be 
made  one  spirit  with  Thee  ; 
that  Thou  mayest  abide  in 
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me,  and  I  in  Thee ;  and  so 
nothing  shall  be  ever  able  to 
separate  me  from  Thee.  For 
it  is  good  to  hold  me  fast  by 
Thee,  &c.  For  whom  have 
I  in  heaven  but  Thee,  and 
there  is  none  upon  earth  that 
I  desire  in  comparison  of 
Thee,  O  God,  my  portion  lor 
ever  ! 

37.  Prayer  for  priests. 
"VVlio  can  worthily  cele- 
brate this  Sacrament,  un- 
less Thou,  almighty  God, 
shalt  make  him  that  ofFereth 
worthy?  I  know,  O  Lord, 
yea,  and  truly  do  I  know, 
and  confess  that  very  thing 
to  Thy  loving-kindness, 
that  I  am  not  worthy  to  ap- 
proach so  great  a  Mystery, 
on  account  of  my  exceeding 
and  numberless  sins  and  neg- 
ligences. But  I  know,  and 
truly  believe  from  my  whole 
heart,  and  confess  with  my 
mouth,  that  Thou  canst  make 
me  worthy.  Who  alone  canst 
make  clean  one  conceived  of 
unclean  seed,  and  make  sin- 
ners righteous  and  holy.  By 
this  Thine  almighty  power,  I 
entreat  Thee,  O  my  God, 
that  Thou  wouldest  grant  to 
me  a  sinner,  to  celebrate  this 
Sacrifice  with  fear  and  trem- 
bling, with  purity  of  heart, 
and  fountain  of  tears,  with 
spiritual  gladness,  and  hea- 
venly joy.  Let  my  mind  feel 
the  sweetness  of  Thy  most 
blessed  presence,  and  the 
love  of  Thy  holy  Angels 
keeping  watch  round  about

38.  Rejoice  in  the  Lord, 
I  have  found  Him  Whom  my 
soul  loveth ;  I  have  held  Him^ 
and  will  not  let  Him  go. 
Thee,  O  my  Jesus,  I  embrace. 
Thee,  my  love  and  my  joy, 
I  hold  fast.  Of  Thee,  the 
treasure  of  my  heart,  do  I  lay 
hold,  in  Whom  I  possess  all 
things.  Deliver  me  from  all 
my  necessities,  O  Lord ;  and 
make  me  to  be  as  wholly 
Thine  as  Thou  art  mine. 
Thou,  O  Jesus,  art  my  Crea- 
tor that  hast  formed  me; 
create  in  me  a  clean  heart, 
and  renew  a  right  spirit 
within  me.  Thou  art  my 
King  and  my  Lord,  do  Thou 
possess  me,  and  none  beside 
Thee.  Thou  art  my  teacher 
and  my  master ;  O  teach  me 
Thy  goodness,  and  learn  me 
true  understanding  and  know- 
ledge. Thou  art  my  Advo- 
cate with  God  the  Father  : 
do  Thou  cause  that  He  turn 
away  His  anger  from  me. 
Thou  art  He  that  shall  come 
to  judge  the  quick  and  the 
dead  :  enter  not  into  judge, 
ment  with  Thy  servant,  O 
Lord.  Thou  art  the  beloved 
Spouse  of  my  soul :  betroth 
me  to  Thee  in  Thy  mercy  and 
loving-kindness.  Thou  art 
my  guide  and  defender :  hold 
me  fast  by  Thee,  and  let  the 
hand  of  any  man  fight  against 
me.  Thou  Wert  made  a  Vic- 
tim for  me:  my  trust  hath 
been  in  Thee,  O  Lord,  there- 
fore shall  I  not  fall.    Thou 
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artmy  Saviour  andRedeemer, 
finish  Thy  work ;  and  let  not 
Thy  labour  be  of  none  effect. 
Thou  art  the  lot  of  mine  in- 
heritance, my  portion  in  the 
land  of  the  living,  do  Thou 
restore  mine  heritage  unto 
me.  Thou  art  my  glory,  my 
Crown,  and  my  exceeding 
great  reward:  admit  me  to 
tiiose  good  things  of  the 
Lord  which  Thou  hast  pre- 
pared  for  them  that  love 
Thee.  O  Jesus,  O  most  mer- 
ciful Jesus,  O  Jesus,  Son  of 
the  Virgin  Mary,  pour  into 
me  grace,  wisdom,  love, 
purity,  humility,  that  I  may 
perfectly  love  Thee,  praise 
Thee,  enjoy  Thee,  serve 
Thee,  and  glory  in  Thee  now 
and  for  ever.    Amen. 

39.  Sing  unto  the  God  of 
thy  salvation.  How  fair  art 
Thou,  my  beloved,  the  be- 
loved of  my  vows,  Christ 
^esus !  how  fair  art  Thou  ! 
ow  good  and  lovely  !  my 
only  delight !  my  life  !  my 
joy  !  my  chiefest  sweetness  ! 
O  my  God,  and  my  All !  for 
Thee  I  sigh  !  to  Thee  I  call ! 
for  Thee  I  pant  !  I  embrace 
and  love  Thee  with  all  the 
inmost  affection  of  my  heart; 
for  Thou  art  God,  very  good- 
ness itself,  everlasting  love, 
wisdom  inexhaustible,  infinite 
pjower,  and  absolute  perfec- 
tion. What  then  shall  ever 
separate  me  from  Thy  love  ? 
Shall  some  fleeting  pleasure, 
failing  riches,  false  honours, 
vanity  of  vanities  ?  Not 
these  or  any,  O  good  Jesus, 
for  it  is  good  to  hold  me  fast 


by  God,  to  put  my  trust  in  the 
liord  God.  Help  me  then, 
O  gracious  Jesus,  in  my 
good  resolve;  and  suffer  me 
not  to  forget  my  promises. 
Let  Thy  most  holy  Sacra- 
ment be  a  most  effectual 
remedy  against  all  the  wounds 
of  my  sins,  and  a  filling  up 
within  me  of  aU  grace  and 
strength :  let  it  be  a  strength 
and  defence  against  all  dan- 
gers and  evils,  and  a  most 
firm  support  to  everlasting 
blessedness.    Amen. 

40.  Give  thanks.  O  most 
gracious  Saviour,  Christ 
Jesus,  how  sweet  and  land 
art  Thou,  and  of  great  mercy 
unto  all  them  that  call  upon 
Thee !  For  when  we  were 
not,  by  divine  power  didst 
Thou  create  us  ;  when  we 
were  Thine  enemies.  Thou 
didst  come  down  from  heaven, 
and  with  wondrous  wisdom 
redeem  us ;  and  because  with- 
out Thee  we  cannot,  both  in 
body  and  soul,  live  and  move 
and  have  our  being.  Thou 
dost  of  Thine  infinite  good- 
ness keep  us  ever  bv  so 
many  Sacraments  and  helps 
of  grace ;  yea,  in  this  Sacra- 
ment, Thou  dost,  after  a 
wholly  wonderful  manner, 
give  Thy  Body  and  Blood, 
that  is,  Thyself:  O  love,  O 
compassion,  O  unheard  of 
and  awful  Mystery ! 

Dost  Thou  then,  my  God, 
vouchsafe  to  come  to  me  ?

I  offer  it  to  Thee  in  wit- 
ness of  Thy  supreme  and  un- 
created excellency,  of  Thy 
dominion  over  all  creatures, 
and  of  our  subjection  and 
dependence  upon  Thee ;  in 
thanksgiving  for  all  benefits

I  give 
Thee  thanks,  O  most  merci- 
ful Lord  God,  Thou  bene- 
factor of  my  soul,  that  Thou 
hast  made  me  worthy  of  Thy 
heavenly  and  immortal  Mys- 
teries. But  what  reward 
shall  I  give  unto  Thee  ?  for 
in  truth  I  am  less  than  all 
Thy  gifts.  O  most  gracious 
God,  accept  now  the  praises 
and  thanksgivings  which  Thy 
Son  our  Saviour,  when  He 
took  upon  Him  oiu*  nature 
from  the  moment  of  His  In- 
carnation, through  the  whole 
course  of  His  life,  paid  Thee ; 
and  especially  Uiose,  when 
institutmg  this  Sacrament, 
and  as  if  already  then  know-

I  grieve, 
O  Lord,  but  would  grieve 
more  sorely.  I  worship  Thee, 
my  first  beginning  ;  I  desire 
Thee,  my  last  end ;  I  praise 
Thee,  my  continual  bene- 
factor ;  I  call  upon  Thee,, 
my  gracious  defender. 

By  Thy  wisdom  direct  me ; 
by  Thy  righteousness  keep 
me;  by  Thy  mercy  comfort 
me;  by  Thy  power  protect 
me. 

I  offer  Thee,  O  God,  my 
thinkings,  that  they  may  be 
towards  Thee  ;  my  sayings^ 
that  they  may  be  of  Thee ; 
my  doings,  that  they  may  be 
concerning  Thee ;  my  suffer- 
ings, that  they  may  be  for 
Thy  sake.

Grant  me,  O  Lord,  to  be 
fixed  and  attentive  in  prayer, 
temperate  in  food,  diligent  in 
duty,  firm  in  purpose  and 
resolve. 

Let  me  be  careful  to  keep 
inward  holiness,  outward 
modesty,  exemplary  convert 
sation,  and  a  well-ordered 
life.  I 


Let  me  ever  watch  to  tame 
nature,  to  cherish  grace,  to 
keep  Thy  law,  to  work  out 
my  salvation. 

Let  me  follow  after  holi- 
ness by  sincere  confession  of 
sin,  by  devout  communion  of 
the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ, 
b3r  continual  recollection  of 
mind,  and  pure  intention  of 
heart. 

Let  me  learn  from  Thee, 
O  God,  how  slight  and  little 
is  all  that  is  earthly,  how 
great  and  real  all  that  is 
heavenly,  how  short  are  all 
things  temporal,  how  lasting 
all  that  are  eternal.

those  dedicated  to  God;  in- 
tegrity to  the  married ;  mercy 
to  the  penitent ;  perseverance 
to  the  righteous ;  to  sinners, 
and  to  me  a  miserable  sinner, 
pardon;  to  widows  and 
orphans,  protection ;  support 
to  the  poor ;  a  safe  return  to 
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travellers ;  consolation  to 
those  in  sorrow ;  to  all  faith- 
ful Christians,  the  quick  and 
the  dead,  grace  and  everlast- 
ing life.

My  sins  make 
me  afraid,  O  Lord ;  and  an 
impure  conscience  keeps  me 
back  from  approaching  so 
great  Mysteries.  The  sweet- 
ness of  Thy  words  provokes 
me,  but  the  multitude  of  mine 
offences  weighs  me  down. 
Who  am  I,  O  Lord,  that  I 
should  presume  to  draw  nigh 
unto  Thee?  How  shall  I 
dare  to  come  to  Thee,  who 
am  not  conscious  of  any  good 
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in  m3rself,  whereupon  I  may 
presume  ?  How  shall  I  bring 
Thee  into  my  house,  that 
have  so  often  offended  Thy 
most  gracious  face,  before 
which  Angels  and  Arch- 
angels stand  with  reverential 
awe,  and  which  holy  and 
righteous  men  do  fear  ? 

57.  Contrition,  I  have 
sinned,  O  Lord,  I  have 
sinned;  have  mercy  upon 
me,  forgive  me.  What  can 
I  do  for  my  sins,  but  humbly 
confess  and  bewail  them,  and 
unceasingly  entreat  Thy 
favour  and  propitiation  ? 
Graciously  hear  me,  O  my 
God,  I  beseech  Thee.  All 
my  sins  displease  me  exceed- 
ingly:  I  will  never  commit 
them  any  more  :  I  do  grieve 
for  them,  and  will  grieve  as 
long  as  I  live.  Forgive  me 
my  sins,  for  the  sake  of  Thy 
holy  Name.  Behold  I  com- 
mit myself  to  Thy  mercy,  I 
resign  myself  into  Thy  hands. 
Do  Thou  likewise  bum  up 
and  consume  with  the  fire  of 
Thy  love,  all  my  faults  and 
offences,  which  I  have  com- 
mitted from  the  day  whereon 
I  first  could  sin  until  this 
hour ;  blot  out  all  the  stams 
of  my  sins  ;  cleanse  my  con- 
science from  all  offence,  and 
restore  to  me  Thy  grace 
again,  which  I  lost  by  sin- 
ning, fully  pardoning  me  all, 
and  receiving  me  mercifully 
to  the  kiss  of  peace. 

58.  Faith.  I  believe  and 
confess,  that  Thou,  my  God, 
the  Saint  of  Saints,  Creator 
of  all,    and   Lord   of    the 


Angels,  art  present  in  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Altar. 
What  I  cannot  understand, 
I  confidently  commend  to 
Thee,  the  almighty  God ; 
Thou  dost  not  deceive  me, 
O  my  God.  And  if  Thy 
works  were  such  that  human 
reason  could  easily  compre- 
hend them,  they  would  be 
called  neither  wonderful  nor 
unspeakable.  O  how  admir- 
able  is  Thy  working,  O  Lord, 
how  mighty  is  Thy  power, 
how  unspeakable  Tny  truth  I 
For  Thou  didst  speak,  and 
all  things  were  made  :  and 
this  has  been  done,  which 
Thou  Thyself  didst  command. 

59.  Hope,  Trusting  in 
Thy  goodness  and  great 
mercy,  O  Lord,  I  draw  near 
sick  to  my  Saviour,  hungry 
and  thirsty  to  the  fountain 
of  life,  needy  to  the  King 
of  heaven,  a  servant  to  his 
Lord,  a  creature  to  the 
Creator,,  desolate  to  my  ten- 
der Comforter  :  hoping  that 
spiritual  grace  will  be  be- 
stowed upon  me  in  this  Sa- 
crament, that  the  virtue  which 
my  soul  has  lost  shall  be  re- 
newed, that  beauty  which 
sin  has  deformed  shaD  come 
back  again,  and  my  heart 
and  my  body  shall  be  kept 
pure  and  spotless. 

60.  Affection,  O  my  Be- 
loved, grant  me  to  leave  all 
my  loved  ones  for  the  sake 
of*^  Thee,  to  love  Thee  only 
above  all  things,  and  to  keep 
Thee  to  mysefi*  in  life  and  in 
death  for  my  friend.  To  be 
without  Thee  how  grievous  a 
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torment,  and  to  be  with  Thee 
is  a  sweet  paradise !  O  good 
treasure  !  O  good  exceeding 
dl  good  !  O  my  God,  and 
my  All !  For  him  who  un- 
derstands, enough  has  been 
said ;  to  lum  who  loves,  it  is  a 
pleasant  thing  to  repeat  the 
same  again.  Do  Thou  purify, 
make  glad,  enlighten,  and 
quicken  my  spirit  with  all  its 
powers,  to  the  end  that  it 
may  cleave  unto  Thee  with 
.  the  fulness  of  joy. 

6i.  Desire,  Behold,  O 
Lord,  in  Thee  is  aU  I  can  and 
ought  to  desire.  Thou  art 
my  salvation  and  my  redemp- 
tion, my  hope  and  my 
strength,  my  honour  and 
my  glory.  I  do  long  to  re- 
ceive Thee  now  with  devo- 
tion and  reverence.  I  desire 
to  bring  Thee  into  my  house ; 
that  with  Zaccheus  I  may 
obtain  to  be  blessed  by  Thee, 
and  to  be  numbered  among 
the  children  of  Abraham. 
My  soul  desires  to  be 
nourished  with  Thy  Body 
and  Blood,  my  heart  longs 
to  be  united  with  Thee. 
Turn  not  Thy  face  away 
from  me ;  do  not  delay  Thy 
\dsitation  ;  withdraw  not  Thy 
consolation.  Come,  O  Lord, 
come  to  Thy  poor  servant, 
and  make  him  glad;  come, 
and  satisfy  me  with  Thy 
presence.  As  long  as  this 
IS  not  given  there  will  be  no 
fulness  of  joy. 

62.  Supplication,  Omost 
blessed  grace,  which  makest 
the  poor  in  spirit  rich  in  vir- 
tue, come,  descend  upon  me ; 


fill  me  now  with  Thy  conso- 
lation, let  not  my  soul  fail, 
because  of  the  dryness  of  my 
feelings.  O  Lord  God,  I  be- 
seech Thee,  prevent  Thy 
servant  with  the  blessings  of 
Thy  sweetness,  that  worthily 
and  with  devotion  I  may 
come  to  Thy  exceeding  great 
Sacrament.  Lift  up  my 
heart  in  Thee  and  to  Thee, 
and  cast  heaviness  and  slug- 
gishness away  from  me. 
Whatever  is  wanting  to  me, 
do  Thou,  O  good  Jesu,  most 
holy  Saviour,  lovingly  and 
graciously  supply  for  me. 
Grant  to  Thy  poor  suppliant, 
sometimes  at  least,  to  feel  in 
the  Holy  Communion,  if  it  be 
but  a  little  portion  of  the 
cordial  affection  of  Thy  love ; 
that  my  faith  may  become 
more  strong  ;  my  hope  in 
Thy  goodness  be  increased  ; 
and  that  charity  once  per- 
fectly kindled  within  me,  after 
the  tasting  of  the  heavenly 
Manna,  may  never  decay. 

63.  Prayer,  Thou  hast 
compassion  upon  all,  O 
Lord  :  and  hatest  nothing 
that  Thou  hast  made.  Re- 
member how  frail  is  our 
substance  ;  for  Thou  art  our 
Father  and  our  God  :  be  not 
angry  with  us  for  ever,  and 
shut  not  up  Thy  tender  mer- 
cies in  displeasure.  We 
humbly  present  our  prayers 
before  Thy  face,  O  Lord, 
trusting  not  in  our  own  righ- 
teousness, but  in  Thy  mani- 
fold and  great  mercies.  Take 
away  from  us  our  iniquities ; 
and  mercifidly  kindle  in  us 
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the  fire  of  tlie  Holy  Ghost. 
TiJte  awav  our  hearts  of 
stone ;  and  give  us  an  heart 
of  flesh,  which  may  love  and 
adore  Thee,  delight  in  Thee, 
follow  Thee,  and  enjoy  Thee. 
We  pray  Thy  mercy,  O  Lord, 
that  Thou  wouldest  vouch- 
safe to  look  favourably  on 
Thy  familv  awaiting  the  ser- 
vice of  Thy  sacred  Name; 
and  that  the  desire  of  none 
may  be  in  vain,  nor  their 
petitions  void,  do  Thou  sug- 
gest to  us  such  prayers,  as 
Thou  mayest  dehght  graci- 
ously to  hear  and  answer. 

64.  Direct  your  intention, 
I  desire  to  offer  up  the  Sa- 
crifice of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  (to  celebrate  Mass  and 
to  consecrate  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord)  according  to  the  rites 
of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church ; 
to  the  praise  of  dimighty 
God,  and  of  the  Church  tri- 
umphant, for  my  own  benefit, 
and  the  benefit  of  the  whole 
Church  militant  and  expect- 
ant, for  all  who  have  com- 
mended themselves  to  my 
prayers,  in  general  and  in  par- 
ticular, and  for  the  welfare  of 
the  whole  state  of  the  Catho- 
lic Church.    Amen. 

Joy  with  peace,  amend- 
ment of  life,  space  for  true 
repentance,  the  grace  and 
comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
perseverance  in  good  works, 
a  contrite  and  humbled 
heart,  and  a  happy  consum- 
mation of  my  life,  the  al- 
mighty and  merciful  Lord 
grant  me.    Amen.

65.  Admiration,  O  my 
Beloved,  the  choicest  among- 
thousands,  in  Whom  my  soid 
is  well  pleased  to  dwell  alt 
the  days  of  its  life !  O  my 
peacemaker,  in  Whom  is 
nighest  peace  and  true  rest  ! 
O  hidden  God,  Whose  speech 
is  with  the  humble !  O  un- 
speakable grace ;  O  wonder- 
ful in  Thy  condescension  ; 
O  boundless  love,  singularly 
bestowed  upon  my  soul!  O 
Jesu,  how  great  is  the  sweet- 
ness in  Thy  banquet;  and 
how  sweet  would  it  be  to  me 
to  pour  out  tears  in  Thy 
presence,  from  pure  inward 
affection,  and  like  pious 
Magdalene  wash  Thy  feet 
with  my  tears.  Surely  in 
Thy  sight,  and  in  the  sight 
of  Thy  holy  Angels,  my 
whole  heart  ought  to  be  in- 
flamed and  to  weep  for  joy.

fulness  and  burning  devotion. 
Behold  I  offer  and  present 
unto  Thee  the  rejoicings  of 
all  devout  hearts,  their 
spiritual  affections,  their 
mental  ecstasies,  and  super- 
natural enlightenments,  and 
heavenly  visions,  with  sdl  the 
virtues  and  praises  which  are 
celebrated,  and  which  shall 
be  celebrated  by  all  creatures 
in  heaven  and  in  earth.  Re- 
ceive, O  Lord  my  God,  my 
wishes,  and  my  desires  of 
giving  Thee  infinite  praise 
and  blessing  without  bound, 
which,  according  to  the  mul- 
titude of  Thine  unspeakable 
greatness,  are  most  justly 
Thy  due.  These  I  render, 
and  desire  to  render  unto 
Thee  everv  day,  and  every 
moment  of  time. 

67.  Gratitude,  O  most 
kind  and  gracious  Jesus,  what 
great  thsmksgiving  is  due  to 
Thee  for  the  receiving  of  Thy 
sacred  Body,  Whose  worthi- 
ness there  is  no  man  found 
that  can  set  it  forth.  Thanks 
be  to  Thee,  O  eternal  Shep- 
herd, Who  hast  vouchsafed 
to  refresh  me,  a  poor  exile, 
with  Thy  precious  Body  and 
Blood.  What  shall  I  give 
Thee  in  return,  O  Lord,  for 
such  grace,  for  such  exceeding 
love  ?  There  is  nothing  else 
more  grateful  which  I  can 
give  than  my  heart,  O  my 
GM,  and  to  join  my-  very 
inmost  self  to  Thee.  Vouch- 
safe, O  Lord,  to  abide  with 
me :  I  freely  will  to  be  with 
Thee.    This   is  my   desire, 


for  niy  heart  to  be  united  to 
Thee. 

68.  Offering,  Therefore, 
O  LorcC  just  as  Thou  didst 
offer  Thyself  to  God  the 
Father,  of  Thine  own  accord, 
for  my  sins,  with  Thy  hands 
stretcned  out  upon  the  Cross, 
and  Thy  Body  naked,  so  that 
nothing  remained  in  Thee, 
which  was  not  wholly  turned 
into  a  sacrifice  to  appease  the 
Divine  wrath  ;  even  so  do  I 
willingly  offer  myself  to 
Thee  for  a  pure  and  holy 
oblation,  with  all  my  powers 
and  affections,  as  earnestly 
as  I  can.  O  Lord,  I  beseecn 
Thee,  in  the  simpleness  of 
my  heart,  receive  me  for  Thy 
servant  for  evermore,  for  Thy 
worship,  and  for  a  sacrifice  of 
perpetual  praise  unto  Thee ; 
receive  me  with  this  holy 
oblation  ofThy  precious  Body, 
which  I  have  offered  to  Thee 
now,  in  the  presence  of  Thy 
Angels  invisibly  standing  by, 
for  myself,  and  for  the  salva- 
tion of  all  Thy  people. 

69.  Petition  for  thyself, 
O  Lord  God,  my  Saviour, 
with  the  frequency  that  I 
attend  this  M3rstery,  so  let 
the  affection  of  my  devotion 
increase.  Save  my  soul, 
which  Thou  hast  redeemed 
with  Thy  precious  Blood. 
Deal  with  me  according  to 
Thy  goodness,  not  according 
to  my  wickedness,  and  sin. 
See  aU  my  good,  how  scanty, 
and  how  imperfect ;  do  Thou 
amend  it  and  sanctify  it : 
make  it  pleasing  and  accept- 
able to  Tnee,  and  ever  make  it 
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betterand  moreperfect.  And 
bring  me,  who  am  bnt  a  sloth- 
ful and  unprofitable  creature, 
to  a  good  and  praiseworthy 
end. 

O  most  sweet  and  loving 
Jesus,  behold  I  stand  before 
rhee,  poor  and  naked,  beg- 
ging Thy  grace,  and  implor- 
ing Thy  mercy.  Inflame  my 
coldness  with  the  fire  of  Thy 
love;  turn  all  earthly  things 
for  me  into  bitterness;  all 
low  and  created  things  into 
contempt  and  disregard.  Be 
Thou  alone  sweet  unto  me 
from  henceforth  for  evermore. 
O  that  with  Thy  presence 
Thouwouldestwhollyinflame, 
bum,  and  transform  me  into 
Thyself ;  that  I  may  be  made 
one  spirit  with  Thee,  by  the 
.grace  of  inward  union,  and 
the  melting  of  fervent  love. 
Work,  O  Lord,  mercifully 
with  me,  as  oftentimes  Thou 
hast  wonderfully  worked  ^vith 
"Thy  saints,  O  fire  ever  burn- 
ing, and  never  failing;  O 
love,  purifying  the  heart,  and 
-enlightening  the  understand- 
ing. 

70.  Petition  for  others. 
Look  also,  O  most  kind  Jesus, 
upon  the  godly  desires  of 
Thy  devout  servants,  the 
necessities  of  parents,  friends, 
brethren,  sisters,  and  of  all 
those  that  are  dear  to  me, 
and  of  those  that  have  done 
good  to  me  or  to  others,  for 
the  sake  of  Thy  love,  and 
who  have  desired  and  begged 
of  me  to  offer  up  prayers 
(and  sacrifice)  for  tnemselves 
and  all  theirs ;  whether  they 


live  still  in  the  -  flesh,  or 
whether  they  have  departed 
out  of  the  world ;  that  they 
all  may  fed  that  the  help  of 
Thy  grace,  the  riches  of  Thy 
consolation,  protection  from 
danger,  deliverance  from 
pain  is  come  to  them ;  and  so 
that  being  set  free  from  all 
evils,  they  may  with  joy  give 
great  thanks  to  Thee. 

I  offer  up  also  unto  Thee 
my  prayers,  and  the  sacrifice 
of  propitiation  for  them  in 
particular,  who  have  iii  any- 
thing wronged,  grieved,  or 
slandered  me,  or  have  wrought 
any  loss  or  displeasure  upon 
me;  for  those,  likewise,

Have  mercy,  have 
mercy,  O  Lord  ;  give  Thy 
mercy  to  them  that  beg,  grace 
to  them  that  stand  in  need, 
and  make  us  so  to  live,  that 
we  may  be  worthy  to  enjoy 
Thy  grace,  and  to  go  forward 
unto  life  everlasting.

71.  Conclusion,  Lord 
Jesus,  now  lettest  Thou  Thy 
servant  depart  in  peace ;  but 
be  not  Thou  far  from  me,.  O 
my  God ;  haste  Thee  to  help 
me,    .for     divers     thoughts 
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during  the  day  will  rise  up 
against  me,  divers  tempta- 
tions will  seek  my  hurt.  Grrant 
that  I  may  pass  by  them 
uninjured,  grant  that  I  may 
break  them  in  pieces.  Fight 
Thou  for  me,  and  utterly 
destroy  the  evil  beasts,  ail 
the  shameful  lusts  of  the 
flesh.  Command  the  winds 
and  the  storms ;  say  unto  the 
sea:  be  still;  and  to  the 
north  wind :  blow  not ;  and 
there  shall  be  a  great  calm.

holy  pains  which  I  Thine  un- 
worthy servant  call  to  mind, 
and  by  Thy  holy  Cross  and 
death,  in  thanksgiving  and 
memory  of  which  I  wish  to 
offer  tms  Sacrifice,  deliver  me 
from  my  sins,  that  I  may, 
holily  and  acceptably,  assist 
at  Thy  Altar :  Who  with  the 
Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost 
livest  and  reignest  world 
without  end.    iGnen. 

73.  Contrition,  O  my 
most  loving  God,  my  Creator 
and  my  Saviour,  I  grieve 
from  my  inmost  heart  that  I 
ever  offended  Thee,  my  Lord 
and  my  God,  Whom  I  ought 
to  love  above  all  things,  be- 
cause Thou  art  good  over  all, 
and  hast  bestowed  very  many 
goods  upon  me ;  but  I,  alas, 
wretched  and  ungrateful  sin- 
ner that  I  am,  have  only 
returned  Thee  evil  for  good. 
But  be  Thou  merciful  unto 
my  sins,  O  Lord  :  for  now  I 
firmly  purpose  and  resolve 
to  offend  Thee  no  more,  and 
to  flee  all  occasions  of  sin-

•I  believie  in  Thee,  and  I  be- 
lieve Thee  in  all  that  Thou 
'hast- revealed,  and  what  Thou 
-"puttest  before  me  by  the 
.Church  to.be  believed.  But 
first  of  all  I  believe  Thee  to 
be  present  in  this  most  holy 
Sacrament,*  according  as 
>Thou  hast'  declared  in  plain 
words,  to  which  I  give  more 
heed  than  to  my  judgment 
and  my  senses.  For  this 
faith,  by  the  help  of  Thy

our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  and 
in  union  with  His  work  and 
merits ;  in  memory  of  and  for 
the  increase  of  bhss  of  the 
ever-blessed  Virgin  Mary, 
the  heavenly  ^gels,  the 
Saints,  and  especially  N.N. : 
also  together  with  the  praises 
of  the  blessed  spirits,  and 
the  prayers  and  good  deeds 
of  all  holy  souls,  now  and 
ever,  do  I  dSex  this  and 
all  other  sacrifices,  duties, 
prayers,  and  good  works  of 
the  whole  world,  for  my  pre- 
sent necessities,  for  my  nelp 
and  comfort,  and  for  the 
remission  of  all  my  sins,  for 
which  I  purpose,  strive,  and 
desire,  to  have  always  true 
contrition :  for  the  health 
and  salvation  of  parents,  and

I  have  been  a  trou- 
ble, scandal,  and  cause  of 
sinning ;  for  the  whole  estate 
of  the  Catholic  Church,  its 
preservation,  increase,  and 
exaltation,  the  union  of  Chris- 
tian princes,  the  rooting  up 
of  heresies,  the  health  of  our 
Primate,  and  .the  rest  and 
peace  of  the  .faithful  de- 
parted; for  the  keeping, and 
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increase  of  ail  orders  of  reli- 
gion, the  conversion  •  of  all 
nnbdiievers }  for  those  com- 
*  mitted  and  entrusted  to  my 
care :  and  lastl  j  for  all  the 
quick  and  the  dead,  for  whom 
onr  Lord  Jesus  Christ  knows 
and  wills  that  I  ought  to 
pray  and  to  offer  sacrifice  : 
so  do  I  (although  an  un- 
worthy minister),  pray  and 
beseech  and  purpose  and  in- 
tend to  pray,  to  plead,  and 
and  to  sacrifice,  according  to 
the  intention  of  the  Holy 
Catholic  Church.  In  the 
Name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.    Amen. 

76.  Prayer  to  the  Holy 
Ohost,  O  Spirit  of  grace 
and  mercy,  O  God  the  Holy 
Ghost,  behold  I  draw  nigh  to 
the  holy  Altar,  a  dreadful 
place,  and  to  be  feared ;  but 
'  because  without  Thee  I  can- 
not appear  worthy  in  minis- 
tering, do  Thou,  I  beseech 
Thee,  by  Thy  power  and 
•operation,  make  me  fit  wor- 
thily to  offer  sacrifice.  Enter 
Thou  therefore  into  my  heart, 
and  make  me  worthy.  Come, 
Thou  cleanser  of  wickedness. 
Thou  healer  of  wounds, 
ccMne,  most  Holy  Spirit,  and 
take  away  from  me  whatever 
in  me  is  displeasing  to  Thee, 
to  the  Father,  and  to  the 
Son;  and  pour  into  me  those 
most  precious  gifts  of  Thy 
graces,  that  by  being  helped 
by  them  I  may  both  celebrate 
in  a  holy  manner,  and  so  live 
•  afterwards  according  to  the 
will  of  Jesus. 


77.  Supplication.  Grant, 
I  beseech  Thee,  most  good 
and  loving  Lord,  that  Thy 
holy  Saints,  who  now  be- 
hold, honour,  and  worship 
Thee  in  the  beatific  vision, 
but  Whom  we  in  the  mean- 
while do  not  behold  but 
under  elements,  and  in  a 
mysteiy,  may  supplicate  Thee 
and  intercede  for  us,  that 
we  mzy  make  such  a  worthy 
use  of  this  Sacrament,  that 
hereafter  we  may  be  found 
worthy  to  join  them  in  their 
hoty  company,  and  so  with 
them  to  praise  and  glorify 
Thee.    Amen. 

78.  Prayn-  far  the  <fe- 
parted.  We  pray  Thee  also, 
O  Lord,  Holy  Father,  for  the 
souls  of  the  faithful  departed ; 
that  this  great  Sacrament  of 
Thy  love  may  be  to  them 
salvation,  health,  joy,  and  re- 
freshment. O  Lord  my  God, 
grant  them  this  day  a  great 
and  abundant  feast  of  Thee, 
the  living  Bread,  Which 
camest  down  from  heaven, 
and  givest  life  to  the  world ; 
even  of  Thy  holy  and  blessed 
Flesh,  the  Lamb  without 
spot,  That  takest  awsnr  the 
sins  of  the  world ;  of*^  Thy 
Flesh  which  was  taken  from 
the  holy  and  glorious  womb 
of  the  blessed  Virgin  Maiv, 
and  conceived  by  the  Holy 
Ghost ;  and  of  tliat  fountain 
of  mercy,  which  by  the 
soldier's  lance  flowed  from 
Thy  most  sacred  side:  that 
they  may  be  thereby  restored 
atid  satisfied)  refreshed  and 
comforted,  and  may  rejoice 
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in  Thy  praise  and  glory.  I 
beseech  Thy  mercy,  O  Lord, 
that  on  the  Bread  to  be 
offered  to  Thee  may  come 
down  the  fuhiess  of  Thy 
blessing,  and  the  hallow- 
ing  of  Thy  Godhead.  Let 
there  likewise  descend,  O 
Lord,  that  invisible  and  in- 
comprehensible majesty  of 
Thy  Holy  Spirit,  as  of  old  It 
came  down  upon  the  sacri- 
fices of  the  fathers,  Which 
may  make  our  oblations  Thy 
Boay  and  Blood;  and  may 
He  teach  me,  Thy  unworthy 
priest,  to  treat  so  great  a 
Mystery  with  purity  of  heart 
and  devotion  of  tears,  with 
reverence  and  awe,  so  that 
Thou  mayest  receive  with 
grace  and  favour,  the  Sacri- 
fice at  my  hands,  for  the  sal- 
vation of  all,  both  the  living 
and  the  dead. 


THANKSGIVING. 

79.  Pious  affections,  O 
good  Jesus,  what  have  I  in 
heaven  but  Thee,  and  what 
upon  earth  have  I  wished  for 
apart  from  Thee?  Now  is 
my  desire  full,  the  joy  of  my 
heart  full :  because  Thou  art 
my  fulness,  all  my  good  and 
all  my  desire.  Refresh,  O 
Lord,  my  hungry  soul;  in- 
flame my  coldness  with  the 
fire  of  Thy  love  ;  enlighten 
my  darkness  with  the  bright- 
ness of  Thy  presence.  Turn 
for  me  all  earthly  things  into 
bitterness ;  all  low  and  cre- 


ated things  into  contempt 
and  disregard.  Raise  my 
heart  up  to  Thee  in  heaven, 
and  suffer  me  not  to  wander 
upon  the  earth.  Let  the  virtue 
of  this  Sacrament,  I  beseech 
Thee,  penetrate  my  inner- 
most bemg  :  and  mortify  and 
pull  up  whatever  is  evu  and 
vitious  in  me.  In  Thee,  O 
most  sweet  Jesus,  be  all  my 
delight :  let  joy  be  weary  to 
me  without  Thee ;  let  all 
rest  that  is.  not  in  Thee  be 
bitter  to  me.  Send  .forth 
from  Thee,  most  gracious 
Jesus,  the  rays  of  Thy  love, 
that  will  kindle  me,  and  bum 
up  and  utterly  consume  all 
that  is  earthly  m  me :  so  that 
I  may  glow  with  the  un- 
quenchable fire  of  Thy  love, 
and  the  old  man  within  me 
entirely  decay.  O  that  the 
flaming  power  of  Thy  love 
might  so  cany  me  away,  that 
it  may  change  me  into  Thee, 
absorb  me  into  Thee,  and 
make  me  one  with  Thee  ! 

80.  Act  of  lave.  O  my 
God  !  I  love  Thee :  nor  do  I 
love  Thee  that  Thou  mayest 
save  me,  or  because  Thou 
wilt  punish  with  eternal  fire 
those  who  love  Thee  not. 
Thou,  O  my  Jesus,  didst 
embrace  me  upon  the  Cross  :

Then  why,  O  most 
loving  Jesus  Christ,  should  I 
not  love  Thee  well  ?  not  for 
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obtaining  Thy  salvation  in 
heaven,  or  that  Thou  mayest 
not  condemn  me  for  ever,  nor 
for  the  hope  of  any  reward ; 
but  as  Thou  hast  loved  me, 
so  I  love  and  will  love  Thee, 
solely  because  Thou  art  my 
King,  solely  because  Thou 
art  my  God.    Amen. 

8i.  Thanksgiving,  I  ren- 
der Thee  thanks,  O  holy 
Lord,  Father  almighty,  eter- 
nal God,  Who,  not  for  my 
own  merits,  but  only  out  of 
the  condescension  of  Thy 
mercy,  hast  vouchsafed  to 
feed  me  a  sinner.  Thy  un- 
worthy servant,  with  the 
precious  Body  and  Blood  of 
Thy  Son  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  And  I  pray,  that 
this  Holy  Communion  may 
not  bring  guilt  upon  me  to 
condemnation,  but  may  inter- 
cede for  me  to  my  pardon 
and  salvation.

my  end.  And  I  pray  Thee, 
that  Thou  wouldest  vouch- 
safe to  bring  me,  a  sinner,  to 
that  ineffable   feast,  where 


Thou,  with  Thy  Son  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  art  to  Thy  SainU 
true  light,  full  satisfaction, 
everlasting  joy,  complete  de- 
light, and  perfect  happiness. 
Through  the  same  Chnst  our 
Lord.    Amen. 

82.  Oblation,  Behold,  O 
God,  my  protector,  and  look 
upon  the  face  of  Thy  Christ. 
For  lo,  Thy  Son  hath  so 
communicated  Himself  to 
me  that  I  am  in  Him,  and 
He  is  in  me;  lo,  He  hath 
made  Himself  one  with  me, 
and  I  am  become  one  with 
Him.

joined  hands,  and  says  the 
following  prayers  :  but  if 
incense  be  used,  the  priest 
blesses  the    incense  here^ 
using  the  form  above  : 
Cleanse  my  heart  and  my 
lips,  O  almighty  God;  and 
as  Thou  didst  purge  the  lips 
of  the  Prophet  Isaiah,  with 
a  live  coal :  so  of  Thy  gra- 
cious   mercy    vouchsafe    to 
purify  me,    that  I  may  be 
able  worthily  to  declare  Thy 
Holy      Gospel.        Through 
Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

Send  me,  O  Lord,  Thy 
benediction.  The  Lord  be 
in  my  heart  and  upon  my 
lips :  that  worthily  and  fitly 
I  may  proclaim  His  Gospel : 
in  the  Name  of  the  Fatiier, 
and  of  the  Son,  *^  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.    Amen. 

IT  Then  going  to  the  book, 
the  priest  says : 
'p'.  The  Lord  be  with  you.

IT  Then  he  makes  the  sign 
of  the    Cross,    with    the 
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thumb  of  his  right  hand, 
on  the  Gospel  he  is  about 
to  read,  on  his  forehead, 
mouth,  and  breast,  and

IT  If  incense  is  used,  the 
Gospel  is  now  censed.  The 
priest  is  censed,  at  the  end- 
ing of  the  Gospel,  after  he 
has  said  the  words  Our 
sins,  &c. 

H  The  minister  and  people 
sign  themselves  and  say  : 
I^.  Glory  be  to  Thee,  O 

Lord. 

IT  T?ien  the  priest  reads  the 
Gospel,  which  ended^  the 
minister  and  people  an- 
swer: 

R7.  Praise  be  to  Thee,  O 

Christ. 

f  The  priest  kisses  the  Gos- 
pel, except  at  Requiem  for 
the  Dead,  and  says  : 
Our  sins  be  blotted  out  by 

the  teaching  of  the  Gospel. 

IT  Then  in  the  midst  of 
the  Altar  the  priest  ex- 
tending his  hands,  says, 
I  believe  in  one  God,  then 
joining  them,  he  recites  the 
rest  of  the  Creed,  All 
kneel  from  the  words.  And 
was  Incarnate  to  was  made 
Man.  At  the  words  is 
worshipped,  all  bow,  and 
at  the  life  of  the  world  to 
come,  all  make  the  sign  of 
the  Cross  from  the  fore- 
head to  the  breast.  ^ 


T  BELIEVE  in  One  God 
•*■  the  Father  Almighty, 
Maker  of  heaven  and  earth.

Dearly  beloved  in  the 
Lord,  ye  that  mind  to  come 
to  the  holy  Communion  of 
the  Body  and  Blood  of  oar 
Saviour  Christ,  must  con- 
sider how  Saint  Paul  ex- 
horteth  all  persons  diligently 
to  try  and  examine  them- 
selves, before  they  presume 
to  eat  of  that  Bread,  and 
drink  of  that  Cup.  For  as 
the  benefit  is  great,  if  with  a 
true  penitent  heart  and  lively 
faith  we  receive  that  holy 
Sacrament;  (for  then  we 
spiritually  eat  the  Flesh  of 
Christ,  and  drink  His  Blood ; 
then  we  dwell  in  Christ,  and 
Christ  in  us ;  we  are  one 
witii  Christ,  and  Christ  with 
us  ; )  so  is  the  danger  great, 
if  we  receive  the  same  un- 
worthily.

IT  He  makes  the  sign  of  the 
Cross    with     the    paten^ 
places  it  upon  the  corporal, 
and  then  pours  wine  and 
water  into  the  chalice,  first 
blessing  the  water  before 
it  is  mixed,  saying  : 
O    God,    ►J*    Who    didst 
wonderfully  create  and  yet 
more  wonderfully  renew  the 
dignity   of  human    nature: 
grant  that,  by  the  mystery  of 
this  water  and  wine,  we  may 
be  made  partakers    of  His 
divine  nature.

In  an  humble  spirit,  and 

with  a  contrite  heart,  let  us 

be  accepted,    O    Lord,    by 

Thee :  and  so  let  our  Sacrifice

IT  Then  the  priest  raises, 
extends,  and  joins  his 
hands,  raising  his  eyes 
towards  heaven,  and 
straightway  casting  them 
down,  blesses  the  Obla- 
tions, saying  :

IT  Then  he  censes  t?ie  Altar, 
saying : 
Let  my  prayer,  O  Lord, 
be  set  forth  in  Thy  sight  as 
the  incense :  and  let  the  lift- 
ing up  of  my  hands  be  an 
evening  sacrifice.  Set  a  watch, 
O  Lord,  before  my  mouth, 
and  keep  the  door  of  my  lips.

H  WJien  all  have  communi- 
caied^  the  priest,  if  needs 
be,  first  clears  the  Paten  of 
Fragments  into  the  Chalice, 
and  then  consumes  all  that 
remains  of  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Blood;  this  done, 
going  to  the  south  side  of 
the  Altar,   he    holds    out 


the  Chalice  to  the  minister,

St.  John  i.  i. 
TN  the  beginning  was  the 
■*■  Word,  and  the  Word  was 
with  Grod,  and  the  Word  was 
God.  The  same  was  in  the 
beginning  with  God.  All 
things  were  made  by  Him; 
and  without  Him  was  not  any 
thing  made  that  was  made. 
In  Him  was  life,  and  the  life 
was  the  Light  of  men.  And 
the  Light  shineth  in  dark- 
ness, and  the  darkness  com- 
prehended it  not.  There  was 
a  man  sent  from  Grod,  whose 
name  was  John.

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*  If  you  are  following  the  ser- 
vice with  the  priest,  stand  at  the 
Gospel  and  the  Creed:  say  the 
Creed  in  an  audible  and  even 
tone  of  voice,  it  is  a  Catholic 
custom  to  kneel  or  bow  pro- 
foundly, but  not  to  whisper  the 
words  of  the  Incarnation  and  Pas- 
sion. If  it  happen  that  the  Mass  is 
sung,  and  the  music  of  the  Creed 
takes  some  time,  the  priest  usually 
sits  in  the  scdilia,  with  his  minis- 
ters on  the  right  and  left  of  him. 
Having  recited  the  Creed,  :^ou 
can  also  sit,  or  kneel,  occupying 
yourself  in  the  meanwhile,  either 
tr3ring  to  let  your  affections  be 
«]evated  by  the  teaching  of  the 
music,  or  in  meditation,  or  saying 
some  of  your  intercessory  prayers, 
or  other  devotions;^  at  least  be 
on  your  guard  against  standing 
or  sitting  in  a  listless  and 
thoughtless  frame  of  mind. 

2  It  is  not  necessaiT  to  stand 
while  the  alms  are  oeing  col- 
lected, neither  at  a  sung  service 
while  the  hymn  or  offertory  is 
being:  sung  by  the  choir.  You 
will  find  it  more  helpful  to  devo- 
tion to  kneel  down  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  Creed,  giving  your 
alms  when  the  opportunity  comes, 
and  to  occupy  yourself  with  fol- 
lowing the  priest  in  his  prayers  of 
oblation,  or  collecting  your  own 
desires  and  intentions  in  prayer, 
which  you  wish  to  unite  in  the 
offering^  of  the  Sacrifice.  You 
may  be  in  some  doubt  as  to  the 
matter  of  kneeling  generally; 
some  persons  suffer  from  fatigue 
and  famtness  from  walking,  and 
fasting  for  their  communion,  and 
abstain  from  sitting  down  during 
the  Service,  from  fear  of  being 
irreverent.  It  would  seem  that 
there  is  no  absolute  necessity  to 
kneel  until  the  Sanctus  :  but  do 
not  take  a  permission,  granted  to 
the  weak,  as  a  rule  for  yourself, 
unless  you  find  it  more  conducive 
to  devotion  and  meditation  so  to 
rest  for  a  time.  At  least,  if  you 
are  punctilious,  you  may  sit  at 


the  Epistle  and  Gradual,  and 
from  the  end  of  the  Creed  to  the 
Church  Militant  Prayer.  Be 
careful  however  not  to  act  as  it 

?rou  thought  that  sitting  gives 
icence  to  inattention  or  even 
sloth. 

'  The  bread  by  anticipation  is 
called  a  pure,  unspotted,  unde- 
filed  host,  because  all  the  prayers 
that  go  before,  and  follow  the 
consecration,  have  reference  to 
the  moment  of  consecration,  when 
the  Victim  becomes  present,  and 
is  offered  to  God. 

'  The  Sacrifice  of  the  Altar  is 
necessarily  pleasing  to  God  of 
itself,  since  the  Victim  there 
offered  is  "that  meat  which  en- 
dureth  unto  everlasting  life. 
Whom  God  the  Father  hath 
sealed,"  of  Whom  He  also  said, 
'*  This  is  My  beloved  Son."  But 
the  oblation,  which  sinful  man 
makes  of  this  Victim,  the  praters 
which  accompany  the  oblation, 
and  the  communion,  by  which  he 
partakes  of  what  has  been  offered, 
may  be  done  in  a  way  displeasing 
to  God,  by  reason  of  his  frailty, 
or  unbelief,  or  some  unfitness. 
And  as  the  oblation  and  prayers 
and  communion  make  part  of  the 
Sacrifice,  we  must  beg  the  ^race 
of  God  to  go  through  with  it,  so 
that  it  may  be  pleasing  to  Him.  n 

^  At  the  consecration,  a  very 
sensible  as  well  as  being  an  old 
Catholic  custom  obtains  of  ring- 
ing a  bell ;  in  order  that  worship- 
pers ma^  not  be  disturbed  or  dis- 
tracted in  their  pra;^er  and  solemn 
thoughts  by  watching  the  priest, 
in  order  to  find  out  the  moment 
of  consecration.  If  the  bell  is 
rung,  it  is  rung  three  times  at 
each  consecration.  z-  At  the 
first  genuflection  or  profound  in- 
clination of  the  priest  imme- 
diately after  the  words  of  conse- 
cration. 2.  At  the  elevation.  3. 
At  the  second  genuflection  or 
deep  inclination.  According  to 
theSarum  use,  the  priest  did  not 
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genuflect,  but  inclined  his  body 
and  bowed  his  head  in  adoration 
of  the  Sacred  Presence. 

Some  persons  follow  the  prac- 
tise of  striking  the  breast  at  con. 
secration  :  it  signifies— i.  That 
we  need  here  a  humble  and  sin- 
cere faith  towards  God,  to  subject 
the  capacity  of  our  understanoing 
to  the  word  of  God.  2.  It  de- 
notes with  what  a  vehement  and 
hearty  desire  we  should  be  led  to 
that  heavenly  Food,  which  is  here 
shewn  and  set  before  us.  3. 
How  earnestly  we  must  detest 
those  sins,  which  make  us  un- 
worthy of  participating  in  that 
Sacrifice. 

The  breast  must  be  struck  with 
the  publican,  who,  with  great 
sorrow  of  heart,  reproached  as  it 
were  his  own  heart,  which  had 
been  the  source  and  nursery  of 
the  sins  he  had  himself  com- 
mitted^ and  begged  that  that 
fountain  of  all  evil  might  again 
be  purified  by  the  Lord. 

0  If  you  are  going  to  communi- 
cate, do  not  keep  the  priest  wait- 
ing ;  it  is  better  to  go  up  to  the 
Altar,  while  he  is  communicating 
himself.  When  at  the  altar  rails, 
kneel  upright,  and  if  it  be  your 
custom  to  receive  the  Sacred  Host 
on  the  palm  of  your  hand,  lift  up 
your  hands  (being  crossed),  at 
least  as  high  as  your  mouth ;  you 
will  thus  avoid  a  wron^  habit, 
which  some  persons  practise  from 
a  perverted  idea  of^ external  de- 
votion, that  of  bending  the  head 
and  body  down  when  the  priest 
approaches  with  the  Eucharist, 
and  of  holding  their  hands  so  low 
as  to  give  him  much  trouble  and 
inconvenience  in  delivering  the 
Sacrament.  We  must  remember 
that  although  our  Lord  comes  to 
us  truly  in  a  state  of  humility,  we 
at  least  must  go  forth  to  meet 
Him,  so  we  must  be  ready,  and 
not  crouch  down  as  if  in  abject 
fear  and  terror,  for  this  does  not 
show  a  loving  and  eager  devotion. 

If,  however,  it  be  your  custom 
to  receive  the  Host  in  your 
mouth,  let  your  head  be  conveni- 
ently IHted  up,  that  without  diffi- 


culty your  mouth  may  be  reached  ; 
the  eyes  shut,  or  reverently  bent 
downward;  the  lips  unmoved,, 
moderately  open,  yet  not  as  if 
gaping :  let  the  tongue  touch  the 
inner  side  of  the  lip  to  receive  the 
Host,  and  bring  It  into  the 
mouth ;  which,  bemg  reverently 
held  on  the  tongue  till  it  be 
moistened,  may  sobe easily  swal- 
lowed, without  chewing  or  raising 
It  to  the  roof  of  the  mouth. 
Whilst  receiving  the  Chalice,  in 
the  same  way,  let  vour  body  be 
erect :  if  you  take  the  Chalice  in 
your  hands,  be  ready  when  the 
priest  comes,  so  as  not  to  keep 
him  waiting,  for  we  must  remem- 
ber that  there  are  others  waitings 
besides  ourselves.  If  you  do  not 
take  the  Chalice  in  your  hands, 
keep  your  head  lifted  up,  as  before 
for  receiving  the  Host ;  should  you 
bend  your  nead,  it  is  impossible 
for  the  priest  to  see  your  mouth. 
Persons  little  think  how  much 
they  can  assist  a  priest  in  giving 
communion,  if  they  will  be  pre- 
pared at  the  moment,  and  take 
the  Sacrament  in  a  convenient 
and  fitting  posture.  The  best  and 
right  time  to  receive  the  Sacra- 
ment from  the  priest  is  at  the 
beginning  of  the  words  of  deli- 
very, not  in  the  middle  of  them  at 
the  second  paragraph,  nor  at  the 
end.  Some  persons  do  not  make 
themselves  ready  till  the  middle 
or  end  of  the  words,  unmindful 
that  they  are  keeping  the  priest 
waiting  with  the  Sacrament. 
When  there  are  many  to  be  com- 
municated, the  priest  sometimes 


end  of  the  Communion.  But  at 
least  do  you  be  waiting  and 
ready  prepared  directly  the  priest 
comes  to  you^  for  the  gift  he  con- 
veys to  you  IS  infinitely  greater 
than  the  words  which  he  uses. 

After  receiving,  genuflect,  re- 
turn to  your  place  at  once :  be 
careful  not  to  put  your  handker- 
chief to  your  lips,  and  spend  at 
least  a  quarter  of  an  hour  in 
thanksgiving,  which  you  may 
begin  at  once.

As  the  former  method  is 
especially  intended  for  what 
is  commonly  called  hearing 
Mass,  that  iSf  for  offering 
up  the  Holy  Sacrifice,  and 
making  a  spiritual  Commu- 
nion,  saying  the  words  of 
the  Service  together  with  the 
priest,  as  the  means  of  devo^ 
tion  and  expression  of  prayer 
and  manner  of  offering ;  so 
this  method  following  will  he 
found  useful  sometimes  as  a 
change,  when  you  communi- 
cote  ;  not  saying  the  words 
of  the  Service,  hut  spending 
the  time  in  prayer  and  medi- 
tation. At  the  same  time 
observe,  thcU  the  first  method 
given  will  be  very  fit  and 
helpful,  since  it  provides  for 
Sacramental  Communion  al- 
so, by  following  the  priest 
with  the  words  ^  the  Service, 
It  is  arranged  that  you  can 
at  your  will  and  choice  change 
the  matter  of  your  devotion, 
so  varying  it  as  shall  he 
agreeable  to  your  intention, 
and  suitable  to  the  occasion, 
whether  of  Sacramental  or 
Spiritual  Communion,  and 
equally  for  Sacrifice  and 
worship.  Those  who  are  in 
the  habit  of  attending  the 
Holy  ScKrifice  daily,  will 
find  it  a  refreshing  change 
to  hear  Mass  by  way  of 
prayer  and  meditation  ;  they 


too  will  find  this  form  ofsom/e 
little  assistance. 

IT  A  Guide  to  form  a  par- 
ticular intention. 

I  especially  wish  to  vene- 
rate and  pav  devotion,  by 
this  most  holy  Sacrilice  and 
by  my  Communion,  to  the 
mystery 

e.  g,,  of  the  Incarnation,  the 
Passion,  the  Eucharist  :

e,  g.,  to  the  Commemoration 
of  St.  N.,  whose  prayers 
and  intercessions  I  humbly 
ask,  and  whose  virtues  I 
seek  to  imitate :  &c. 

e.  g,  to  give  thanks  for  this 
benefit,  e,  g,,  my  Baptism, 
Confirmation,  Orders,  the 
gift  of  any  grace,  an  answer 
to  prayer :  &c. 

e,  g.,  to  pray  for  pardon  for 
my  sin,  e.g.,  of  pride, 
luxury,  anger :  &c. 

e.g.,  to  obtain  this  virtue, 
e.  g.,  of  humility,  chastity, 
patience :  &c. 

e.  g.,  to  obtain  the  grace, 
viz.,  of  spiritual  conscious- 
ness, of  devotion,  of  per- 
severance, of  fortitude,  &c. 
May  this  my  intention  be 

accepted  by  Thee,  O  Lord, 

and  mayest  Thou  will  to  have 

it    ratified    and    confirmed, 

through  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 
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IT  Be  it  noted  that  the  follow- 
ing prayers  may  he  short- 
enedor  lengthened  at  will; 
some  may  he  dwelt  upon 
at  one  time,  and  others  left 
out :  you  will  do  this, 
learning  hy  degrees  so  to 
frame  devotion  as  shall 
hest  help  your  intention. 

You  may  occupy  yourself  in 
this  way  from  the  time  of 
entering  church  to  the  Gos- 
pel, or  the  Creed,  or  Offer- 
tory, or  even  up  to  the  time 
of  Consecration,  or  Com- 
munion :  do  not  feel  your- 
self obliged  always  to  carry 
out  the  same  rigid  form, 
excepting  always,  that  you 
are  mindful  of  the  ap- 
proach of  Consecration, 
that  you  may  worship  at 
that  moment, 

I.  Examine  your  conscience 
first  of  all,  briefly,  to  the 
end  of  gaining  contrition, 
that  you  come  not  unwor- 
thily. Think  likewise  of  your 
lighter  faults,  so  often  re- 
peated, your  souVs  inordi- 
nate affections,  that  you 
may  obtain  greater  and 
the  most  fitting  fruit  from 
this  Sacrament.  Conceive 
an  inward  grief  for  your 
sins,  with  a  firm  purpose 
of  amendment. 

r\  MY  most  loving  God, 
^^  my  Creator,  and  my 
Saviour !  from  the  bottom  of 
my  heart  I  am  sorry  that  I 
have  ever  offended  Thee,  my 
Lord  and  my  God, — Thee, 
Whom  I  ought  to  love  above 
all  things,  because  Thou  art 


good  above  all,  and  hast 
given  me  the  greatest  bless- 
ings ;  and  I,  adas,  wretched, 
and  ungrateful  sinner  as  I  am, 
have  returned  Thee  only  evil 
for  good. 

But,  be  Thou  merciful  unto 
my  sins,  O  Lord ;  for  now  I 
firmly  purpose  and  resolve  to 
offend  TJiee  no  more,  and  to 
shun  all  occasions  of  sin. 
And  therefore  I  now  desire 
to  receive  this  Sacrament, 
that  I  may  be  strengthened 
in  the  love  of  Thee,  and  be 
defended  against  all  occasions 
of  sin ;  that  Thou  mayest 
abide  in  me,  and  I  in  Thee. 

IL  7 hink  if  you  come  to  these 
Mysteries  with  an  upright 
and  pure  intention^  or  only 
from  custom,  or  some  un- 
worthy or  unthought  for 
cause.  To  sift  the  inten- 
tion is  of  very  great  use, 
so  that  it  he  done  without 
too  great  scrupulosity^  he- 
cause  the  intention  gives 
the  character  to  every  act; 
and  on  it  depends  its  worth. 
Pray  after  this  manner  : 

T  DESIRE,  O  God,  to  offer 
■*■  Thee  this  Sacrifice,  to  the 
praise  and  glory  of  Thy 
Name ;  for  the  benefit  of  my 
own  soul,  and  of  all  Thy 
holy  Church.  An  offering  of 
a  free  heart  will  I  therefore 
give  unto  Thee,  and  I  will 
praise  Thy  Name,  O  Lord, 
for  it  is  good. 

For  what  else  can  I  seek 
for,  beside  Thee,  O  my  Grod, 
and  my  all !  If  I  have  Thee, 
what  have  I  not .?    If  I  wor- 
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ship  Thee  tor  Thine  own 
sake.  Thou  wilt  be  my  ex- 
ceeding great  reward.  What 
have  I  in  heaven  but  Thee, 
and  what  is  there  on  earth 
that  I  can  wish  for  apart  from 
Thee?  For  Thou  Thyself 
art  the  portion  of  mine  in- 
heritance, and  of  my  cup ; 
Thou  art  He  that  shalt  mam- 
tain  my  lot. 

%  You  am  make  a  more  par- 
ticular intention  at  the 
Offertory, 

At  The  Lord  be  with  you, 
before  the  Collects,  And  with 
thy  Spirit.  Thy  Spirit  be 
with  me,  and  my  spirit  be 
with  Thee,  O  beloved  Jesus, 
Whose  delights  are  to  be 
with  the  sons  of  men. 

%  At  the    Collects  you  can 

pray, 
r\  LORD  God  of  loving- 
^^     kindness,      hear     the 

i>rayers  of  Thy  people,  and 
et  their  cry  come  unto 
Thee,  from  all  parts  of 
the  Christian  world.  Turn 
not  away  Thy  face  from  us 
in  the  time  of  our  trouble, 
I  beseech  Thee,  on  account 
of  our  sins,  but  incline  Thy 
face  unto  us,  and  favourably 
hear  the  prayers  of  this  ser- 
vant Thy  priest  supplicating 
at  Thine  Altar  for  tne  salva- 
tion of  Thy  people;  and 
grant  to  each  and  to  all,  ac- 
cording to  Thy  good  plea- 
sure, that  what  they  ask  of 
Thee,  they  may  obtain  of 
Thy  great  mercy.  Through 
J^sus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 


IT  Or  you  can  use  the  follow- 
ing  prayer  for  a  worthy 
reception  of  the  Eucharist, 
nPHOU,  O  Lord  of  hosts, 
^  Who  hast  need  of  no- 
thing, and  wiliest  by  Thy 
Sacrament  to  dwell  within 
us,  keep  my  heart  and  my 
body  spotless,  that  with  a 
pure  and  quiet  conscience  I 
may  often  (celebrate  and)  re- 
ceive unto  my  salvation  lliy 
sacred  Mysteries,  which  Thou 
hast  instituted  especially  for 
Thy  honour  and  a  contmual 
memorial,  and  hast  com- 
manded them  to  be  taken 
and  eaten.

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fend  US  against  the  snares  of 
the  world,  the  flesh,  and  the

wrath  rather  than  Thy 
grace  ?  Behold  the  Mediator 
between  God  and  man, 
Christ  Jesus,  Thy  Son.  Him 
do  I  offer  unto  Thee ;  Him, 
Who  did  no  sin,  yet  was  made 
the  Propitiation  for  our  sins, 
and  Who  washed  us  in  His 
own  Blood. 

Look,  O  Lord,  upon  the 
face  of  Thy  Christ,  and  see 
in  His  life  what  labours,  in 
His  passion  what  torments, 
in  His  death  what  sorrows.

r\  LORD,Whoartrichin 
^^  blessings,  and  bountiful  in 
gifts ;  of  Whom,  and  through 
Whom,  and  by  Whom  are 
all  things;  I  am  poor  and 
needy.  But  what  may  we 
not  obtain  from  Thee,  Who 
hast  given  us  the  very  foun- 
tain of  all  Grace,  Thine 
Only-begotten  Son ;  and  to- 
gether with  Him  hast  be- 
stowed upon  us  all  blessings  ! 
In  Him  Thou  hast  laid  up 
the  countless  treasures  of 
grace,  goodness,  and  wisdom, 
that  He  might  be  rich  to- 
wards all. 

Him,  therefore,  do  I  offer 
unto  Thee,  that  through 
Him,  Who  intercedeth  for 
us,  and  Who  is  worthy  to  be 
heard,  in  that  He  feared.

IT  If  you  do  not  say  the  gene- 
ral Confession^  you  may 
pray  thus  : 

O  Lord,  Who  juslifiest  the 
wicked,  and  givest  life  to  the 
dead,  quicken  and  raise  me 
up  :  O  Lord,  give  compunc- 
tion to  my  heart,  and  tears 
to  my  eyes,  that  I  may  ever 
bewail  the  wickedness  of  my 
sinful  life,  with  humility,  and 
a  firm  purpose  of  amendment. 
Let  my  prayer  come  before 
Thy  presence,  O  God :  if 
Thou  be  angry  with  me,  to 
whose  help  shall  I  flee  ?  or 
who  shall  have  mercy  upon 
mine  iniquities  ?  Remember 
O  Lord,  that  Thou  calledst 
the  woman  of  Canaan  and 
the  publican  to  repentance, 
and  didst  receive  Peter  after 
his  tears;  receive  also  my 
prayers,  O  God  my  Saviour, 
Who  livest  and  reignest  for 
ever.    Amen. 

O  Lord  of  hosts !  blessed 
is  the  man  that  trusteth  in 
Thee.  WTiy  art  thou,  then 
so  vexed,  O  my  soul ;  and 
whv  art  thou  so  disquieted 
witnin  me  ?  Hope  tnou  in 
God,  the  fountain  of  all  good- 
ness, and  the  author  of  all 
grace.  Whom  thou  hast  pre- 
sent in  the  Sacrament.  Draw 
near  to  Him  with  trust  and 
confidence,  for  He  is  good 
and   gracious,  and  of  great 


goodness  unto  all  them  that 
call  upon  Him.  He  alone 
can  give  all  things,  for  He  is 
Lord  over  all ;  yea.  He  willeth 
to  give  us  all  things,  for  He 
is  supremely  good. 

O  God,  my  hope  !  there- 
fore my  heart  rejoices,  be- 
cause, when  I  receive  Thy- 
self in  this  Sacrament,  I  have 
a  good  hope  that  Thou  wilt 
withhold  nothing.  Who  hast 
given  us  Thyself.  In  Thee, 
O  Lord,  do  I  put  my  trust, 
O  let  me  not  be  disappointed 
of  my  hope. 

IT  Or  you  may  use  this  pour, 
ing forth  of  the  heart. 

Almighty  and  everlasting 
God,  what  great  shame 
should  I  feel  before  the  eyes 
of  Thy  Majesty,  when  I  come 
to  Thee,  so  deformed,  so 
destitute,  so  filthy,  so  low, 
so  wretched  and  ungrateful, 
bringing  nothing  with  me, 
but  a  heap  of  mine  iniquities. 
And  to  whom  shall  I  bewail 
this,  but  to  Thee,  my  Lord, 
Thyself  Who  art  most  merci- 
ful. Who  art  the  physician  of 
souls,  and  their  most  loving 
Saviour  }  Heal  me  then,  O 
most  piteous  Lord,  by  Thy 
wounds,  wash  me  in  Thy 
Blood,  purify  me  by  Thine 
infinite  loving-kindness.  Give 
me  all  the  merits,  the  virtues, 
the  righteousness,  all  the 
glory  of  Thy  life.  Thy  pas- 
sion and  Thy  death,  O  most 
faithful  lover  and  Redeemer. 
Grant  me  too  the  benefit  of 
all  the  good  deeds  and  virtues 
of  Blessed  Mary  and  all  Thy 
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Saints,  and  especially  of  those 
whom  the  Church  comme- 
morates to-day.  Grant  me 
too  a  share  of  all  the  holy 
desires,  the  devotions,  the 
virtues  of  Thy  friends,  and 
Thine  elect,  who  are  in  the 
world,  and  especially  who 
are  of  this  congregation,  make 
them,  I  beseech  Thee,  O 
Lord  God,  to  stand  before 
Thee  with  me,  to  offer  this 
Sacrifice  with  me,  and  to  be 
made  partakers  of  the  same 
graces  with  me,  that  the 
shame  and  ignominy  of  my 
nakedness  and  wortnlessness 
appear  not  in  Thy  sight. 
Enlighten,  I  beseech  Thee, 

0  everlasting  God,  my  heart 
by  Thy  visitation,  and  drive 
all  darkness  away  from  me. 
Make  me  sensible,  with  all 
fear  and  reverence,  with  deep 
humility  and  with  burning 
love,  of  Thine  abiding  pre- 
sence, so  that  I  may  be 
overwhelmed  in  the  depths 
of  the  knowledge  of  my 
own  nothingness,  and  of  Thy 
goodness.    Kindle  my  heart, 

1  pray  Thee,  with  such  strong 
and  burning  love,  as  drew 
Thee  down  to  us,  and  to 
death  for  our  sakes.  With 
such  fire,  O  glorious,  blessed, 
merciful  God,  let  my  heart 
ever  bum,  that  Thou  mayest 
draw  all  the  strength,  all 
the  power,  every  motion  of 
my  soul  up  to  Thee,  absorb 
it  in  Thee,  and  so  do  Thou 
most  mercifully  grant,  that 
I  may  for  ever  and  insepara- 
bly be  made  one  with  Thee. 
Amen. 


IT  At  the  Sursum  Corda  : 

T  IFT  up  our  hearts,  O 
•'-'  heavenly  Father,  I  be- 
seech Thee,  from  worldly 
cares,  and  the  thoughts 
of  earthly  things,  to  medi- 
tate on  Thy  heavenly  joys  ; 
that  we  may  direct  all 
our  thoughts,  words  and 
deeds,  to  serve  and  glorify 
Thee,  so  that  after  this  life, 
we  may  enjoy  Thee  for  ever.

This  do  I 
first  offer  unto  Thee,  that  I 
may  the  more  safely  offer 
the  sacrifice  of  Thy  precious 
Body  and  Blood. 

Break  Thou,  therefore,  the 
bonds  of  my  sins.     So  shall 

1  worthily  offer  unto  Thee 
the  sacrifice  of  praise,  and 
call  upon  the  Name  of  the 
Lord.    Amen. 

U  When  you  go  up  to  the 
Altar,  recollect  the  words 
of  Chrisfs  invitation. 

COME,  come,  come  unto 
Me,  all  ye  that  are  weary, 
and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I 
will  refresh  you.  The  Bread 
which  I  will  give  is  My  Flesh, 
which  I  will  give  for  the  life 
of  the  world.  Take  and  eat, 
this  is  My  Body,  which  is 
*''en  for  you :  do  this  in  r«- 


membrance  of  Me.  He  that 
eateth  My  Flesh,  and  drink- 
eth  My  Blood,  dwelleth  in 
Me  and  I  in  him. 

These  are  Thy  words,  O 
Christ  my  God,  in  which,  so 
good  and  kind.  Thou  hast 
invited  me ;  lo,  I  come  to  eat 
of  the  Bread  from  heaven ;  I 
come,  I  come,  I  come  to  Thee, 
most  loving  Jesus,  Whom  I 
have  sought,  Whom  I  have 
chosen,  Whom  I  have  loved ; 
on  account  of  Thy  sweetness, 
Thy  loving -kindness.  Thy 
love,  with  all  my  strength

H  Occupy  yourself  with  some 
such  sentiments,  while 
waiting  near,  or  kneeling 
at  the  Altar ;  or  instecui 
of  trying  to  use  words, 
simply  recollect  that  you 
are  in  the  Sacred  Presence, 
worshipping,  and  most  un- 
worthily drawing  near  to 
God's  Board, 

Behold,  I  worship  Thee; 
lo,  I  draw  nigh  unto  Thee ; 
O  Bread  of  Angels,  that 
Thou  mayest  draw  me  to 
Thee,  and  bring  me  thither, 
from  whence  I  took  my 
image  and  my  first  begin- 
ning. To  Thee  be  praise, 
honour,  and  worship,  hence- 
forth and  for  ever.    Amen. 
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Lord,  I    am    not  worthy 
that  Thou  shouldest    come 
mider   my  roof;    but  it   is 
Thou,   O    Lord,   Who  hast 
said;    He  that    eateth   My 
flesh  and  drinketh  My  Blood 
dwelleth  in    Me,  and  I  in 
him.    Be  favourable  to  me, 
a   sinner,   through  the  par- 
taking   of   Thy    Body   and 
Blood,  and  grant,  that  I  may 
not  receive  It  to  my  judg- 
ment and  condemnation,  but 
by  the  gift  of  Thy  mercy, 
for  my  salvation  and  the  re- 
mission of  all  my  sins.  Amen. 
II  As  the  priest  is  drawing 
nigh,   be  amazed   at   the 
love  and  humility  of  our 
SoTfiaur. 
"DEHOLD,  the  Bridegroom 
^^    Cometh,  go  ye  out  to 
meet  Him.    He  cometh,  full 
of  love,  full  of  the  desire  of 
abiding  with  me,  Whose  de- 
lights are  to  be  with  the  sons 
of  men.    Whence  is  this  to 
me,   that  my  Lord  Himself 
should    come  to  me  ?    My 
Grod  and  my  All,  Who  art 
Thou,  and  what  am  I  ? 

Blessed  is  He  that  cometh 
in  the  Name  of  the  Lord ; 
Hosanna  in  the  highest.  May 
Thy  worshipful  Body,  O 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  Thy 
precious  Blood,  preserve  my 
soul  and  body  unto  everlast- 
ing life.  Amen. 
IF  Having  received  in  either 
kind  say  : 
May  Thy  Body,  andBlood, 
O  Lord,  Which  I  have  re- 
ceived cleave  to  my  soul,  and 
grant  that  no  stain  of  wicked-

ness  may  remain  in  me,  who 
have  been  refreshed  with  such 
pure  and  holy  Sacraments. 
Amen. 

H  Or  at  receiving  in  either 
kind  you  may  use  this 
form  :  but  remember  to  be 
prepared  to  receive  the  Sa- 
crament directly  the  priest 
stands  before  you;  the 
efficacy  of  the  Sacrament 
aoes  not  depend  upon  the 
words  of  administration  :

You  will 
find  some  of  the  words  of 
the   Magnificat    and    Te 
Deum,    or   the  first   six 
verses  of  Psalm,  103,  help' 
ful for  this  purpose.  Turn 
to  any  of  the  prayers  of 
thanksgiving  at  the  begin - 
^i^g  of  the  book.     Or  if  it 
be  your  practice,  you  may 
begin  your   thanksgiving 
at  once  with  the  Office  of 
thanksgiving,  page  5. 
^IXmAT  return  can  I  offer 
^^    Thee,  O  Lord,  for  this 
inestimable     mercy  ?       Al- 
though I  know  tnat  I  am 
heavy  laden  with  sin,    and 
that  the  little  good  I  possess 
is  Thy  gift,  yet  I  desire  from 
my  heart  to    give    Thee    a 
pledge     of    my    gratitude. 
Thou  in  this  great  Sacrament 
hast  given  Thyself  wholly  to 
me,   it  is    but   just    that  I 
should  give  myself  wholly  to 
Thee,  and  consecrate  myself 
to  Thy  divine  service.     To 
Thee  I  devote  all  the  powers 
of  my  soul,  so  that  I  may 
love  Thee  alone,  contemplate 
Th«e  alone,  and  preserve  a 
gracious  memory  of  the  mer- 
cies Thou  hast  shewn  me.

Whoso  eateth  My  Flesh,  and 
drinketh  My  Blood,  dwelleth 
in  Me,  and  I  in  him.  Where- 
fore I  humbly  beseech  Thee 
to  make  me  a  clean  heart, 
and  renew  a  right  spirit  within 
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me ;  vouchsafe  to  stablish  me 
with  Thy  free  Spirit,  to  de- 
liver me  from  all  the  snares 
of  the  devil,  and  from  all 
vices ;  that  I  may  be  fomid 
worthy  to  have  a  share  in 
the  joys  of  heaven.  Who 
livest  and  reignest  God, 
world  without  end.    Amen. 

I  render  thanks  to  Thee,  O 
most  sweet  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
true  Light,  health  of  be- 
lievers, comfort  of  the  sor- 
rowful, hope  of  all  men,  joy 
of  Angels,  that  Thou  hast 
vouchs^ed  this  day  to  feed 
me.  Thy  servant,  a  miserable 
and  great  sinner,  with  Thy 
most  sacred  Body  and  Blood. 
Wherefore,  I,  most  wretched 
man  that  I  am,  full  of  num- 
berless offences,  with  •  tears 
and  prayers  implore  Thy 
most  tender  mercy  and  su- 
preme clemency,  that  this 
most  sweet  refreshment,  this

strength  and  courage  of  heart, 
increase  Thy  grace  and  vir- 
tues within  me,  restore  what 
has  been  destroyed  and  lost, 
(for  alas !   I  am  a  grievous 
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destroyer  and  dilapidator  of 
Thy  grace,)  enlighten  the 
darkness  of  my  heart,  pre- 
serve me  from  sin,  defend  me 
from  the  temptations  and 
-wiles  of  the  devil,  that  it  may 
make  Thee  Thyself  a  pledge 
to  me  of  Thy  adoption,  EVL 
and  comfort  me  with  the 
sweetness  of  Thy  grace,  en- 
rich me  with  devotion,  in- 
flame me  with  Thy  love, 
unite  me  to  Thee,  cheer  my 
spirit,  and  at  length,  by  Thy 
mercy,  keep  me  safe  secure 
and  free  from  all  future  pains 
and  punishments  after  my  life 
is  ended.    Amen. 

H  You  may  choose  from  any 
of  the  seven  forms  of 
thanksgvvingf  according  to 
your  time  and  inclination. 
Await  the  blessing  of  the 
priest  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  Service^  making  the 
^ig^  of  the  Cross,  thus 
making  application  to 
yourself  of  the  heavenly 
blessing.  You  may  read 
the  last  Gospel,  or  say  one 
of  the  following  prayers, 
at  your  discretion,

OMOST  gracious  Father 
of  mercies,  and  God  of 
all  consolation,  Who  so 
lovedst  the  world,  that  Thou 
sparedst  not  Thine  Only-be- 
gotten Son,  but,  to  restore 
us,  gavest  Him  up  to  the 
suffering  of  the  most  bitter

r\  GOD  of  my  heart,  my 
^^  praise  and  my  life,  lay- 
ing aside  for  a  while  her  good 
deeds,  for  which  I  give 
thanks  to  Thee  with  joy,  do 
I  now  beseech  Thee  for  the 
sins  of  my  mother.  Hearken 
unto  me,  I  entreat  Thee,  by 
the  Medicine  of  our  wounds. 
Who  hung  upon  the  tree, 
and  now  sitting  at  Thy  right 
hand,  maketh  intercession  for 
us.

Yea,  I  say  unto  you,  and 
much  more  than  a  prophet. 
This  is  he,  of  whom  it  is 
written :  Behold,  I  send  My 
messenger  before  Thy  face, 
which  rfiall  prepare  Thy  way 
before  Thee.  For  I  say  unto 
you:  Among  those  that  are 
bom  of  women  there  is  not  a 
greater  prophet  than  John 
the  Baptist:  but  he  that  is 
least  in  the  kingdom  of  God 
is  greater  than  he.

The  following  were  the  cere^ 

monies^  which  were  in  use 
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tm  this  day,  CLCcording  to 
the  ancient  custom  of  the 
Church, 
%  The  ashes  to  he  blessed, 
(which  should  be  made 
from  the  Palms  blessed  on 
the  previous  Palm  Sunday) 
are  pUiced  in  a  silver  or 
some  other  fitting  vessel  at 
the  Epistle  side  of  the 
Altar  ;  the  celebrant  being 
vested  as  for  Mass,  but 
without  maniple  and  chas- 
uble, stands  there,  facing 
east,  and  says  : 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlast- 
ing God,  Who  hast 
merc^  upon  all,  and  hatest 
nothing  that  Thou  hast  made, 
wmking  at  the  sins  of  men 
because  they  should  repent  : 
Who  dost  also  give  succour 
to  them  that  labour  in  their 
time  of  need ;  vouchsafe  to 
bli{«ess  and  hali^^Iow  these 
ashes,  which  Thou  hast  or- 
dained  that  we  should  bear 
on  our  heads,  after  the  ex- 
ample of  the  Ninevites,  as  a 
sign  of  humility  and  holy  re- 
ligion, for  the  cleansing  of 
our  offences  :  and  grant,  that 
by  the  invocation  of  Thy 
holy  Name,  all  those  who 
beseeching  Thy  mercy,  shall 
bear  them  on  their  heads, 
may  be  counted  worthy  to 
receive  pardon  of  all  their 
sins,  and  may  so  begin  their 
holy  fast  to-day,  that  in  the 
day  of  the  Resurrection  they 
may  with  minds  cleansed 
and  made  pure  draw  near  to 
the  holy  Feast  of  the  Pass- 
over, and  hereafter  receive 
everlasting  glory.    Through. 


IT  Here  the  priest  sprinkles 
the  ashes  with  holy  water. 
Then  he  says  : 
T.  The  Lord  be  with  you. 
Bk.  And  with  thy  spirit. 
Let  us  pray. 

r\  GOD,  Who  desirest  not 
^^  the  death  of  sinners,  but 
rather  that  they  should  re- 
pent: most   mercifully  look 
upon  the  weakness  or  man's 
estate:  and  of  Thy  loving- 
kindness  vouchsafe  to  bli{«ess 
and   hali{«Iow    these   ashes, 
which    we  purpose    to    put 
upon  our  heads  for  a  sign  of 
humility,  and  to  obtain  Thy 
pardon:    that   so  we,    who 
know  ourselves,  from  Thine 
admonition,  to  be  but  ashes, 
and  for  our  evil  deservings, 
that  we  shall  return  to  dust 
again;    may   be    accounted 
worthy  to  obtain  the  forgive- 
ness of  all  our  sins,  and  the 
rewards  Thou  hast  mercifully 
promised  to  them  that  are 
penitent.    Through. 
IT  Then  the  priest  kneels  in 
the  midst  of  the  Altar,  and 
puts  ashes  on  his  own  head, 
in  the  form  of  a  cross, 
saying   nothing:    but    if 
another  priest  be  present, 
he  here  goes  to  the  Altar, 
without  stole,    and    puts 
ashes  on  the  celebrant,  who 
stands  turned  towards  the 
people  with  his  head  bowed, 
saying,  Remember,  &c. 
IT  Then  the    celebrant  puts 
them  on  the  heads  of  those 
present  kneeling  before  the 
Altar,    beginning  on    the 
Epistle    side    with    those 
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highest  in  rank,  first 
clergy,  then  men,  and  then 
women,  making  the  sign  of 
the  Cross  with  the  ashes 
upon  each,  and  saying  : 

T>  EME;MBER,  O  man,  that 
-*^  dust  thou  art :  and  upto 
dust  shalt  thou  return.  In 
the  Name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.    Amen. 

IF  While  this  is  being  done, 
the  following  Antiphons 
are  said  or  sung  : 

TLTEAR  me,  O  Lord,  for 
-'-*•  Thy  lovingrkindness  is 
comfortable  :  turn  Thee  unto 
me^  according  to  the  multi- 
tude of  Thy  mercies,  O  Lord.

The  men  of  Nineveh  shall 
rise  in  judgment  with  this 
generation,  and  shall  condemn 
It :  because  they  repented  at 
the  preaching  of  Jonas ;  and, 
behold,  a  greater  than  Jonas 
is  here.  The  queen  of  the 
south  shall  rise  up  in  the 
judgment  with  this  genera- 
tion, and  shall  condemn  it : 
for  she  came  from  the  utter- 
most parts  of  the  earth  to 
hear  the  wisdom  of  Solomon ; 
and,  behold,  a  greater  than 
Solomon  is  here.  When  the 
unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of 
a  man,  he  walketh  through 
dry  places,  seeking  rest,  and 
findeth  none.  Then  he  saith : 
I  will  return  into  my  house 
from  whence  I  came  out; 
and  when  he  is  come,  he 
findeth  it  empty,  swept,  and 
garnished.  Then  goeth  he, 
and  taketh  with  himself  seven 
other  spirits  more  wicked 
than  himself,  and  they  enter 
in  and  dwell  there :  and  the 
last  state  of  that  man  is  worse 
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than  the  first.  Even  so  shall 
it  be  also  unto  this  wicked 
generation.  While  He  yet 
talked  to  the  people,  behold, 
His  mother  and  His  brethren 
stood  without,  desiring  to 
speak  with  Him.  Then  one 
said  unto  Him  :  Behold,  Thy 
mother  and  Thy  brethren 
stand  without,  desiring  to 
speak  with  Thee.  But  He 
answered  and  said  unto  him 
that  told  Him :  Who  is  My 
mother,  and  who  are  My 
brethren  ?

Gospel.  St  John  v.  i. 
A  FTER  this  there  was  a 
-^^  feast  of  the  Jews ;  and 
Jesus  went  np  to  Jerusalem. 
Now  there  is  at  Terusalem  by 
the  sheep'  market  a  pool, 
which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew 
tongue  Bethesda,  having  five 
porches.  In  these  lay  a  great 
multitude  of  impotent  folk,  of 
blind,  halt,  witnered,  waiting 
for  the  moving  of  the  water. 
For  an  Angel  went  down  at  a 
certain  season  into  tJie  pool, 
and  troubled  the  water :  who- 
soever then  first  after  the 
troubling  of  the  water  stepped 
in  was  made  whole  of  whatso- 
ever disease  he  had.  And  a 
certain  man  was  there,  which 
had  an  infirmity  thirty  and 
eight  years.  When  Jesus 
saw  hhn  lie,  and  knew  that  he 
had  been  now  a  long  time  in 
that  case,  He  saith  unto  him  : 
Wilt  thou  be  made  whole? 
The  impotent  man  answered 
Him :  Sir,  I  have  no  man, 
when  the  water  is  troubles, 
to  put  me  into  the  pool :  but 
while  I  am  coming,  another 
steppeth  down  before  me. 
Jesus  saith  unto  him :  Rise, 
take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 
And  immediately  the  man 
was  made  whole,  and  took 
up  his  bed,  and  walked :  and 
on  the  same  day  was  the  sab- 
bath. The  Jews  therefore 
said  xmto  him  that  was  cured : 
It  is  the  sabbath  day :  it  is 
not  lawful  for  thee  to  carry 
thy  bed.  He  answered  them  : 
He  that  made  me  whole, 
the  Same  said  unto  me  : 
Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 


Then  asked  they  him :  What 
man  is  that  which  said  unto 
thee.  Take  up  thy  bed,  and 
walk?  And  he  that  was 
healed  wist  not  who  it  was  : 
for  Jesus  had  conveyed  Him- 
self away,  a  multitude  being 
in  that  place.  Aflerwaid 
Jesus  findeth  him  in  the 
temple,  and  said  unto  him : 
Behold,  thou  art  made  whole: 
sin  no  more,  lest  a  worse 
thing  come  unto  thee.  The 
man  departed,  and  told  the 
Jews  that  it  was  Jesus, 
Which  had  made  him  whole.

JESUS  said :  Hear  another 
parable :  There  was  a 
certain  householder,  which 
planted  a  vin^ard,  and 
hedged  it  round  about,  and 
digged  a  winepress  in  it,  and 
bmlt  a  tower,  and  let  it  out 
to  husbandmen,  and  went 
into  a  far  country :  and  when 
the  time  of  the  fruit  drew 
near,  he  sent  his  servants  to 
the  husbandmen,  that  they 
might  receive  the  fruits  of  it.

And  he  went,  and 
fetched,  and  brought  them  to 
his  mother  :  and  his  mother 
made  savoury  meat,  such  as 
his  father  loved.  And  Re- 
bekah took  goodly  raiment 
of  her  eldest  son  Esau,  which 
were  with  her  in  the  house, 
and  put  them  upon  Jacob  her 
younger  son;  and  she  put 
the  skins  of  the  kids  of  the 
goats  upon  his  hands,  and 
upon  the  smooth  of  his  neck  : 
and  she  gave  the  savoury 
meat  and  the  bread,  which 
she  had  prepared,  into  the 
hand  of  her  son  Jacob.  And 
he  came  unto  his  father,  and 
said ;  My  father ;  and  he  said :

his  father:  I  am  Esau  thy 
firstborn;  I  have  done  accord- 
ing as  thou  badest  me  :  arise, 
I  pray  thee,  sit  and  eat  of  my 
venison,  that  thy  soul  may 
bless  me.  And  Isaac  said 
unto  his  son  :  How  is  it  that 
thou  hast  found  it  so  quickly, 
my  son  ?  And  he  said  :  Be- 
cause the  Lord  thy  Grod 
brought  it  to  me.  And  Isaac 
said  unto  Jacob  :  Come  near, 
I  pray  thee,  that  I  may  feel 
thee,  my  son,  whether  thou, 
be  my  very  son  Esau  or  not. 
And  Jacob  went  near  unto 
Isaac  his  father  ;  and  he  felt 
him  and  said :  The  voice  is 
Jacob's  voice,  but  the  hands 
are  the  hands  of  Esau.  And 
he  discerned  him  not,  because 
his  hands  were  hairy,  as  his 
brother  Esau's  hands  :  so  he 
blessed  him.

ye  say,  that  I  cast  out  devils 
through  Beelzebub.  And  if 
I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out 
devils,  by  whom  do  your  sons 
cast  them  out  ?  therefore  shall 
they  be  your  judges.  But  if  I 
with  the  finger  of  God,  cast 
out  devils,  no  doubt  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  come 
upon  you.  When  a  strong 
man  armed,  keepeth  his  pa- 
lace, his  goods  are  in  peace ; 
but  when  a  stronger  than  he 
shall  come  upon  him,  and 
overcome  him,  he  taketh  from 
him  all  his  armour  wherein 
he  trusted,  and  divideth  his 
spoils.  He  that  is  not  with 
Me  is  against  Me;  and  he 
that  gathereth  not  with  Me 
scattereth.  When  the  un- 
clean spirit  is  gone  out  of  a 
man,  he  walketh  through  dry 
places,  seeking  rest;  and 
finding  none,  he  saith :  I  will 
return  unto  my  house  whence 
I  came  out.  And  when  he 
Cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept 
and  garnished.  Then  goeth 
he  and  taketh  to  him  seven 
other  spirits  more  wicked 
than  himself,  and  they  enter 
in,  and  dwell  there :  and  Uie 
last  state  of  that  man  is 
worse  than  the  first.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  as  He  spake 
these  things,  a  certain  woman 
of  the  company  lifted  up  her 
voice,  and  said  unto  Him: 
Blessed  is  the  womb  that  bare 
Thee,  and  the  paps  which 
Thou  hast  sucked.  But  He 
said  :  Yea  rather,  blessed  are 
they  that  hear  the  word  of 
God,  and  keep  it.  77ie  Creed.

Thus  and  thus  said  the  maid 
that  is  of  the  land  of  Israel. 
And  the  king  of  Syria  said  : 
Go  to,  go,  and  I  will  send  a 
letter  unto  the  king  of  Israel. 
And  he  departed,  and  took 
with  him  ten  talents  of  silver, 
and  six  thousand  pieces  of 
gold,  and  ten  changes  of  rai- 
ment.   And  he  brought  the 
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letter  to  the  king  of  Israel, 
saying :  Now  when  this  letter 
is  come  unto  thee,  behold,  I 
have  therewith  sent  Naaman 
my  servant  to  thee,  that  thou 
mayest  recover  him  of  his  le- 
prosy. And  it  came  to  pass,

There  cometh  a 
woman  of  Samaria  tx>  draw 
water:  Jesos saith nnto her : 
Gtre  Me  to  drink.  For  His 
diadpks  were  gone  away  nnto 
the  ciftv  to  bny  meat.  Then 
saitki  uie  woman  of  Samaria 
nnto  Him:  How  is  it  that 
Thon,  bemg  a  Jew,  askest 
drink  of  me,  which  am  a  wo- 
man of  Samaria?  for  the 
Jews  have  no  dealings  with 
the  Samaritans.  Jesns  an- 
swered and  said  nnto  h«*r :  If 
thon  knewest  the  gift  of  God, 
and  Who  it  is  that  saith  to 
thee:  Give  Me  to  drink;  thon 
woofclest  have  asked  of  Him, 
and  He  would  have  given 
thee  living  water.  The  wo- 
man saith  nnto  Hun :  Sir, 
Thon  hast  nothing  to  d^raw 
with,  and  the  well  is  deep: 
from  whence  then  hast  Thon 
that  living  water  ?  Art  Thon 
grniter  than  oar  father  Jacob, 
which  gave  us  the  wdU,  and 
dnuik  thereof  himself,  and 
his  children,  and  his  cattle  ? 

2esttS  answered  and  said  onto 
er :  Whosoever  drinketh  of 
this  water  shall  thirst  again : 
but  whosoever  drinkeUi  of 
the  water  that  I  shall  give 
him  shall  never  thirst;  but 
the  water  that  I  shall  give 
him  shall  be  in  him  a  well  of 
water  springing  up  into  ever- 
lasting life.  Thewoman  saith 


unto  Him:  Sir,  give  me  this 
water,  that  I  thirst  not,  nei- 
ther come  hither  to  draw. 
Jesns  saith  nnto  her:  Go, 
call  thy  husband,  and  come 
hither.  The  woman  answered 
and  said :  I  have  no  husband. 
Jesus  said  unto  her:  Thon 
hast  well  said,  I  have  no  hus- 
band: for  thou  hast  had 
five  husbands ;  and  he  whom 
thon  now  hast  is  not  thy 
husband  :  in  that  saidst  thon 
truly.  The  woman  saith  unto 
Him :  Sir,  I  perceive  that 
Thou  art  a  prophet.  Our 
fathers  worshipped  in  this 
mountain;  and  ye  say,  that 
in  Jerusalem  is  the  place 
where  men  ought  to  worship. 
Jesus  saith  unto  her:  Wo- 
man, believe  Me,  the  hour 
cometh,  when  ye  shall  neither 
in  this  mountain,  nor  yet 
at  Jerusalem,  worship  the 
Father.  Ye  worship  ye  know 
not  what ;  we  know  what  we 
worship :  for  salvation  is  of 
the  Jews.  But  the  hour 
cometh,  and  now  is,  viien 
the  true  worshippers  shall 
worship  the  Father  in  spirit 
and  in  truth  :  for  the  Father 
seeketh  such  to  worship  Him. 
God  is  a  Spirit :  and  they  that 
worship  Him  must  worship 
Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 
The  woman  saith  unto  Him : 
I  know  that  Messias  cometh, 
which  is  called  Christ :  when 
He  is  come,  He  will  tdl  ns 
aU  things.  Jesus  saith  unto 
her :  I  that  speak  unto  thee 
am  He.  And  upon  this  came 
His  disciples,  and  marvelled 
that  He  talked  with  the  Uro* 
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man :  yet  no  man  said :  What 
seekest  Thou  ?  or,  Wliy  talk- 
est  Thou  with  her?  The 
woman  then  left  her  water- 
pot,  and  went  her  way  into 
the  city,  and  saith  to  the 
men :  Come,  see  a  man,  which 
told  me  all  things  that  ever  I 
did :  is  not  this  the  Christ  ? 
Then  they  went  out  of  the 
city,  and  came  unto  Him.  In 
the  mean  while  His  disciples 
prayed  Him,  saying :  Master, 
eat.  Bat  He  said  unto  them : 
I  have  meat  to  eat  that  ye 
know  not  of.  Therefore  said 
the  disciji^es  one  to  another : 
Hath  any  man-  brought  Him 
ought  to  eat  ?  Jesus  saith 
unto  them  :  My  meat  is  to  do 
the  will  of  Him  that  sent  me, 
and  to  finish  His  work.  Say 
not  ye.  There  are  yet  four 
months,  and  then  cometh 
harvest  ?  behold,  I  say  unto 
yon :  Lift  up  your  eyes,  aCnd 
look  on  the  fields;  for  they 
are  white  already  to  harvest.

Lesson.  JEfist  of  Susanna. 
HTHERE  dwelt  a  man  m 
-*■  Babylon,  called  Joacim : 
and  he  took  a  wife,'  whose 
name  was  Susanna,  the 
daughter  of  Chelcias,  a  very 
fair  woman,  and  one  that 
feared  the  Lord.  Her  parents 
also  were  righteous,  and 
taught  their  daughter  accord- 
ing to  the  law  of  Moses.  Now 
Joacim  was  a  great  rich  man, 
and  had  a  fair  garden  joining 
unto  his  house:  and  to  him 
resorted  the  Jews;  because 
he  was  more  honourable  than 
all  others.  The  same  year 
were  appointed  two  of  the 
ancients  of  the  people  to  be 
judges,  such  as  the  Lord 
sp^e  of,  that  wickedness 
came  from  Babylon  from 
ancient  judges,  who  seemed 


to  govern  the  people.  These 
kept  much  at  Joaam's  house; 
and  all  that  had  any  suits  in 
law  came  unto  them.  Now 
when  the  people  departed 
away  at  noon,  Susanna  went 
into  her  husband's  garden  to 
walk.  And  the  two  elders 
saw  her  going  in  every  day, 
and  wallang;  so  that  their 
lust  was  inflamed  toward  her. 
And  they  perverted  their  own 
mind,  and  turned  away  their 
eyes,  that  they  might  not 
look  unto  heaven,  nor  re- 
member just  judgments.  And 
it  fell  out,  as  they  watched  a 
fit  time,  she  went  in  as  be- 
fore with  two  maids  only, 
and  she  was  desirous  to  wash 
herself  in  the  garden :  for  it 
was  hot.  And  there  was  no 
body  there  save  the  two 
elders,  that  had  hid  them- 
selves, and  watched  her.  Then 
she  said  to  her  maids :  Bring 
me  oil  and  washing  balls,  and 
shut  the  garden  doors,  that  I 
may  wash  me.  Now  when 
the  maids  were  gone  forth, 
the  two  elders  rose  up,  and 
ran  unto  her,  saying :  Behold, 
the  garden  doors  are  shut, 
that  no  man  can  see  us,  and 
we  are  in  love  with  thee; 
therefore  consent  unto  us, 
and  lie  with  us.  If  thou  wilt 
not,  we  will  bear  witness 
against  thee,  that  a  young 
man  was  with  thee:  and 
therefore  thou  didst  send 
away  thy  maids  from  thee. 
Then  Susanna  sighed,  and 
said :  I  am  straitened  on 
every  side :  for  if  I  do  this 
thing,  it  is  death  unto  me: 
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and  if  I  do  it  not,  I  cannot 
escape  yonr  hands.  It  is 
better  for  me  to  fall  into  your 
hands  and  not  do  it,  than  to 
sin  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord. 
With  that  Susanna  cried  with 
a  loud  voice :  and  the  two 
elders  cried  out  against  her. 
Then  ran  the  one,  and  opened 
the  garden  door.  So  when 
the  servants  of  the  house 
heard  the  cry  in  the  garden, 
they  rushed  in  at  a  privy 
door,  to  see  what  was  done 
unto  her.  But  when  the 
elders  had  declared  their 
matter,  the  servants  were 
greatly  ashamed:  for  there 
was  never  such  a  report  made 
of  Susanna.  And  it  came  to 
pass  the  next  day,  when  the 

Seople  were  assembled  to  her 
usband  Joacim,  the  two 
elders  came  also  full  of  mis- 
chievous imagination  against 
Susanna  to  put  her  to  death ; 
and  said  before  the  peo- 
ple :  Send  for  Susanna,  the 
daughter  of  Chelcias,  Joa* 
cim*swife.  And  so  they  sent. 
So  she  came  with  her  father 
and  mother,  her  children,  and 
all  her  kindred.  Therefore 
her  friends  and  all  that  saw 
her  wept.  Then  the  two 
elders  stood  up  in  the  midst 
of  the  people,  and  laid  their 
hands  upon  her  head.  And 
she  weeping  looked  up  to- 
ward heaven  ;  for  her  heart 
trusted  in  the  Lord.  And 
the  elders  said :  As  we  walked 
in  the  garden  alone,  this 
woman  came  in  with  two 
maids,  and  shut  the  garden 
doors,  and  sent  the  maids 


away.  Then  a  young  man, 
who  there  was  hid,  came 
unto  her,  and  lay  with  her. 
Then  we  that  stood  in  a 
comer  of  the  garden,  seeing 
this  wickedness,  ran  unto 
them.  And  when  we  saw 
them  together,  the  man  we 
could  not  hold :  for  he  was 
stronger  than  we,  and  opened 
the  door,  and  leaped  out.  But 
having  taken  this  woman,  we 
asked  who  the  young  man 
was,  but  she  would  not  tell 
us  :  these  things  do  we  testi- 
fy. Then  the  assembly  be- 
lieved them,  as  those  that 
were  the  elders  and  judges  of 
the  people:  so  they  con- 
demned her  to  death.  Then 
Su^nna  cried  out  with  a  loud 
voice,  and  said :  O  everlast* 
ing  God,  that  knowest  the 
secrets,  and  knowest  all 
things  before  they  be  :  Thou 
knowest  that  they  have  borne 
false  witness  against  me,  and, 
behold,  I  must  die :  whereas 
I  never  did  such  things  as  these 
men  have  maliciously  invented 
against  me.  And  the  Lord 
heard  her  voice.  Therefore 
when  she  was  led  to  be  put 
to  death,  the  Lord  raised  up 
the  holy  spirit  of  a  young 
youth,  whose  name  was 
Danid :  who  cried  with  a 
loud  voice  :  I  am  clear  from 
the  blood  of  this  woman. 
Then  all  the  people  turned 
them  toward  him,  and  said  : 
What  mean  these  words  that 
thou  hast  spoken  ?  So  he  stand- 
ing in  the  midst  of  them  said : 
Are  ye  such  fools,  ye  sons  of 
Israel,  that  without  examina:- 
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tioa  or  knowledge  of  the 
truth  ye  have  condemned  a 
daughter  of  Israel  ?  Return 
again  to  the  place  of  judg- 
ment :  for  they  have  borne 
false  witness  against  her. 
Wherefore  all  the  people 
turned  again  in  haste,  and 
the  elders  said  unto  him : 
€ome»  sit  down  among  ns, 
and  shew  it  us,  seeing  God 
hath  given  thee  the  honour  of 
an  elder.  Then  said  Daniel 
onto  them :  Put  these  two 
aside,  one  far  from  another, 
and  I  will  examine  them.  So 
when  they  were  put  asunder 
one  from  another,  he  called 
one  of  them,  and  said  unto 
him :  O  thou  that  art  waxen 
old  in  wickedness,  now  thy 
sins  which  thou  hast  com* 
mitted  aforetime  are  come  to 
light :  for  thou  hast  pro- 
nounced false  judgment,  and 
hast  condemned  the  innocent, 
and  hast  let  the  guilty  go 
free;  albeit  the  Lord  saith: 
The  innocent  and  the  right- 
€ous  shalt  thou  not  iday. 
Now  then,  if  thou  hast  seen 
her,  tell  me :  Under  what 
tree  sawest  thou  them  com- 
panying  together  ?  Who 
answered:  Under  a  mastick 
tree.  And  Daniel  said :  Very 
weU ;  thou  hast  lied  against 
'thine  own  head;  for  even 
now  the  angel  of  God  hath 
received  the  sentence  of  God 
to  cut  thee  in  two.  So  he 
put'  him  aside,  and  com- 
manded to  bring  the  other, 
and  said  unto  him  :  O  thou 
seed  of  Chanaan,  and  not  of 
Juda,  beauty  Jiath  deceived 


thee,  and  lust  hath  perverted 
thine  heart.  Thus  have  ye 
dealt  with  the  daughters  of 
Israel,  and  they  for  fear  com- 
panied  with  you :  but  the 
daughter  of  Juda  would  not 
abide  your  wickedness.  Now 
therefore  teU  me:  Under 
what  tree  didst  thou  take 
them  companying  together? 
Who  answered:  Ui^er  an 
holm  tree.  Then  said  Daniel 
unto  him  :  Well ;  thou  hast 
also  lied  against  thine  own 
head  :  for  the  angel  of  God 
waiteth  with  the  sword  to 
cut  thee  in  two,  that  he  may 
destroy  you.  With  that  all 
the  assembly  cried  out  with 
a  loud  voice,  and  praised 
God,  Who  saveth  them  that 
trust  in  Him.  And  they 
arose  against  the  two  elders» 
for  Daniel  had  convicted 
them  of  false  witness  by  their 
own  mouth:  and  they  did 
unto  them  in  such  sort  as  they 
maliciously  intended  to  do  to 
their  neighbour:  and  they  put 
them  to  death.  Thus  the  in* 
nocent  blood  was  saved  the 
same  day.

JESUS  went  unto  the  mount 
of  Olives.  And  early  in 
the  morning  He  came  again 
into  the  temple,  and.  aU  the 
people  came  unto  Him  :  and 
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He  sat  down,  and  taught 
them.  And  the  scribes  and 
Pharisees  brought  unto  Him 
a  woman  taken  in  adultery  : 
and  when  they  had  set  her 
in  the  midst,  they  say  imto 
Him:  Master,  tnis  woman 
was  taken  in  adultery,  in  the 
very  act.  Now  Moses  in  the 
law  commanded  us,  that  such 
should  be  stoned :  but  what 
sayest  Thou  ?

T^ELL  me,  ye  that  desire  to 
-*•  be  under  the  law,  do  ye 
not  hear  the  law  ?  For  it  is 
written,  that  Abraham  had 
two  sons,  the  one  by  a  bond- 
maid, the  other  by  a  free- 
woman.  But  he  who  was  of 
the  bond-woman  was  bom 
after  the  flesh ;  but  he  of  the 
free-woman  was  by  promise. 
Which  things  are  an  alle- 
gory :  for  these  are  the  two 
covenants ;  the  one  from  the 
mount  Sinai,  which  gendereth 
to  bondage,  which  is  Agar. 
For  this  Agar  is  mount  Sinai 
in  Arabia,  and  answereth  to 
Jerusalem  which  now  is,  and 
is  in  bondage  with  her  chil- 
dren. But  Jerusalem  which 
is  above  is  free ;  which  is  the 
mother  of  us  all.  For  it  is 
written :  Rejoice,  thou  barren 
that  bearest  not ;  break  forth 
and  cry,  thou  that  travailest 
not :  for  the  desolate  hath 
many  more  children  than  she 
which  hath  an  husband.  Now 
we,  brethren,  as  Isaac  was, 
are  the  children  of  promise. 
But  as  then  he  that  was  bom 


after  the  flesh  persecuted 
him  that  was  bom  after  the 
Spirit;  even  so  it  is  now. 
Nevertheless,  what  saith  the 
Scripture  ?  Cast  out  the 
bond- woman  and  her  son; 
for  the  son  of  the  bond- 
woman shall  not  be  heir  with 
the  son  of  the  free-woman. 
So  then,  brethren,  we  are  not 
children  of  the  bond-woman, 
but  of  the  free.

Now  there  was  much  grass 
in  the  place.  So  the  men 
sat  down,  in  number  about 
five  thousand.  And  Jesus 
took  the  loaves,  and  when 
He  had  given  thanks.

He  that  speaketh  of  himself 
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seeketh  his  own  glory:  but 
He  that  seeketh  His  glory 
that  sent  Him,  the  same  is 
true,  and  no  unrighteousness 
is  in  Him.  Did  not  Moses 
give  you  the  law,  and  yet 
none  of  you  keepeth  the  law  ? 
Why  go  ye  about  to  kill  Me  ? 
The  people  answered  and 
said  :  Thou  hast  a  devil :  who 
goeth  about  to  kill  Thee  ? 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto 
them :  I  have  done  one  work, 
and  ye  all  marvel.  Moses 
therefore  gave  imto  you  cir- 
cumcision ;  not  because  it  is  of 
Moses,  but  of  the  fathers; 
and  ye  on  the  sabbath  day 
circumcise  a  man.  If  a  man 
on  the  sabbath  day  receive 
circumcision,  that  the  law  of 
Moses  should  not  be  broken ; 
are  ye  angry  at  Me,  because 
I  have  made  a  man  every 
whit  whole  on  the  sabbath 
day  ?  Judge  not  according 
to  the  appearance,  but  judge 
righteous  judgment.  Then 
said  some  of  them  of  Jerusa- 
lem: Is  not  this  He  whom 
they  seek  to  kiU  ?  But,  lo. 
He  speaketh  boldly,  and  they 
say  nothing  unto  Him.  Do 
the  rulers  know  indeed  that 
this  is  the  very  Christ? 
Howbeit  we  know  this  Man 
whence  He  is:  but  when 
Christ  Cometh  no  man  know- 
eth  whence  He  is.  Then  cried 
Jesus  in  the  temple  as  He 
taught,  saying :  Ye  both 
know  Me,  and  ye  know 
whence  I  am :  and  I  am  not 
come  of  Myself,  but  He  that 
sent  Me  is  true.  Whom  ye 
know  not.  But  I  know  Him : 


for  I  am  from  Him,  and  He 
hath  sent  Me.  Then  they 
sought  to  take  Him :  but  no 
man  laid  hands  on  Him,  be- 
cause His  hour  was  not  yet 
come.  And  many  of  the 
people  believed  on  Him.

A  ND  as  Jesus  passed  by, 
■^*-  He  saw  a  man  which 
was  blind  from  his  birth. 
And  His  disciples  asked  Him, 
saying :  Master,  who  did  sin, 
this  man,  or  his  parents,  that 
he  was  bom  blind?  Jesus 
answered  :  Neither  hath  this 
man  sinned,  nor  his  parents : 
but  that  the  works  of  God 
should  be  made  manifest  in 
him.  I  must  work  the  works 
of  Him  that  sent  Me,  while 
it  is  day :  the  night  cometh, 
when  no  man  can  work.  As 
long  as  I  am  in  the  world,  I 
am  the  light  of  the  world. 
When  He  had  thus  spoken. 
He  spat  on  the  ground,  and 
made  clay  of  the  spittle,  and 
He  anointed  the  eyes  of  the 
blind  man  with  the  clay,  and 
said  unto  him :  Go,  wash  in 
the  pool  of  Siloam,  which,  is 
by  interpretation.  Sent.  He 
went  his  way  therefore,  and 
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washed,  and  came  seeing. 
The  neighbours  therefore,  and 
they  which  before  had  seen 
him  that  he  was  blind,  said  : 
Is  not  this  he  that  sat  and 
begged  ?  Some  said :  This 
is  he  :  others  said  :  He  is 
like  him  :  but  he  said :  I  am 
he.  Therefore  said  theymito 
him  :  How  were  thine  eyes 
opened  ?  He  answered  and 
said :  A  man  that  is  called 
Jesus  made  clay,  and  anointed 
mine  eyes,  and  said  unto  me : 
Gro  to  the  pool  of  Siloam, 
and  wash :  and  I  went  and 
washed,  and  I  received  sight. 
Then  said  they  unto  him: 
Where  is  he  ?  He  said  :  I 
know  not.  They  brought  to 
the  Pharisees  him  that  afore- 
time was  blind.  And  it  was 
the  sabbath  day  when  Jesus 
made  the  clay,  and  opened 
his  eyes.  Then  again  the 
Pharisees  also  asked  him  how 
he  had  received  his  sight.  He 
said  unto  them :  He  put  clay 
upon  mine  eyes,  and  I  washed, 
and  do  see.  Therefore  said 
some  of  the  Pharisees :  This 
man  is  not  of  God,  because 
he  keepeth  not  the  sabbath 
day.  Others  said :  How  can 
a  man  that  is  a  sinner  do  such 
miracles  ?  And  there  was  a 
division  among  them.  They 
said  unto  the  blind  man 
again :  What  sayest  thou  of 
him,  that  he  hath  opened 
thhie  eyes  ?  He  said :  He  is 
a  prophet.  But  the  Jews  did 
not  believe  concerning  him, 
diat  he  had  been  blind,  and 
received  his  sight,  until  they 
called  the  parents  of  him  that 


had  received  his  sight.  And 
they  asked  them,  sa3ring  :  Is 
this  your  son,  who  ye  say  was 
bom  blind  ?  how  then  doth 
he  now  see?  His  parents 
answered  them  and  said :  We 
know  that  this  is  our  son,  and 
that  he  was  bom  blind  :  but 
by  what  means  he  now  seeth, 
we  know  not ;  or  who  hath 
opened  his  eyes,  we  know 
not :  he  is  of  age ;  ask  him : 
he  shall  speak  for  himself. 
These  words  spake  his  pa- 
rents, because  they  feared  the 
Jews :  for  the  Jews  had 
agreed  already,  that  if  any 
man  did  confess  that  he  was 
Christ,  he  should  be  put  out 
of  the  synagogue.  Therefore 
said  his  parents:  He  is  of 
age;  ask  him.  Then  again 
called  they  the  man  that  was 
blind,  and  said  unto  him  : 
Give  God  the  praise:  we 
know  that  this  man  is  a  sin- 
ner. He  answered  and  said : 
Whether  He  be  a  sinner  or 
no,  I  know  not :  one  thing  I 
know,  that,  whereas  I  was 
blind,  now  I  see.  Then  said 
they  to  him  again :  What  did 
He  to  thee  ?  how  opened  He 
thine  eyes  ?  He  answered 
them  :  I  have  told  you  al- 
ready, and  ye  did  not  hear : 
wherefore  would  ye  hear  it 
again?  will  ye  also  be  Hisi 
disciples  ?  Then  they  reviled 
him,  and  said:  Thou  art  His 
disciple ;  but  we  are  Moses* 
disciples.  We  know  that  God 
spake  unto  Moses :  as  for 
this  fellow,  we  know  not  from 
whence  He  is.  The  man 
answered  and  said  unto  them : 
R  2 
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Why  herein  is  a  marvellous 
thing,  that  ye  know  not  from 
whence  He  is,  and  yet  He 
hath  opened  mine  eyes.  Now 
we  know  that  God  heareth 
not  sinners  :  but  if  any  man 
be  a  worshipper  of  God,  and 
doeth  His  will,  him  He  hear- 
eth. Since  the  world  began 
was  it  not  heard  that  any  man 
opened  the  eyes  of  one  that 
was  bom  blind.  If  this  man 
were  not  of  God,  he  could 
do  nothing.  They  answered 
and  said  unto  him  :  Thou 
wast  altogether  born  in  sins, 
and  dost  thou  teach  us  ?  And 
they  cast  him  out.  Jesus 
heard  that  they  had  cast  him 
out ;  and  when  He  had  found 
him,  He  said  unto  him : 
Dost  thou  believe  on  the  Son 
of  God?  He  answered  and 
said :  Who  is  he,  Lord,  that 
I  might  believe  on  him  ? 
And  Jesus  said  unto  him  : 
Thou  hast  both  seen  Him, 
and  it  is  He  that  talketh  with 
thee.  And  he  said :  Lord,  I 
believe.  And  he  worshipped 
Him.

Then  he  said  to 
Gehazi :  Gird  up  thy  loins, 
and  take  my  staff  in  thine 
hand,  and  go  thy  way:  if 
thou  meet  any  man,  salute 
him  not;  and  if  any  salute 
thee,  answer  him  not  again  : 
and  lay  my  staff  upon  the 
face  of  the  child.  And  the 
mother  of  the  child  said :  As 
the  Lord  liveth,  and  as  thy 
soul  liveth,  I  will  not  leave 
thee.  And  he  arose,  and  fol- 
lowed her.   And  Gehazi  pas- 


sed on  before  them,  and  laid 
the  staff  upon  the  face  of  the 
child ;  but  there  was  neither 
voice,  nor  hearing.  Where- 
fore he  went  again  to  meet 
him,  and  told  him,  saying : 
The  child  is  not  awaked. 
And  when  Elisha  was  come 
into  the  house,  behold,  the 
child  was  dead,  and  laid  upon 
his  bed.  He  went  in  there- 
fore, and  shut  the  door  upon 
them  twain,  and  prayed  unto 
the  Lord.  And  he  went  up, 
and  lay  upon  the  child,  and 
put  his  mouth  upon  his 
mouth,  and  his  eyes  upon  his 
eyes,  and  his  hands  upon  his 
hands  :  and  he  stretched  him- 
self upon  the  child ;  and  the 
flesh  of  the  child  waxed  warm. 
Then  he  returned,  and  walked 
in  the  house  to  and  fro  ;  and 
went  up,  and  stretched  him- 
self upon  him  :  and  the  child 
sneezed  seven  times,  and  the 
child  opened  his  eyes.  And 
he  called  Gehazi,  and  said:

Gospel.  St.  John  v.  1 7. 

JESUS  answered  the  Jews : 
My  Father  worketh  hi- 
therto, and  I  work.  There- 
fore the  Jews  sought  the 
more  to  loll  Him,  because 
He  not  only  had  broken  the 
sabbath,  but  said  also  that 
God  was  His  Father,  making 
Himself  equal  with  God. 
Then  answered  Jesus  and 
said  unto  them:  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you :  The 
Son  can  do  nothing  of  Him- 
self, but  what  He  seeth  the 
Father  do:  for  what  things 
soever  He  doeth,  these  also 
doeth  the  Son  likewise.  For 
the  Father  loveth  the  Son, 
and  sheweth  Him  all  things 
that  Himself  doeth :  and  He 
will  shew  Him  greater  works 
than  these,  that  ye  may  mar- 
vel. For  as  the  Father  raiseth 
up  the  dead,  and  quickeneth 
them ;  even  so  the  Son  quick- 
eneth whom  He  will.  For 
the  Father  judgeth  i^o  man, 
but  hath  committed  aHl  judg- 
ment unto  the  Son  :  that 
all  men  should  honour  the 
Son,  even  as  they  honour  the 
Fatier.  He  that  honoureth 
not  the  Son  honoureth  not 
the  Father  which  hath  sent 
Him.  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you :  He  that  heareth 
My  word,  and  believeth  on 
Him  that  sent  Me,  hath  ever- 
lasting life,  and  shall  not 
come  into  condemnation ;  but 
is  passed  from  death  unto  life. 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you : 
The  hour  is  coming,  and  now 
is,  when  the  dead  shall  hear 
the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God : 


and  they  that  hear  shall  live. 
For  as  the  Father  hath  life 
in  Himself :  so  hath  He  given 
to  the  Son  to  have  life  in 
Himself:  and  hath  given  Him 
authority  to  execute  judg- 
ment also,  because  he  is  the 
Son  of  Man.  Marvel  not  at 
this  :  for  the  hour  is  comin|^y 
in  the  which  all  that  are  in 
the  graves '  shall  hear  His 
voice,  and  shall  come  forth ; 
they  that  have  done  good, 
unto  the  resurrection  of  life  ; 
and  they  that  have  done  evil> 
unto  the  resurrection  of  dam- 
nation.

God,  I  pray  thee,  let  this 
child's  soul  come  into  him 
again.  And  the  Lord  heard 
the  voice  of  Elijah ;  and  the 
soul  of  the  chud  came  into 
him  again,  and  he  revived.

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Gospel.  St.  John  xi.  i. 
'M'OW  a  certain  man  was 
•'•^  sick,  named  Lazarus, 
of  Bethany,  the  town  of 
Mary  and  her  sister  Martha. 
It  was  that  Maiy  which 
anointed  the  Lord  with  oint< 
ment,  and  wiped  His  feet 
with  her  hair,  whose  brother 
Lazarus  was  sick.  Therefore 
his  sisters  sent  unto  Him, 
saying:  Lord,  behold  he 
whom  Thou  lovest  is  sick. 
When  Jesus  heard  that.  He 
said:  This  sickness  is  not 
unto  death,  but  for  the  glory 
of  God,  that  the  Son  of  God 
might  be  glorified  thereby. 
Now  Jesus  loved  Martha, 
and  her  sister,  and  Lazarus. 
When  He  had  heard  there- 
fore that  he  was  sick.  He 
abode  two  days  still  in  the 
same  place  where  He  was. 
Then  after  that  saith  He  to 
to  His  disciples:  Let  us  go 
into  Judaea  again.  His  disci- 
ples say  unto  Him:  Master, 
the  Jews  of  late  sought  to 
stone  Thee ;  and  goest  Thou 
thither  again?  Jesus  an- 
swered: Aj-e  there  not  twelve 
hours  in  the  day?  If  any 
man  walk  in  the  day,  he 
stumbleth  not,  because  he 
seeth  the  light  of  this  world. 
But  if  a  man  walk  in  the 
night,  he  stumbleth,  because 
there  is  no  light  in  him. 
These  things  said  He:  and 
after  that  He  saith  unto 
them:  Our  friend  Lazarus 
sleepeth;  but  I  go  that  I 
may  awake  him  out  of  sleep. 
Then  said  His  disciples ;  Lord, 
if  he  sleep,  he  shall  do  well. 


Howbeit  Jesus  spake  of  his 
death :  but  they  thought  that 
he  had  spoken  of  taking  rest 
in  sleep.  Then  said  Jesus 
unto  them  plainly:  Lazarus 
is  dead.  And  I  am  glad  for 
your  sakes  that  I  was  not 
there,  to  the  intent  ye  may 
believe:  nevertheless  let  us 
go  unto  him.  Then  said 
Thomas,  which  is  called 
Didymus,  unto  his  fellow 
disciples:  Let  us  also  go, 
that  we  may  die  with  him. 
Then  when  Jesus  came.  He 
found  that  he  had  lain  in  the 
grave  four  days  already.  Now 
Bethany  was  nigh  unto  Jeru- 
salem, about  fifteen  furlongs 
off:  and  many  of  the  Jews 
came  to  Martha  and  Mary, 
to  comfort  them  concerning 
their  brother.  Then  Martha, 
as  soon  as  she  heard  that 
Jesus  was  coming,  went  and 
met  Him  :  but  Mary  sat  still 
in  the  house.  Then  said 
Martha  unto  Jesus  :  Lord,  if 
Thou  hadst  been  here,  my 
brother  had  not  died.  But  I 
know  that  even  now,  what- 
soever Thou  wilt  ask  of  God, 
God  will  give  it  Thee.  Jesus 
saith  unto  her :  Thy  brother 
shall  rise  again.  Martha 
saith  unto  Him,  I  know  that 
he  shall  rise  again  in  the  re- 
surrection at  the  last  day. 
Jesus  said  unto  her:  I  am 
the  resurrection,  and  the 
life :  he  that  believeth  in  Me, 
though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall 
he  live :  and  whosoever  liveth 
asd  believeth  in  Me  shall 
never  die.  Behevest  thou 
this  ?    She  saith  unto  Him : 
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Yea,  Lord :  I  believe  that 
Thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Son 
of  God,  which  should  come 
into  the  world.  And  when 
she  had  so  said,  she  went 
her  way,  and  called  her  sister 
secretly,  saying :  The  Master 
is  come,  and  cdleth  for  Thee. 
As  soon  as  she  heard  that, 
she  arose  quickly,  and  came 
unto  Him.  Now  Jesus  was 
not  yet  come  into  the  town, 
but  was  in  that  place  where 
Martha  met  Him.  The  Jews 
then  which  were  with  her  in 
the  house,  and  comforted  her, 
when  they  saw  Mary,  that  she 
rose  up  hastily  and  went  out, 
followed  her,  saying  :  She 
goeth  unto  the  grave  to  weep 
there.  Then  when  Mary  was 
come  where  Jesus  was,  and 
saw  Him,  she  fell  down  at 
His  feet,  saying  unto  Him : 
X.ord,  if  Thou  hadst  been 
here,  my  brother  had  not 
died.  When  Jesus  therefore 
■saw  her  weeping,  and  the  Jews 
also  weepingwbich  came  with 
her,  He  groaned  in  the  spirit, 
and  was  troubled,  and  said  : 
"Where  have  ye  laid  him  ? 
They  said  unto  Him :  Lord, 
come  and  see.  Jesus  wept. 
Then  said  the  Jews;  Be- 
hold how  He  loved  him! 
And  some  of  them  said : 
Could  not  this  man,  which 
opened  the  eyes  of  the  blind, 
have  caused  that  even  this 
man  should  not  have  died  ? 
Jesus  therefore  again  groan- 
ing in  Himself  cometh  to 
the  grave.  It  was  a  cave,  and 
a  stone  lay  upon  it.  Jesus 
«aid :  Take  ye  away  the  stone. 


Martha,  the  sister  of  him  that 
was  dead,  saith  unto  Him: 
Lord,  by  this  time  he  stink- 
eth,  for  he  hath  been  dead 
four  days.  Jesus  saith  unto 
her :  Said  I  not  unto  thee, 
that  if  thou  wouldest  believe, 
thou  shouldest  see  the  glory 
of  God  ?  Then  they  took 
away  the  stone  from  the  place 
where  the  dead  was  laid.  And 
Jesus  lifted  up  His  eyes,  and 
said :  Father,  I  thank  Thee 
that  Thou  hast  heard  Me. 
And  I  knew  that  Thou  hear- 
est  Me  always  :  but  because 
of  the  people  which  stand  by 
I  said  it,  that  they  may  be- 
lieve Thou  hast  sent  Me.  And 
when  He  thus  had  spoken.  He 
cried  with  a  loud  voice :  Laza- 
rus, come  forth.

But  the  Angel  of  the  Lord 
said  unto  Habbacuc:  Go, 
carry  the  dinner  that  thou  hast 
into  Babylon  imto  Daniel, 
who  is  in  the  lions*  den.  And 
Habbacuc  said :  Lord,  I  never 
saw  Babylon;  neither  do  I 
know  where  the  den  is.  Then 
the  Angel  of  the  Lord  took 
him  by  the  crown,  and  bare 
him  by  the  hair  of  his  head, 
and  through  the  vehemency 
of  his  spirit  set  him  in  Baby- 
lon over  the  den.  And 
Habbacuc  cried,  saying:  O 
Daniel,  Daniel,  take  the  din- 
ner which  God  hath  sent 
thee.  And  Daniel  said:  Thou 
hast  remembered  me,  O  God : 
neither  hast  Thou  forsaken 
them  that  seek  Thee  and  love 
Thee.  So  Daniel  arose  and 
did  eat :  and  the  Angel  of 
the  Lord  set  Habbacuc  in  his 
own  place  again  immediately. 
Upon  the  seventh  day  the 
king  went  to  bewail  Daniel : 
and  when  he  came  to  the  den, 


he  looked  in,  and  behold, 
Daniel  was  sitting.  Then 
cried  the  King  with  a  loud 
voice,  saying:  Grreat  art  Thou, 
O  Lord  God  of  Daniel,  and 
there  is  none  other  beside 
Thee.  And  he  drew  him 
out,  and  cast  those  that  were 
the  cause  of  his  destruction 
into  the  den :  and  they  were 
devoured  in  a  moment  before 
his  face.  Then  the  king 
said:  Let  all  that  dwell  in 
the  whole  earth,  tremble  be- 
fore the  God  of  Daniel ;  for 
He  delivereth  and  rescueth,, 
and  He  worketh  signs  and 
wonders  in  heaven  and  in 
earth.

IN  those  days  the  children 
of  Israel  came  to  Elim, 
where  were  twelve  wells  of 
water,  and  threescore  and  ten 
palm  trees:  and  they  en- 
camped there  by  the  waters. 
And  they  took  their  journey 
from  Elim,  and  all  the  con- 
gregation of  the  children  of 
Israel  came  unto  the  wilder- 
ness of  Sin,  which  is  between 
Elim  and  Sinai,  on  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  the  second 
month  after  their  departing 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 
And  the  whole  congregation 
of  the  children  of  Israel  mur- 


mured against  Moses  and 
Aaron  in  the  wilderness  :  and 
the  children  of  Israel  said 
unto  them  :  Would  to  God 
we  had  died  by  the  hand  of 
the  Lord  in  the  land  of  Egypt, 
when  we  sat  by  the  flesh  pots, 
and  when  we  did  eat  bread  to 
the  full ;  for  ye  have  brought 
us  forth  into  this  wilderness, 
to  kill  this  whole  assembly 
with  hunger.

ye  murmur  against  us  ?  And 
Moses  said:  This  shall  be 
when  the  Lord  shall  give  you 
in  the  evening  flesh  to  eat, 
and  in  the  morning  bread  to 
the  full ;  for  that  the  Lord 
heareth  your  murmurings 
which  ye  murmur  against 
Him :  and  what  are  we  ? 
your  murmurings  are  not 
against  us,  but  against  the 
I^rd.    And    Moses    spake 
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onto  Aaton :  Say  unto  all  the 
congregation  of  the  children 
of  Israel :  Come  near  before 
the  Lord ;  for  He  hath  heard 
your  murmurings.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  as  Aaron  spake 
imto  the  whole  congregation 
of  the  children  of  Israel,  that 
they  looked  toward  the  wil- 
derness, and  behold  the  glory 
of  the  Lord  appeared  in  the 
cloud.

TO  St.  Matthew.* 

A  ND  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  finished  all  these 
•^*'  sayings,  He  said  unto  His  disciples  :  Ye  know  that 
after  two  days  is  the  feast  of  the  passover,  and  the  Son  of 
Man  is  betrayed  to  be  crucified.  Then  assembled  together 
the  chief  priests,  and  the  scribes,  and  the  elders  of  the  people, 
unto  the  palace  of  the  high  priest,  who  was  called  Caiaphas, 
and  consulted  that  they  might  take  Jesus  by  subtilty,  and 
kill  Him.  But  they  said :  Not  on  the  feast  day,  lest  there  be 
an  uproar  among  the  people.  Now  when  Jesus  was  in 
Bethany,  in  the  house  of  Simon  th^  leper,  there  came  unta 
Him  a  woman  having  an  alabaster  box  of  very  precious 
ointment,  and  poiured  it  on  His  head,  as  He  sat  at  meat. 
But  when  His  disciples  saw  it,  they  had  indignation,  say- 
ing :  To  what  purpose  is  this  waste  ?  For  tms  ointment 
might  have  been  sold  for  much  and  given  to  the  poor. 
When  Jesus  understood  it,  He  said  unto  them :  Why 
trouble  ye  the  woman  ?  for  she  hath  wrought  a  good  work 
upon  Me.  For  ye  have  the  poor  always  with  you ;  but  Me 
ye  have  not  always.  For  in  that  ^e  hath  poured  this 
ointment  on  My  body,  she  did  it  for  My  burial.  Verily  I 
say  unto  you.  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be  preached  in 
the  whole  world,  there  shall  also  this,  that  tlus  woman 
hath  done,  be  told  for  a  memorial  of  her.  Then  one  of  the 
twelve,  called  Judas  Iscariot,  went  unto  the  chief  priests, 
and  said  unto  them :  What  will  ye  give  me,  and  I  will 
deliver  Him  unto  you  ?  And  they  covenanted  with  him  for 
thirty  pieces  of  silver.  And  from  that  time  he  sought 
opportunity  to  betray  Him.  Now  the  first  day  of  the 
feast  of  unleavened  bread,  the  disciples  came  to  Jesus, 
saying  unto  Him :  Where  wilt  Thou  that  we  prepare  for 
Thee  to  eat  the  passover  ?  And  He  said  :  Go  into  the  city 
to  such  a  man,  and  say  unto  him :  The  Master  saith,  My 
time  is  at  hand ;  I  will  keep  the  passover  at  thy  house  with 
My  disciples.  And  the  disciples  did  as  Jesus  had  ap- 
pointed tnem :   and  they  made  ready  the  passover.    Now

when  the  even  was  come,  He  sat  down  with  the  twelve. 
And  as  they  did  eat,  He  said :  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that 
one  of  you  shall  betray  Me.  And  they  were  exceeding  sor- 
rowful, and  began  every  one  of  them  to  say  unto  Him : 
Lord,  is  it  I  ?  And  He  answered  and  said  :  He  that 
dippeth  his  hand  with  Me  in  the  dish,  the  same  shall 
betray  Me.  The  Son  of  Man  goeth  as  it  is  written  of  Him : 
but  woe  unto  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of  Man  is 
betrayed  !  it  had  been  good  for  that  man  if  he  had  not  been 
bom.  Then  Judas,  which  betrayed  Him,  answered  and 
said :  Master,  is  it  I  ?  He  said  unto  him  :  Thou  hast  said. 
And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed  it, 
and  brake  it,  and  gave  it  to  the  disciples,  and  said :  Take, 
eat ;  This  is  My  Body.  And  He  took  the  cup,  and  gave 
thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them,  saying :  Drink  ye  all  of  it ;  for 
this  is  My  Blood  of  the  New  Testament,  which  is  shed  for 
many  for  the  remission  of  sins.  But  I  $ay  unto  you  :  I  will 
not  drink  henceforth  of  this  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day 
when  I  drink  it  new  with  you  in  My  Father's  kingdom. 
And  when  they  had  sung  an  hymn,  they  went  out  into  the 
mount  of  Olives.  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  them :  All  ye 
shall  be  offended  because  of  Me  this  night;  for  it  is  written: 
I  will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep  of  the  flock  shall 
be  scattered  abroad.  But  after  I  am  risen  again,  I  will  go 
before  you  into  Galilee.  Peter  answered,  and  said  unto 
Him :  Though  all  men  shall  be  oflfended  because  of  Thee,  yet 
will  I  never  be  offended.  Jesus  said  unto  him  :  Verily  I  say 
unto  thee.  That  this  night,  before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt 
deny  Me  thrice.  Peter  said  unto  Him :  Though  I  should 
die  with  Thee,  yet  will  I  not  deny  Thee.  Likewise  also  said 
all  the  disciples.  Then  cometh  Jesus  with  them  unto  a 
place  called  Gethsemane,  and  saith  unto  the  disciples :  Sit 
ye  here,  while  I  go  and  pray  yonder.  And  He  took  with 
Him  Peter,  and  the  two  sons  of*^  Zebedee,  and  began  to  be 
sorowful  and  very  heavy.  Then  saith  He  unto  them :  My 
soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful,  even  unto  death :  tarry  ye  here, 
and  watch  with  Me.  And  He  went  a  little  farther,  and  fell 
on  His  face,  and  prayed,  saying :  O  My  Father,  if  it  be 
possible,  let  this  cup  pass  from  Me  :  nevertheless  not  as  I 
will,  but  as  Thou  wilt.  And  He  cometh  unto  the  disciples, 
andfindeth  them  asleep,  and  saith  unto  Peter:  "What,  could 
ye  not  watch  with  Me  one  hour  ?  Watch  and  pray,  that 
ve  enter  not  into  temptation :  the  spirit  indeed  is  wHling, 
but  the  flesh  is  weak.  He  went  away  again  the  second 
time,  and  prayed,  saying:  O  My  Father,  if  this  cup  may  not 
pass  away  from  Me,  except  I  drink  it,  Thy  will  be  done. 
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And  He  came  and  found  them  asleep  again  :  for  their  eyes 
were  heavy.  And  He  left  them  ana  went  away  again,  and 
prayed  the  third  time,  saying  the  same  words.  Then 
cometh  He  to  His  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them  :  Sleep  on 
now,  and  take  your  rest :  behold,  the  hour  is  at  hand,  and 
the  Son  of  Man  is  betrayed  into  the  hands  of  simiers. 
Rise,  let  us  be  going:  behold,  he  is  at  hand  that  doth 
betray  Me.  And  while  He  yet  spake,  lo,  Judas,  one  of  the 
twelve,  came,  and  with  him  a  great  multitude  with  swords 
and  staves,  from  the  chief  priests  and  elders  of  the  people. 
Now  he  that  betrayed  Him  gave  them  a  sign,  saying: 
Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  He :  hold  Him  fast. 
And  forthwith  he  came  to  Jesus,  and  said :  Hail,  Master, 
and  Hssed  Him.  Then  Jesus  said  unto  him:  Friend, 
wherefore,  art  thou  come?  Then  came  they,  and  laid 
hands  on  Jesus,  and  took  Him.  And,  behold,  one  of  them 
which  were  with  Jesus  stretched  out  his  hand,  and  drew 
his  sword,  and  struck  a  servant  of  the  high  priest's,  and  smote 
off  his  ear.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  him  :  Put  up  again  thy 
sword  into  his  place :  for  all  they  that  take  the  sword  shaU 
perish  with  the  sword.  Thinkest  thou  that  I  cannot  now 
pray  to  My  Father,  and  He  shall  presently  give  Me  more 
than  twelve  legions  of  angels  ?  But  now  then  shall  the  scrip- 
tures be  fulfilled,  that  thus  it  must  be  ?  In  that  same  hour 
said  Jesus  to  the  multitudes :  Are  ye  come  out  as  against  a 
thief  with  swords  and  staves  for  to  take  Me  ?  I  sat  daily 
with  you  teaching  in  the  temple,  and  ye  laid  no  hold  on 
Me.  But  all  this  was  done  that  the  scriptures  of  the 
prophets  might  be  fulfilled.  Then  all  the  disciples  forsook 
Him  and  fled.  And  they  that  had  laid  hold  on  Jesus  led 
Him  away  to  Caiaphas  the  high  priest,  where  the  scribes 
and  the  elders  were  assembled.  But  Peter  followed  Him 
afar  off  unto  the  high  priest's  palace,  and  went  in,  and  sat 
with  the  servants,  to  see  the  end.  Now  the  chief  priests, 
and  elders,  and  all  the  council,  sought  false  witness  against 
Jesus,  to  put  Him  to  death :  but  found  none :  yea,  though 
many  false  witnesses  came,  yet  found  they  none.  At  the 
last  came  two  false  witnesses,  and  said  :  This  fellow  said,  I 
am  able  to  destroy  the  temple  of  God,  and  to  build  it  in 
three  days.  And  the  high  priest  arose,  and  said  unto  Him : 
Answerest  Thou  nothing?  what  is  it  which  these  witness 
against  Thee  ?  But  Tesus  held  His  peace.  And  the  high 
priest  answered  and  said  unto  Him :  I  adjure  Thee  by 
the  living  God,  that  Thou  tell  us  whether  Thou  be  the 
Christ,  Uie  Son  of  God.  Jesus  saith  unto  him:  Thou 
hast  said :  nevertheless  I  say  unto  you,  Hereafter  shall  ye 

T 
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see  the  Son  of  Man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  power, 
and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  neaven.  Then  the  high  priest 
rent  his  clothes,  saying :  He  hath  spoken  blasphemy ;  what 
further  need  have  we  of  witnesses  ?  behold,  now  ye  have 
heard  His  blasphemy.  What  think  ye?  They  answered 
and  said :  He  is  guilty  of  death.  Then  did  they  spit  in  His 
face,  and  buffeted  Him;  and  others  smote  Him  with  the 
palms  of  their  hands,  saying:  Prophesy  unto  ns.  Thou 
Christ,  Who  is  he  that  smote  Thee  ?  Now  Peter  sat 
without  in  the  palace:  and  a  damsel  came  unto  him,  sajdng : 
Thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  of  Galilee.  But  he  denied  before 
them  all,  saying :  I  know  not  what  thou  sayest.  And  when 
he  was  gone  out  into  the  porch,  another  maid  saw  him,  and 
said  unto  them  that  were  there :  This  fellow  was  also  with 
Jesus  of  Nazareth.  And  again  he  denied  with  an  oath,  I  do 
not  know  the  Man.  And  after  a  while  came  unto  him  they 
that  stood  by,  and  said  to  Peter  :  Surely  thou  also  art  one 
of  them ;  for  thy  speech  bewrayeth  thee.  Then  began  he  to 
curse  and  to  swear,  saying :  I  know  not  the  Man.  And 
immediately  the  cock  crew.  And  Peter  remembered  the 
word  of  Jesus,  which  said  unto  him,  Before  the  cock  crow, 
tiiou  shalt  deny  Me  thrice.  And  he  went  out  and  wept 
bitterly. 

When  the  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief  priests  and 
elders  of  the  people  took  counsel  against  Jesus,  to  put  Him 
to  death.  And  when  they  had  bound  Hun,  they  led  Him 
away,  and  delivered  Him  to  Pontius  Pilate  the  govemour. 
Then  Judas  who  had  betrayed  Him,  when  he  saw  that  He 
was  condemned,  repented  himself,  and  brought  again  the 
thirty  pieces  of  silver  to  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  saying: 
I  have  sinned,  in  that  I  have  betrayed  the  innocent  Blood, 
And  they  said :  What  is  that  to  us  ?  see  thou  to  that.  And 
he  cast  down  the  pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple,  and  de- 
parted, and  went  and  hanged  himself.  And  the  chief 
priests  took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said:  It  is  not  lawful  to 
put  them  into  the  treasury,  because  it  is  the  price  of  Blood. 
And  they  took  counsel,  and  bought  with  them  Uie  potter's 
field,  to  bury  strangers  in.  Wherefore  that  field  was  called. 
The  field  of  blood,  unto  this  day.  Then  was  fulfilled  that 
which  was  spoken  by  Jeremy  the  prophet,  saying :  And 
they  took  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  Him  That 
was  valued.  Whom  tney  of  the  children  of  Israel  did  value, 
and  gave  them  for  the  potter's  field,  as  the  Lord  appointed 
me.  And  Jesus  stood  before  the  govemour;  and  the  govemour 
asked  Him,  saying :  Art  Thou  the  King  of  the  Jews :  And 
Jesus  said  unto  nim :  Thou  sayest.    And  when  He  was 
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accused  of  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  He  answered  nothing. 
Then  saith  Pilate  unto  Him :  Hearest  Thou  not  how  many 
things  they  witness  against  Thee  ?  And  He  answered  him 
to  never  a  word,  insomuch  that  the  govemour  marvelled 
greatly.  Now  at  that  feast  the  govemour  was  wont  to 
release  unto  the  people  a  prisoner,  whom  they  would.  And 
they  had  then  a  notable  prisoner,  called  Barabbas.  There- 
fore when  they  were  gathered  together,  Pilate  said  unto 
them  :  Whom  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you  ?  Barabbas, 
or  Jesus  Which  is  called  Christ  ?  Fot  he  knew  that  for 
envjr  they  had  delivered  Him.  When  he  was  set  down  on 
the  judgement-seat,  his  wife  sent  mito  him,  saying :  Have 
thou  nothing  to  do  with  that  just  Man :  for  I  have  suffered 
many  things  this  day  in  a  dream  because  of  Him.  But  the 
chief  priests  and  elders  persuaded  the  multitude  that  they 
should  ask  Barabbas,  and  destroy  Jesus.  The  govemour 
answered  and  said  unto  them :  Whether  of  the  twain  will 
ye  that  I  release  unto  you  ?  They  said :  Barabbas.  Pilate 
saith  unto  them :  What  shall  I  do  then  with  Jesus,  Which 
is  called  Christ  ?  They  all  say  unto  him :  Let  Him  be 
crucified.  And  the  govemour  said :  Why,  what  evil  hath 
He  done  ?  But  they  cried  out  the  more,  saying :  Let  Him 
be  cmdfied.  When  Pilate  saw  that  He  could  prevail 
nothing,  but  that  rather  a  tumult  was  made,  he  took  water, 
and  washed  his  hands  before  the  multitude,  saying :  I  am 
innocent  of  the  Blood  of  this  just  Person:  see  ye  to  it. 
Then  answered  all  the  people,  and  said :  His  Blood  be  on 
us,  and  on  our  children.  Then  released  he  Barabbas  unto 
them  :  and  when  he  had  scourged  Jesus  he  delivered  Him 
to  be  crucified.  Then  the  soldiers  of  the  govemour  took 
Jesus  into  the  common  hall,  and  gathered  unto  Him  the 
whole  band  of  soldiers.  And  they  stripped  Him,  and  put 
on  Him  a  scarlet  robe.  And  when  they  had  platted  a 
crown  of  thoms  they  put  it  upon  His  head,  and  a  reed  in 
His  right  hand :  and  they  bowed  the  knee  before  Him,  and 
mocked  Him,  saying :  Hail !  King  of  the  Jews.  And  they 
spit  upon  Him,  and  took  the  reed,  and  smote  Him  on  the 
head.  And  after  that  they  had  mocked  Him  they  took  the 
robe  off  from  Him,  and  put  His  own  raiment  on  Him,  and 
led  Him  away  to  cmcify  Him.  And  as  they  came  out  they 
found  a  m^n  of  Cyrene,  Simon  by  name ;  him  they  com- 
pelled to  bear  His  Cross.  And  when  they  were  come  unto  a 
place  called  Grolgotha,  that  is  to  say,  a  place  of  a  scull,  they 
gave  Him  vinegar  to  drink  mingled  with  gall:  and  when  He 
had  tasted  thereof,  He  would  not  drink.  And  they  cmcified 
fCm,  and  parted  His  garments,  casting  lots :  that  it  might 
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be  fulfilled,  which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet,  They  parted 
My  garments  among  them,  and  upon  My  vesture  did  they 
cast  lots.  And  sitting  down  they  watched  Him  there  ;  and 
set  up  over  His  head  His  accusation  written,  THIS  IS 
JESUS  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  Then  were  there 
two  thieves  crucified  with  Him  ;  one  on  the  right  hand,  and 
another  on  the  left.  And  they  that  passed  by  reviled  Him, 
wagging  their  heads,  and  saying  :  Thou  that  destro^est  the 
temple,  andbuildest  it  in  three  days,  save  Thyself:  if  Thou 
be  the  Son  of  God,  come  down  from  the  Cross.  Likewise 
also  the  chief  priests  mocking  Him,  with  the  scribes  and 
elders,  said :  He  saved  others.  Himself  He  cannot  save : 
if  He  be  the  King  of  Israel,  let  Him  now  come  down  from 
the  Cross,  and  we  will  believe  Him.  He  trusted  in  God  : 
let  Him  deliver  Him  now,  if  He  will  have  Him :  for  He 
said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God.  The  thieves  also,  which  were 
crucified  with  Him,  cast  the  same  in  His  teeth.  Now  from 
the  sixth  hour  there  was  darkness  over  all  the  land  unto  the 
ninth  hour.  And  about  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  saying :  Eli,  Eli,  lama  sabachthani  ?  that  is  to 
say,  My  God,  My  God,  why  hast  Thou  forsaken  Me? 
Some  of  them  that  stood  there,  when  they  heard  that,  said : 
This  Man  calleth  for  Elias.  And  straightway  one  of  them 
ran,  and  took  a  spunge,  and  filled  it  with  vinegar,  and  put  it 
on  a  reed,  and  gave  Him  to  drink.  The  rest  said  :  Let  be, 
let  us  see  whether  Elias  will  come  to  save  Him.  Jesus, 
when  He  had  cried  again  with  a  loud  voice,  yielded  up  the 
ghost.* 

%  Here  all  kneel,  while  silence  is  kept  for  a  short  space. 

And  behold  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from 
the  top  to  the  bottom,  and  the  earth  did  quake,  and  the 
rocks  rent,  and  the  graves  were  opened,  and  many  bodies  of 
saints  which  slept  arose,  and  came  out  of  the  graves  after 
His  Resurrection,  and  went  into  the  holy  city,  and  appeared 
unto  many.  Now  when  the  centurion,  and  they  that  were 
with  Him,  watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those 
things  that  were  done,  they  feared  greatly,  sa3dng :  Truly 
tliis  was  the  Son  of  God.  f 

And  many  women  were  there  beholding  afar  off,  which 
followed  Jesus  from  Galilee,  ministering  unto  Him ;  among 

•  During  the  silence,  it  was  the  use  to  say,  Our  Father,  Hail 
Mary,  and  Into  Thy  hands,  O  Lord.  I  commend  my  spirit :  fiar  Thoa 
hast  redeemed  me,  O  Lord,  Thou  God  of  truth. 

+  The  Passion  in  the  English  Prayer  Book  ends  here.  What 
follows  is  the  conclusion  according  to  the  old  use. 
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which  was  Maiy  Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
James  and  Joses,  and  the  mother  of  Zebedee's  children. 
When  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a  rich  man  of 
Arimathsea,  named  Joseph,  who  also  himself  was  Tesus' 
disciple  :  he  went  to  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of  J  esus. 
Then  Pilate  commanded  the  body  to  be  delivered.  And 
when  Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he  wrapped  it  in  a  clean 
linen  doth,  and  laid  it  in  his  own  new  tomb,  which  he  had 
hewn  out  in  the  rock :  and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to  the 
door  of  the  sepulchre,  and  departed.  And  there  was 
Mary  Magdalene,  and  the  other  Mary,  sitting  over  against 
the  sepuldEre.

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He  Tliat  bronglit  them  up  oat 
of  the  sea  with  the  shepherd 
ofHis  flock  ?  where  is  He  That 
put  His  Holy  Spirit  within 
him  ?  that  led  them  by  the 
right  hand  of  Moses,  with 
His  glorious  arm,  dividing 
the  water  before  them,  to 
make  Himself  an  everlast- 
ing Name  ?  That  led  them 
through  the  deep  as  an  horse 
in  the  wilderness,  that  they 
should  not  stumble?  As  a 
beast  goeth  down  into  the 
▼alley,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
caused  him  to  rest !  So  didst 
Thou  lead  Thy  people,  to 
make  Thyself  a  glorious 
Name.  Look  down  from 
heaven,  and  behold  from  the 
habitation  of  Thy  holiness, 
and  of  Thy  glory  :  where  is 
Thy  zeal,  and  Thy  strength, 
the  sounding  of  Thy  bowels, 
and  of  Thy  mercies  towards 
me  ?  Are  they  restrained  ? 
Doubtless  Thou  art  our  Fa- 
ther, though  Abraham  be 
ignorant  of  us,  and  Israel 
acknowledge  us  not :  Thou, 
O  Lord  art  our  Father,  our 
Redeemer,  Thy  Name  is  from 
everlasting.  O  Lord,  why 
hast  Thou  made  us  to  err  from 
Thy  ways  ?  and  hardened  our 
hearts  from  Thy  fear  ?  Re- 
turn for  Thy  servants'  sake, 
the  tribes  of  Thine  inherit- 
ance. The  people  of  Thy 
holiness  have  possessed  it  but 
a  little  while:  our  adversaries 
have  trodden  down  Thy  sanc- 
tuary. We  are  Thine :  Thou 
never  barest  rule  over  them ; 


they  were  not  called  by  Thy 

Name.*

^ohn,  xii.  i — 36  :  accord- 
ing to  present  English  use, 
the  first  part  of  the  Passion 
by  St,  Mark,  (see  Service 
for  Tuesday,  page  2S2J  is 
read  as  the  Gospel, 
Gospel.    St,  John  xii.  i. 

JESUS  six  days  before  the 
Passover  came  to  Beth- 
any, where  Lazarus  was  which 
had  been  dead,  whom  He 
raised  from  the  dead.  There 
they  made  Him  a  supper; 
and  Martha  served  :  but  La- 
zarus was  one  of  them  that 
sat  at  the  table  with  Him. 
Then  took  Mary  a  pound  of 
ointment  of  spikenard,  very 
costly,  and  anointed  the  feet 
of  Jesus,  and  wiped  His  feet 
with  her  hair :  and  the 
house  was  filled  with  the 
odour  of  the  ointment.  Then 
saith  one  of  His  disciples, 
Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's  son, 
which  should  betray  Him : 
Why  was  not  this  ointment 
sold  for  three  hundred  pence, 
and  given  to  the  poor  ?  This 


•  According  to  the  old  use,  the  I.esson  was  from  Isaiah  1. 5'^xo. 
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he  said,  not  that  he  cared  for 
the  poor ;  but  because  he  was 
a  thief,  and  had  the  bag,  and 
bare  what  was  put  therein. 
Then  said  Jesus:  Let  her 
alone :  against  the  day  of  My 
burying  hath  she  kept  this. 
For  the  poor  always  ye  have 
with  you;  but  Me  ye  have 
not  always.  Much  people  of 
the  Jews  therefore  Imew  that 
He  was  there :  and  they  came 
not  for  Jesus'  sake  only,  but 
that  they  might  see  Lazarus 
also,  whom  He  had  raised 
from  the  dead.  But  the 
chief  priests  consulted  that 
they  might  put  Lazarus  also 
to  death;  because  that  by 
reason  of  Him  many  of  the 
Jews  went  away,  and  believed 
on  Jesus.  On  the  next  day 
much  people  that  were  come 
to  the  feast,  when  they  heard 
that  Jesus  was  coming  to  Je- 
rusalem, took  branches  of 
palm  trees,  and  went  forth 
to  meet  Him,  and  cried : 
Hosanna :  Blessed  is  the 
King  of  Israel,  that  cometh 
in  the  Name  of  the  Lord. 
And  Jesus,  when  He  had 
found  a  young  ass,  sat  there- 
on ;  as  it  is  written:  Fear  not, 
daughter  of  Sion:  behold,  thy 
King  cometh,  sitting  on  an 
ass's  colt.  These  things  un- 
derstood not  His  disciples 
at  the  first :  but  when  Jesus 
was  glorified,  then  remem- 
bered they  that  these  things 
were  written  of  Him,  and 
that  they  had  done  these 
things  unto  Him.  The  peo- 
ple therefore  that  was  with  I 
Him  when  He  called  Lazarus 


out  of  his  grave,  and  raised 
him  from  the  dead,  bare  re- 
cord. For  this  cause  the 
people  also  met  Him,  for 
that  they  heard  that  He  had 
done  this  miracle.  The  Pha- 
risees therefore  said  among 
themselves :  Perceive  ye  how 
ye  prevail  nothing  ?  behold, 
the  world  is  gone  after  Him. 
And  there  were  certain 
Greeks  among  them  that 
came  up  to  worship  at  the 
feast:  the  same  came  therefore 
to  Philip,  which  was  of  Beth- 
saida  of  GalQee,  and  desired 
him,  saying :  Sir,  we  would 
see  Jesus.  Philip  cometh  and 
telleth  Andrew:  and  again 
Andrew  and  Philip  tell  Jesus. 
And  Jesus  answered  them, 
saying:  The  hour  is  come,  that 
the  Son  of  Man  should  be 
glorified.  Verily,  verily,  I  ^y 
unto  you.  Except  a  com  of 
wheat  fall  into  the  ground 
and  die,  it  abideth  alone: 
but  if  it  die,  it  bringeth  forth 
much  fruit.  He  that  loveth 
his  life  shall  lose  it ;  and  he 
that  hateth  his  life  in  this 
world  shall  keep  it  unto  life 
eternal.  If  any  man  serve 
Me,  let  him  follow  Me ;  and 
where  I  am,  there  shall  also 
My  servant  be :  if  any  man 
serve  Me,  him  will  My  Father 
honour.  Now  is  My  soul 
troubled ;  and  what  shall  I 
say  ?  Father,  save  Me  from 
this  hour  :  but  for  this  cause 
came  I  unto  this  hour.  Father, 
glorify  Thy  Name.  Then  came 
there  a  voice  from  heaven, 
saying :  I  have  both  glorified 
it,  and  will  glorify  it  again. 
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The  people  therefore,  that 
stood  by,  and  heard  it,  said 
that  it  thundered :  others 
said  :  An  Angel  spake  to 
Him.  Jesus  answered  and 
said :  This  voice  came  not 
because  of  Me,  but  for  your 
sakes.  Now  is  the  judgment 
of  this  world  :  now  sh^l  the 
prince  of  this  world  be  cast 
out.  And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up 
from  the  earth,  will  draw  all 
men  unto  Me.  This  He  said, 
sigmf3dng  what  death  He 
should  die.  The  people  an- 
swered Him :  We  have  heard 
out  of  the  law  that  Christ 
abideth  for  ever:  and  how 
sayest  Thou,  The  Son  of  Man 
must  be  lifted  up  ?  Who  is 
this  Son  of  Man  ?  Then 
Jesus  said  unto  them :  Yet 
a  little  while  is  the  light 
with  you.  Walk  while  ye 
have  the  light,  lest  darkness 
come  upon  you :  for  he  that 
walketh  in  darkness  knoweth 
not  whither  he  goeth.  While 
ye  have  light,  believe  in  the 
light,  that  ye  may  be  the  chil- 
dren of  light.  These  things 
spake  Jesus,  and  departed, 
and  did  hide  Himself  from 
them.

I  gave  My  back  to  the 
smiters,  and  My  cheeks  to 
them  that  plucked  off  the 
hair:  I  hid  not  My  face 
from  shame  and  spitting.  For 
the  Lord  God  will  help  Me :

know  that  I  shall  not  be 
ashamed.  He  is  near  that 
jnstifieth  Me:  who  will  con- 
tend with  Me  ?  Let  us  stand 
together ;  who  is  Mine  adver- 
sary ?  let  him  come  near  to 
Me.  Behold,  the  Lord  God 
will  help  Me  :  who  is  he 
that  shall  condenm  Me  ?  Lo, 

The  Passion  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  according 
TO  St.  Mark. 

AFTER  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the  Passover,  and  of 
unleavened  bread :  and  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  sought  how  they  might  take  Him  by  craft,  and  put 
Him  to  death.  But  they  said :  Not  on  the  feast-day,  lest 
there  be  an  uproar  of  the  people.  And  being  in  Bethany, 
in  the  house  of  Simon  the  leper,  as  He  sat  at  meat,  there 
came  a  woman  having  an  alabaster  box  of  ointment  of  Sjuke- 
nard,  very  precious ;  and  she  brake  the  box,  and  poured  it  on 
His  head.  And  there  were  some  that  had  indignation  within 
themselves,  and  said  :  Why  was  this  waste  of  the  ointment 
made  ?  for  it  might  have  been  sold  for  more  than  three

they  all  shall  wax  old  as  a 
garment:  the  moth  shall  eat 
tiiera  up.  Who  is  among  3roa 
that.feareth  the  Lord,  that 
obeyeth  the  voice  of  ids  ser- 
vant, that  walketh  in  dark* 
ness,  and  hath  no  light  ?  let 
him  trust  in  the  Name  c^the 
Lord,  and  stay  upon  his  God. 
Behold,  all  ye  that  kindle  a 
fire,  that  compass  yourselves 
about  with  sparks;  walk  in 
the  light  of  your  fire,  and  in 
the  sparks  tnat  ye  have  kin- 
dled. This  shall  ve  have  of 
Mine  hand,  ye  shall  lie  down 
in  sorrow.* 

Gradual.  Nevertheless, 
when  they  were  sick,  I  put  on 
sackcloth,  and  humbled  My 
soul  with  fasting :  and  My 
prayer  shall  turn  into  Mine 
own  bosom,  y.

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hundred  pence,  and  have  be«a  given  to  the  poor :  and  they 
nrarmored  against  her.  And  Jesus  said :  Let  her  alone  ; 
why  trouble  ye  her  ?  she  hath  wrought  a  good  work  on  Me: 
for  ye  have  the  poor  with  you  always,  and  whensoever  ye 
will  ye  may  do  them  good ;  but  Me  ye  have  not  always. 
She  hath  done  what  she  could :  she  is  come  aforehand  to 
anoint  My  body  to  the  burying.  Verily  I  say  unto  you  t 
Wheresoever  this  Gospel  shall  be  preached  throughout  the 
whole  world,  this  also  that  she  hath  done  shall  be  spoken  of 
for  a  memorial  of  her.  And  Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  the 
twelve,  went  unto  the  chief  priests  to  betray  Him  unto 
them.  And  when  they  heard  it  they  were  glad,  and  pro* 
mised  to  give  him  money.  And  he  sought  how  he  might 
convenientiy  betray  Him.  And  the  first  day  of  unleavened 
bread,  when  they  lolled  the  passover,  His  disciples  said  unto 
Him  :  Where  wilt  Thou  that  we  go  and  prepare,  that  Thou 
mayest  eat  the  passover  ?  And  He  sendeth  forth  two  of 
His  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them  :  Go  ye  into  the  city,  and  . 
there  shall  meet  you  a  man  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water ;  follow 
him :  and  wheresoever  he  shsdl  go  m,  say  ye  to  the  good- 
man  of  the  house :  The  Master  saith :  Where  is  the  guest- 
chamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the  passover  with  My  disciples  ? 
And  he  will  shew  you  a  large  upper-room  furnished,  and 
prepared;  there  make  ready  for  us.  And  His  disciples 
went  forth,  and  came  into  the  city,  and  found  as  He  had 
said  unto  them  :  and  they  made  ready  the  passover.  And 
in  the  evening  He  cometh  with  the  twelve.  And  as  they 
sat,  and  did  eat,  Jesus  said  :  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  One  of 
you  which  eateth  with  Me  shall  betray  Me.  And  they  be- 
gan to  be  sorrowful,  and  to  say  unto  Him  one  by  one :  Is  it 
I  ?  and  another  said  :  Is  it  I  ?  And  He  answered  and  said 
unto  them  :  It  is  one  of  the  twelve  tiiat  dippeth  with  Me  in 
the  dish.  The  Son  of  Man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of 
Him :  but  woe  to  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of  Man  is- 
betrayed  :  good  were  it  for  that  man  if  he  had  never  been 
bom.  And  as  they  did  eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed* 
and  brake  it,  and  gave  to  them,  and  said :  Take,  eat :  this  is- 
My  Body.  And  He  took  the  Cup,  and  when  He  had  given 
thanks  He  gave  it  to  them  :  and  they  all  drank  of  it.  And 
He  said  unto  them  :  This  is  My  Blood  of  the  New  Testa^ 
ment,  which  is  shed  for  many.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I 
will  drink  no  more  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day 
that  I  drink  it  new  in  the  Kingdom  of  Gt>d.  And  when 
they  had  sung  an  hymn  they  went  out  into  the  mount  of 
OUves.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them :  All  ye  shall  be 
offended  because  of  Me  this  night :  for  it  is  written*  I  witt 
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smite  the  Shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall  be  scattered.  Bat, 
after  that  I  am  risen,  I  will  go  before  yon  into  Galilee.  Bat 
Peter  said  onto  Him  :  Altlu>agh  all  shall  be  offended,  yet 
will  not  I.  And  Jesus  saith  anto  him  :  Verily  I  say  unto 
thee,  That  this  day,  even  in  this  night,  before  the  cock  crow 
twice,  thou  shalt  deny  Me  thrice.  But  he  spake  the  more 
vehemently :  If  I  should  die  with  Thee,  I  will  not  deny 
Thee  in  any  wise.  Likewise  also  said  they  all.  And  they 
came  to  a  place  which  was  named  Gethsemane :  and  He 
saith  to  His  disciples  :  Sit  ye  here,  while  I  shall  pray.  And 
He  taketh  with  Him  Peter,  and  James,  and  John,  and  began 
to  be  sore  amazed,  and  to  be  very  heavy,  and  saith 
onto  them :  My  soul''  is  exceeding  sorrowful  unto  death ; 
tarry  ye  here,  and  watch.  And  He  went  forward  a  little, 
and  fell  on  the  ground,  and  prayed,  that,  if  it  were  possible, 
the  ^our  might  pass  from  Hun.  And  He  said :  Abba, 
Father,  all  things  are  possible  unto  Thee ;  take  away  this 
cup  from  Me ;  nevertheless,  not  what  I  will,  but  what  Thou 
wilt.  And  He  cometh  and  findeth  them  sleeping,  and  saith 
unto  Peter  :  Simon,  sleepest  thou  ;  couldest  not  thou  watch 
one  hour  ?  Watch  ye  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  tempta- 
tion :  the  spirit  truly  is  ready,  but  the  flesh  is  weak.  And 
again  He  went  away,  and  prayed,  and  spake  the  same 
words.  And  when  He  returned  He  found  them  asleep 
again,  for  their  eyes  were  heavy,  neither  wist  they  what 
to  answer  Him.  And  He  cometh  the  third  time,  and 
saith  unto  them  :  Sleep  on  now,  and  take  your  rest :  it  is 
enough,  the  hour  is  come ;  behold,  the  Son  of  Man  is  be- 
trayed into  the  hands  of  sinners.  Rise  up,  let  us  go ;  lo,  he 
that  betrayeth  Me  is  at  hand.  And  immediately,  while  He 
yet  spake,  cometh  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  and  with  him 
a  great  multitude  with  swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief 
priests,  and  the  scribes,  and  the  elders.  And  he  that  be- 
trayed Him  had  given  them  a  token,  saying  :  Whomsoever 
I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  He  ;  take  Him,  and  lead  Him  away 
safely.  Ajid  as  soon  as  he  was  come  he  goeth  straightway 
to  Him,  and  saith  :  Master,  Master ;  and  kissed  Him.  Ajid 
they  laid  their  hands  on  Him,  and  took  Him.  And  one  of 
them  that  stood  by  drew  a  sword,  and  smote  a  servant  of 
the  high  priest,  and  cut  off  his  ear.  And  Jesus  answered, 
and  said  unto  them :  Are  ye  come  out  as  against  a  thief, 
with  swords  and  with  staves,  to  take  Me  ?  I  was  daily  with 
you  in  the  temple  teaching,  and  ye  took  Me  not :  but  the 
Scriptures  must  be  fulfilled.  And  they  all  forsook  Him  and 
fled.  And  there  followed  Him  a  certain  young  man,  having 
a  linen  doth  cast  about  his  naked  body;  and  the  young 
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men  laid  hold  on  him  :  and  he  left  the  linen  cloth,  and  fled 
from  them  naked.  And  they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high 
priest :  and  with  him  were  assembled  all  the  chief  priests, 
and  the  elders,  and  the  scribes.  And  Peter  followed  Him 
afar  off,  even  into  the  palace  of  the  high  priest ;  and  he  sat 
with  the  servants,  and  wanned  himself  at  the  fire.  And  the 
chief  priests  and  all  the  coimcil  sought  for  witness  against 
Jesus  to  put  Him  to  death ;  and  foimd  none.  For  many 
bare  false  witness  against  Him,  but  their  witness  agreed  not 
together.  And  there  arose  certain,  and  bare  false  witness 
against  Him,  saying :  We  heard  Him  say :  I  will  destroy 
tUs  temple  that  is  made  with  hands,  and  within  three  da3rs 
I  will  build  another  made  without  hands.  But  neither  so 
did  their  witness  agree  together.  And  the  high  priest  stood 
np  in  the  midst,  and  ask^  Jesus,  saying :  Answerest  Thou 
nothing  ?  what  is  it  which  these  witness  against  Thee  ? 
But  He  held  His  peace,  and  answered  nothing.  Again  the 
high  priest  asked  Him,  and  said  unto  Him  :  Art  Thou  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Blessed  ?  And  Jesus  said  :  I  am  ; 
and  ye  shall  see  the  Son  of  Man  sitting  on  the  right  hand 
of  power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven.  Then  the 
hign  priest  rent  his  clothes,  and  saith  :  What  need  we  any 
further  witnesses  ?  ye  have  heard  the  blasphemy :  what 
think  ye  ?  And  they  all  condemned  Him  to  be  guilty  of 
death.  And  some  began  to  spit  on  Him,  and  to  cover 
His  face,  and  to  buffet  Him,  and  to  say  unto  Him  :  Pro- 
phesy :  and  the  servants  did  strike  Him  with  the  palms  of 
their  hands.  And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the  palace  there 
cometh  one  of  the  maids  of  the  high  priest ;  and  when  she 
saw  Peter  warming  himself  she  looked  upon  him,  and  said  r 
Ajid  thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  But  he  denied, 
saying,  I  know  not,  neither  understand  I  what  thou  sayest» 
And  he  went  out  into  the  porch  ;  and  the  cock  crew.  And 
a  maid  saw  him  again,  and  began  to  say  to  them  that 
stood  by :  This  is  one  of  them.  And  he  denied  it  again. 
And  a  Uttle  after,  they  that  stood  by  said  again  to  Peter  r 
Surely  thou  art  one  of  them ;  for  thou  art  a  Galilean,  and 
thy  speech  agreeth  thereto.  But  he  began  to  curse  and 
to  swear,  saying :  I  know  not  this  Man  of  Whom  ye  speak. 
And  the  second  time  the  cock  crew.  And  Peter  called  to 
mind  the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Before  the  cock 
crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  Me  thrice.  And  when  he 
thought  thereon,  he  wept.* 

*  Accordine  to  present  English  ase  the  portion  of  the  Passion 
as  the  Gospel  on  Monday  ends  here. 
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.  ND  stniglitway  in  the  morning^  the  chief  priests  held 
^  a  consoltation  with  the  eL&rs,  and  scribes,  and 
the  whole  conncil,  and  bound  Jesus,  and  carried  Him 
«wa]r»  and  delivered  Him  to  Pilate.  And  Pilate  asked 
Him:  Art  Thou  the  King  of  the  Jews?  And  He 
answering  said  unto  him:  Thou  sayest  it.  And  the 
ddef  priests  accused  Him  of  many  things:  but  He 
answered  nothing.  And  Pilate  asked  Him  again,  saying : 
^oswerest  Thou  nothing  ?  Behold  how  many  things  they 
witness  against  Thee.  But  Jesus  yet  answered  nothing :  so 
that  Pilate  marvelled.  Now  at  that  feast  he  released  unto 
them  one  prisoner,  whomsoever  they  desired.  And  there 
was  one  named  Barabbas,  which  lay  bound  with  them  that 
had  made  insurrection  with  him,  who  had  committed 
murder  in  the  insutrection.  And  the  multitude,  crying 
alondy  began  to  desire  him  to  do  as  he  had  ever  done  unto 
them.  But  Pilate  answered  them,  saying :  Will  ye  that  I 
fdease  unto  you  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  For  he  Imew  that 
the  chief  priests  had  delivered  Him  for  envy.  But  the  chief 
oriests  moved  the  people,  that  he  should  rather  release 
Barabbas  unto  them:  And  Pilate  answered,  and  said 
a^un  unto  them :  What  will  ye  then  that  I  should  do  unto 
Him  whom  ye  caU  the  Kmg  of  the  Jews  ?  And  they  cried 
out  again :  Cruciiy  Him.  Then  Pilate  said  unto  them :  Why, 
what  evil  hath  He  done  ?  And  they  cried  out  the  more  ex- 
ceedingly :  Crucify  Him.  And  so  Pilate,  willing  to  con. 
tent  the  people,  released  Barabbas  unto  them,  and  deli- 
vered Jesus,  when  he  had  scourged  Him,  to  be  crucified. 
And  the  soldiers  led  Him  away  into  the  hall,  called  Prae- 
torium ;  and  they  call  together  the  whole  band.  And  they 
clothed  Him  wim  purple,  and  platted  a  crown  of  thorns, 
and  put  it  about  His  head,  and  began  to  salute  Him :  Hail, 
King  of  the  Jews.  And  diey  smote  Him  on  the  head  with 
a  reed,  and  did  spit  upon  Him,  and  bowing  their  knees 
worshipped  Him.  And  when  they  had  mocked  Him  they 
took  on  the  purple  from  Him,  and  put  His  own  clothes  on 
Him,  and  led  Him  out  to  crucify  Him.  And  they  compel 
one  Simon  a  Cyrenian,  who  passed  by,  coming  out  of  the 
country,  the  father  of  Alexander  and  Rufus,  to  bear  His 
Cross.  And  they  bring  Hjmunto  the  place  Golgotha,  which 
is,  being  interpreted.  The  place  of  a  skull.  And  they  gave 
liim  to  drink  wine  mingled  with  mjrrrh ;  but  He  received 
it  not.  And  when  they  had  crucified  Him  they  parted  His 
garments,  casting  lots  upon  them,  what  every  man  should 
take.  And  it  was  the  third  hour,  and  they  drucified  Him. 
And  the  superscription  of  His  accusation  was  written  over. 
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THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  And  with  Him  Aey 
crucify  two  thieves,  the  one  on  His  right  hand,  and  the 
other  on  His  left.  And  the  scripture  was  fulfilled,  which 
saith :  And  He  was  numbered  with  the  transgressors.  And 
th^  that  passed  by  railed  on  Him,  wagging  their  heads, 
and  saying:  Ah,  Thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and 
buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  Thyself,  and  come  down  from 
the  Cross.  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  said 
among  themselves,  with  the  scribes :  He  saved  oUiers ; 
Himself  He  cannot  save.  Let  Christ  the  King  of  Israd 
descend  now  from  the  Cross,  that  we  may  see  and  believe. 
And  they  that  were  crucified  with  Him  reviled  Him.  And 
when  the  sixth  hour  ¥ras  come,  there  was  darkness  over  the 
whole  land  until  the  ninth  hour.  And  at  the  ninth  hour 
Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying:  Eloi,  £loi,  lama 
sabachthani  ?  which  is,  being  interpreted.  My  God,  My  God, 
why  hast  Thou  forsaken  Me  ?  And  some  of  them  that 
stood  by,  when  they  heard  it,  said:  Behold,  He  calleth 
Elias.  And  one  ran  and  filled  a  spunge  full  of  vinegar,  and 
put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  Him  to  drii3c,  saying :  Let  alone; 
let  us  see  whether  Elias  will  come  to  take  Him  down.  And 
Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  gave  up  the  ghost. 
IT  Here  all  kneel  while  silence  is  kept  for  a  short  space. 
And  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the  top 
to  the  bottom.  And  when  the  centurion,  which  stood  over 
against  Jixca,  saw  that  He  so  cried  out,  and  gave  up  the 
ghost,  he  said :  Truly  this  Man  was  the  Son  of  God.* 
H  If  the  whole  of  the  Passion  according  to  St.  Mark  he 
read  to-day ^  afterwards  for  the  Gospel  of  the  day  there 
is  read  Ch,  xv.  42 — 46.  TTie  Passion  was  only  read  once 
on  each  appointed  day  :  a  Gospel^  stuih  as  that  following^ 
being  read  at  low  Mass,

AND  now  when  the  even 
•^^  was  come,  because  it 
was  the  preparation,  that  is, 
the  day  before  the  Sabbath, 
Joseph  of  Arimathaea,  an 
honourable  counsellor,  which 
also  waited  for  the  kingdom 
of  God,  came,  and  went  in 
boldly  unto  Pilate,  and  craved 


the  body  of  Jesus.  And 
Pilate  marvelled  if  He  were 
already  dead;  and  calling 
unto  him  the  centurion,  he 
asked  him  whether  He  had 
been  any  while  dead.  And 
when  he  knew  it  of  the  cen- 
turion, he  gave  the  body  to 
Joseph,  iuid  he  bought  fine 
Hnen,  and  took  Him  down.

The  beginning  of  the  Passion  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  according  to  St.  Luke. 

NOW  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  drew  nigh,  which  is 
called  the  Passover.  And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes 
sought  how  they  might  kill  Him;  for  they  feared  the  people. 
Then  entered  Satan  into  Judas  sumamed  Iscariot,  l^g  of 
the  number  of  the  twelve.  And  he  went  his  way,  and  com- 
muned with  the  chief  priests  and  captains,  how  he  might 
betray  Him  unto  them.  And  they  were  glad,  and  covenanted 
to  give  Him  money.  And  he  promised,  and  sought  oppor- 
tumty  to  betray  Hun  unto  them  in  the  absence  of  the  multi- 

u 


'without  blood  :  for  when 
Moses  had  spoken  every  pre- 
cept to  all  the  people,  accord- 
ing to  the  law,  he  took  the 
blood  of  calves  and  of  goats, 
with  water,  and  scarlet  wool, 
and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled 
both  the  book,  and  all  the 
people,  saying:  This  is  the 
blood  of  the  testament,  which 
God  hath  enjoined  unto  you. 
Moreover,  he  sprinkled  with 
blood  both  the  tabernacle, 
and  all  the  vessels  of  the 
mimstry.  And  almost  all 
things  are  by  the  law  purged 
with  blood;  and  without 
shedding  of  blood  is  no  re- 
mission. It  was  therefore 
necessary  that  the  patterns  of 
things  in  the  heavens  should 
be  pmified  with  these;  but 
the  heavenly  things  them- 
selves with  better  sacrifices 
than  these.  For  Christ  is 
not  entered  into  the  holy 
places  made  with  hands,  whicn 
are  the  figures  of  the  true, 
but  into  heaven  itself,  now  to 
appear  in  the  presence  of  God 
for  us ;  nor  yet  that  He  should 
offer  Himself  oilen,  as  the 
hieh  priest  entereth  into  the 
h<3y  place  every  year  with 
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tude.  Then  came  the  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  the 
passover  must  be  killed.  And  He  sent  Peter  and  John, 
saying :  Go  and  prepare  us  the  passover,  that  we  may  eat. 
And  they  said  unto  Him :  Where  wilt  Thou  that  we  pre- 
pare ?  And  He  said  unto  them :  Behold,  when  ye  are  en- 
tered into  the  city,  there  shall  a  man  meet  you,  bearing  a 
pitcher  of  water ;  follow  him  into  the  house  where  he  en- 
tereth  in.  And  ye  shall  say  imto  the  good-man  of  the  house  : 
The  Master  saith  unto  thee.  Where  is  the  guest-chamber^ 
where  I  shall  eat  the  passover  with  My  disciples  ?  And  he 
shall  show  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished ;  there  make 
ready.  And  they  went,  and  found  as  He  had  said  unto 
them :  and  they  made  ready  the  passover.  And  when  the 
hour  was  come  He  sat  down,  and  the  twelve  Apostles  with 
Him.  And  He  said  unto  them :  With  desire  I  have  desired 
to  eat  this  passover  with  you  before  I  suffer :  for  I  say  imto 
you :  I  wiH  not  any  more  eat  thereof,  until  it  be  fulfilled  in 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  And  He  took  the  cup,  and  gave 
thanks,  and  said :  Take  this,  and  divide  it  among  yoursdves. 
For  I  say  imto  you :  I  will  not  drink  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine, 
until  the  Kingdom  of  God  shall  come.  And  He  took  bread, 
and  gave  thaid^s,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  unto  them,  saying  : 
This  is  My  Body,  which  is  given  for  you :  this  do  in  remem- 
brance of  Me.  Likewise  also  the  Cup  after  supper,  saying : 
This  Cup  is  the  New  Testament  in  My  Blood,  which  is  shed 
for  you.  But  behold,  the  hand  of  him  that  betrayeth  Me  is 
with  Me  on  the  table.  And  truly  the  Son  of  Man  goeth  as 
it  was  determined ;  but  woe  unto  that  man  by  whom  He  is 
betrayed.  And  they  began  to  enquire  among  themselves, 
wMch  of  them  it  was  that  should  do  this  thing.  And  there 
was  also  a  strife  among  them,  which  of  them  should  be 
accounted  the  greatest.  And  He  said  unto  them:  The 
kings  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over  them,  and  they 
that  exercise  authority  upon  them  are  called  benefactors. 
But  ye  shall  not  be  so :  but  he  that  is  greatest  among  you, 
let  mm  be  as  the  yoimger ;  and  he  that  is  chiefs  as  he  that 
doth  serve.  For  whether  is  greater,  he  that  sitteth  at  meat, 
or  he  that  serveth  ?  is  not  he  that  sitteth  at  meat  ?  but  I  am 
among  you  as  he  that  serveth.  Ye  are  they  which  have 
continued  with  Me  in  My  temptations.  And  I  appoint  unto 
you  a  kingdom,  as  My  Father  hath  appointed  unto  Me; 
that  ye  may  eat  and  drink  at  My  table  in  My  kingdom,  and 
sit  on  thrones,  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.  And  the 
Lord  said  :  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  desired  to 
have  you,  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat :  but  I  have  prayed 
for  thee;  that  thy  faitn  fail  not ;  and  when  thou  art  converted, 
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Strengthen  thy  brethren.  And  he  said  unto  Him :  Lord,  I  am 
ready  to  go  with  Thee  both  into  prison  and  to  death.  And 
He  said  :  I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow  this  day, 
before  that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  knowest  Me. 
And  He  said  unto  them :  When  I  sent  you  without  purse, 
and  scrip,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye  any  thing  ?  And  they  said : 
Nothing.  Then  said  He  unto  them  :  But  now,  he  that  hath 
a  purse,  let  him  take  it,  and  likewise  his  scrip :  and  he 
that  hath  no  sword,  let  him  sell  his  garment,  and  buy  one. 
For  I  say  unto  you  :  That  this  that  is  written  must  yet  be 
accomplished  in  Me,  And  he  was  reckoned  among  the  trans- 
gressors :  for  the  things  concerning  Me  have  an  end.  And 
they  said:  Lord,  behold,  here  are  two  swords.  And  He 
said  unto  them :  It  is  enough.  And  He  came  out,  and  went, 
as  He  was  wont,  to  the  mount  of  Olives,  and  His  disciples 
also  followed  Him.  And  when  He  was  at  the  place.  He 
said  unto  them :  Pray,  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation. 
And  He  was  withdrawn  from  them  about  a  stone's  cast,  and 
kneeled  down  and  prayed,  saying :  Father,  if  Thou  be 
willing,  remove  this  cup  from  Me:  nevertheless,  not  My 
wfll,  but  Thine  be  done.  And  there  appeared  an  Angel  unto 
Him fromheaven,  strengthening  Him.  And  being  in  an  agony^ 
fie  prayed  more  earnestly ;  and  His  sweat  was  as  it  were 
great  (urops  of  blood  falling  down  to  the  ground.  And 
when  He  rose  up  from  prayer,  and  was  come  to  His  dis- 
ciples. He  found  them  sleeping  for  soirow,  and  said  imto 
them:  Why  sleep  ye?  rise  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into 
temptation.  And  while  He  yet  spake,  behold,  a  multitude, 
and  he  that  was  called  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  went  before 
them,  and  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to  kiss  Him.  But  Jesus 
said  unto  him :  Judas,  betrayest  thou  the  Son  of  Man  with 
a  kiss  ?  When  they  who  were  about  Him  saw  what  would 
follow,  they  said  unto  Him :  Lord,  shall  we  smite  with  the 
sword  ?  And  one  of  them  smote  the  servant  of  the  high 
priest,  and  cut  off  his  right  ear.  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said :  Suffer  ye  thus  far.  And  He  touched  his  ear,  and 
healed  him.  Then  Jesus  said  imto  the  chief  priests  and 
captains  of  the  temple,  and  the  elders  who  were  come  to 
Hmi :  Be  ye  come  out  as  against  a  thief,  with  swords  and 
staves?  When  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple,  ye 
stretched  forth  no  hands  against  Me  :  but  this  is  your  hour, 
and  the  power  of  darkness.  Then  took  they  Him,  and  led 
Him,  and  brought  Him  into  the  high  priest's  house :  and 
Peter  followed  afar  off.  And  when  they  had  kindled  a  fire 
in  the  midst  of  the  hall,  and  were  set  down  together,  Peter 
sat  down  among  them.    But  a  certain  maid  b&eld  him,  as 

u  2 
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he  sat  by  the  fire,  and  earnestly  looked  upon  him,  and  said : 
This  man  was  also  with  Him.  And  he  denied  Him,  saying : 
Woman,  I  know  Him  not.  And  after  a  little  while  another 
saw  him,  and  said :  Thon  art  also  of  them.  And  Peter  said : 
Man,  I  am  not.  And  abont  the  space  of  one  hoar  after, 
another  confidently  affirmed,  saying :  Of  a  tmth  this  fellow 
also  was  with  Him ;  for  he  is  a  Gsdilean.  And  Peter  said : 
Man,  I  know  not  what  thon  sayest.  And  immediately, 
while  he  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew.  And  the  Lord  turned, 
and  looked  upon  Peter ;  and  Peter  remembered  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  how  He  had  said  unto  him :  Before  the  cock  crow, 
thou  shalt  deny  Me  thrice.  And  Peter  went  out,  and  wept 
bitterly.  And  the  men  that  held  Jesus  mocked  Him,  and 
smote  Him.  And  when  they  had  blindfolded  Him,  they 
struck  Him  on  the  face,  and  asked  Him,  saying :  Prophesy, 
who  is  it  that  smote  Thee  ?  And  many  oUier  things  blas- 
phemously spake  they  against  Him.  And  as  soon  as  it  was 
day,  the  elders  of  the  people,  and  the  chief  priests,  and  the 
scribes,  came  together,  and  led  Him  into  their  council,  say- 
ing :  Art  Thou  the  Christ  ?  tell  us.  And  He  said  unto 
them :  If  I  tell  you,  ye  will  not  believe :  and  if  I  also  ask 
you,  ye  will  not  answer  Me,  nor  let  Me  go.  Hereafter  shall 
the  Son  of  Man  sit  on  the  right  hand  of  the  power  of  God. 
Then  said  they  all :  Art  Thou  then  the  Son  of  God  ?  And 
He  said  unto  them :  Ye  sa^r  that  I  am.  And  they  said : 
What  need  we  any  further  witness  ?  for  we  ourselves  have 
heard  of  His  own  mouth.* 

THE  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and  led  Him  unto 
Pilate.  And  they  began  to  accuse  Him,  saying  :  We 
found  this  fellow  perverting  the  nation,  and  forbidding  to 
give  tribute  to  Caesar,  saying :  That  He  Himself  is  Christ  a 
King.  And  Pilate  asked  Him,  saying  :  Art  Thou  the  King 
of  the  Jews  ?  And  He  answered  him,  and  said :  Thou 
sayest  it.  Then  said  Pilate  to  the  chief  priests,  and  to  the 
people,  I  find  no  fault  in  this  Man.  And  they  were  the 
more  fierce,  saying:  He  stirreth  up  the  people,  teaching 
throughout  all  Jewry,  beginning  from  Galilee  to  this  place. 
When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee,  he  asked  whether  the  Man 
were  a  Galilean.  And  as  soon  as  he  knew  that  He 
belonged  unto  Herod's  jurisdiction,  he  sent  Him  to  Herod, 
who  himself  was  also  at  Jerusalem  at  that  time.  And 
when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceedmg  glad ;  for  he  was 
desirous  to  see  Hun  of  a  long  season,  because  he  had  heard

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many  things  of  Him ;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some 
miracle  done  by  Him.  Then  he  questioned  with  Him  in  many 
words;  but  He  answered  him  nothing.  And  the  chieSf 
priests  and, scribes  stood  and  vehemently  accused  Him. 
And  Herod  with  his  men  of  war  set  Him  at  nought,  and 
mocked  Him,  and  arrayed  Him  in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and 
sent  Him  again  to  Pilate.  And  the  same  day  Pilate  and 
Herod  were  made  friends  together ;  for  before  they  were  at 
enmity  between  themselves.  And  Pilate,  when  he  had 
called  together  the  chief  priests  and  the  rulers,  and  the 
people,  said  nnto  them :  Ye  have  brought  this  Man  unto 
me,  as  One  That  perverteth  the  people:  and  behold,  I, 
having  examined  Him  before  you,  have  found  no  fault  in 
this  Man  touching  those  things  whereof  ye  accuse  Him  r 
No,  nor  yet  Herod :  for  I  sent  you  to  him ;  and  lo,  nothing 
worthy  of  death  is  done  unto  Him.  I  will  therefore  chastise 
Him,  and  release  Him.  For  of  necessity  he  must  release 
one  unto  them  at  the  feast.  And  they  cried  out  all  at 
once,  saying:  Away  with  this  Man,  and  release  unto  us 
Barabbas :  who  for  a  certain  sedition  made  in  the  cit^,  and 
for  murder,  was  cast  into  prison.  Pilate  therefore,  willing 
to  release  Jesus,  spake  again  to  them.  But  they  cried, 
saying:  Crucify  Hun,  crucify  Him.  And  he  said  unto 
them  the  third  time :  Why,  what  evil  hath  He  done  ?  I  have 
found  no  cause  of  death  m  Him :  I  will  therefore  chastise 
Him,  and  let  Him  go.  And  they  were  instant  with  loud 
voices,  requiring  that  He  might  be  crucified:  and  the  voices 
of  them  and  of  the  chief  priests  prevailed.  And  Pilate 
gave  sentence  that  it  should  be  as  uiey  required.  And  he 
released  unto  them  him  that  for  sedition  and  murder  was 
cast  into  prison,  whom  they  had  desired  ;  but  he  delivered 

Jesus  to  their  will.  And  as  they  led  Him  away,  they  laid 
old  upon  one  Simon,  a  Cyrenian,  coming  out  of  the 
country,  and  on  him  they  laid  the  Cross,  that  he  might 
bear  it  after  Jesus.  Ana  there  followed  Him  a  great  com- 
pany of  people,  and  of  women,  which  also  bewailed  and 
lamented  Him.  But  Jesus,  turning  unto  them,  said: 
Daughters  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  Me,  but  weep  for 
yourselves,  and  for  your  children.  For  behold,  the  days 
are  coming,  in  the  which  they  s^all  say.  Blessed  are  the 
barren,  and  the  wombs  that  never  |>are,  and  the  paps  which 
never  gave  suck.  Then  shall  i]iey  begin  to  say  to  the 
mountains.  Fall  on  us ;  and^to-^e  hills,  Cover  us.  For  if 
they  do  these  things  in  a  green  tree,  what  shall  be  done  in 
the  dry?  And  there  were  also  two  other,  malefactors, 
led  with  Him  to  be  put  to  death.    And  when  they  were 
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come  to  the  place  which  is  called  Calvaiy,  there  they 
crucified  Him ;  and  the  malefactors,  one  t>n  tne  right  hand, 
and  the  other  on  the  left.  Then  said  Jesus :  Father,  forgive 
them,  for  they  know  not  -what  they  do.  And  they  parted 
His  raiment,  and  cast  lots.  And  the  people  stood  behold- 
ing ;  and  the  rulers  also  with  them  derided  Him,  saying : 
He  saved  others ;  let  Him  save  Himself,  if  He  be  Christ, 
the  chosen  of  God.  And  the  soldiers  also  mocked  Him, 
coming  to  Him,  and  offering  Him  vinegar,  and  saying :  If 
Thou  be  the  King  of  the  Jews,  save  Thyself.  And  a  super- 
scription also  was  written  over  Him  in  letters  of  Greek,  and 
Latm,  and  Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE  KING  OF  THE 
JEWS.  And  one  of  the  malefactors,  which  were  hanged, 
railed  on  Him,  saying :  If  Thou  be  Christ,  save  Thyself,  and 
us.  But  the  other  answering  rebuked  him,  saying :  Dost 
notTthou  fear  Grod,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same  condem- 
nation ?  And  we  indeed  justly ;  for  we  receive  the  due 
reward  of  our  deeds,  but  this  Man  hath  done  nothing  amiss. 
And  he  said  unto  Jesus :  Lord,  remember  me  when  Thou 
comest  into  Thy  kingdom.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him: 
Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  To-day  shalt  thou  be  with  Me  in 
paradise.  And  it  was  about  the  sixth  hour :  and  there  was 
a  darkness  over  all  the  earth  until  the  ninth  hour.  And  tlie 
sun  was  darkened,  and  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in 
the  midst.  And  when  Jesus  had  cried  with  a  loud  voice. 
He  said  :  Father,  into  Thy  hands,  I  commend  My  Spirit : 
and  having  said  thus.  He  gave  up  the  ghost. 

IT  ffere  all  kneel,  while  silence  is  kept  for  a  short  space. 
Now  when  the  centurion  saw  what  was  done,  he  glorified 
God,  saying :  Certainly  this  was  a  righteous  Man.  And 
all  the  people  that  came  together  to  that  sight,  beholding 
the  things  that  were  done,  smote  their  breasts,  and  re- 
turned. And  all  His  acquaintance,  and  the  women  that 
followed  Him  from  Galilee,  stood  afar  off,  beholding  these 
things.

For 
I  have  received  of  the  Lord 
that  which  also  I  delivered 
unto  you.  That  the  Lord  Je- 
sus, the  same  night  in  whidi 
He  was  betrayed,  took  bread ; 
and  when  He  had  given 
thanks.  He  brake  it,  and 
said :  Take,  eat ;  this  is  My 
Body,  which  is  broken  for 
you :  this  do  in  remembrance 
of  Me.

For  if  we 
would  judge  ourselves,  we 
should  not  be  judged.  Bat 
when  we  are  judged,  we  are 
chastened  of  the  Lord,  that 
we  should  not  be  condemned 
with  the  world.  Wherefore, 
my  brethren,  when  ye  come 
together  to  eat,  tarry  one  for

orPyxe,  covering  the  vessel 
with  the  paten  or  the  top, 
and  with  linen  and  silk  veil* 
After  the  accustomed  ablU' 
turns,  or  after  the  end  of 
Mass,  he  censes  the  Holy  Sa^ 
crament,  kneeling.  Then  he 
takes  the  Chalice  or  Vessel, 
and  carries  the  Holy  Sa^ 
crament  in  silence  to  the 
place  prepared  for  it; 
which  may  be  in  the  Sa^ 
cristy,  or  in  some  part  of 
the  Church,  and  generally 
called,  the  Sepulchre,  or 
Altar  of  repose  ;  it  is 
adomedwith flowers, lights, 
&*c.  The  Procession  is  after 
the  accustomed  manner, 
with  incense  and  lightbear* 
ers.  Having  placed  tfie  VeS' 
sel  on  the  Altar,  the  priest 
kneels,  censes  the  Sacra- 
ment,  and  then  aU  rise  and 
return  to  the  Altar  by  the 
shorter  way.  According  to 
the  present  Roman  Use,  the 
hymn  Pange  lingua  (Nos. 
211,  212  ^  the  Hymnal 
Noted  and  Appendix,  97, 
Parts  I  and  2  of  Hymns 
A,M.)  is  sung,  during  the 
Procession, 

The  Stripping  of  thb 
Altar. 

IT  TTie  Holy  Scurament  being 
deposited,  and  the  celebrant 
and  ministers  returned  to 
the  Altar,  Vespers  are  said: 
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which  dotUy  the  priest  lay- 
ing  aside  his  cope  or  chasu- 
ble and  maniple^  proceeds 
to  strip  the  Altar  or  Altars 
of  all  coverings  and  orna- 
ments, except  the  Cross  or 
Crucifix  and  candles.

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<doud,  and  as  the  early  dew  it 
goeth  away.  Therefore  have 
I  hewed  them  by  the  prophets ; 
I  have  slain  them  by  the 
words  of  My  mouth ;  and  Thy 
judgements  are  as  the  light 
that  goeth  forth.  For  I  de- 
sired mercy,  and  not  sacrifice  ; 
and  the  knowledge  of  God 
more  than  burnt  offerings.

Lesson.  Exodus  xii.  i. 
'pHE  Lord  spake  unto  Mo- 
■^  ses  and  Aaron  in  the 
land  of  Egypt,  saying :  This 
month  shall  be  unto  you  the 
beginning  of  months  :  it  shall 
be  the  first  month  of  the  year 
to  you.  Speak  ye  unto  aU 
the  congregation  of  Israel, 
saying:  In  the  tenth  day  of 
this  month,  they  shall  take 
to  them  every  man  a  lamb, 
according  to  the  house  of 
their  fathers,  a  lamb  for  an 
house  :  and  if  the  household 
be  too  little  for  the  lamb,  let 
him  and  his  neighbour  next 
unto  his  house  take  it  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  the 
souls;  every  man  according 
to  his  eating  shall  make  your 
count  for  the  lamb.  Your 
lamb  shall  be  without  blem- 
ish, a  male  of  the  first  year : 
ye  shall  take  it  out  from  the 
sheep,  or  from  the  goats : 
and  ye  shall  keep  it  up  until 
the  fourteenth  day  of  the 
same  month  :  and  the  whole 
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assembly  of  the  congregation 
of  Israel  shall  kill  it  in  the 
evening.  And  they  shall 
take  of  the  blood,  and  strike 
it  on  the  two  side  posts  and 
on  the  upper  door  post  of  the 
houses,  wherein  they  shall 
eat  it.  And  they  shall  eat 
the  flesh  in  that  night,  roast 
with  fire,  and  unleavened 
bread ;  and  with  bitter  herbs 
they  shall  eat  it.  Eat  not  of 
it  raw,  nor  sodden  at  aU  with 
water,  but  roast  with  fire; 
his  head  with  his  legs,  and 
with  the  purtenance  Siereof. 
And  ye  shall  let  nothing  of 
it  remain  until  the  morning ; 
and  that  which  remaineth  of 
it  until  the  morning  ye  shsdl 
bum  with  fire.  And  thus 
shall  ye  eat  it;  with  your 
loins  girded,  your  shoes  on 
your  feet,  and  your  staff  in 
your  hand ;  and  ye  shall  eat 
it  ill  haste  :  it  is  the  Lord's 
Passover.

Epistle.    Hebrews  x.  i. 

THE  law  having  a  shadow 
of  good  things  to  come, 
and  not  the  very  image  ot  the 
things,  can  never  with  those 
sacrifices,  which  they  offered 
year  by  year  continually,  make 
the  comers  thereunto  perfect : 
for  tiien  would  they  not  have 
ceased  to  be  offered  ?  because 
that  the  worshippers  once 
purged  should  have  had  no 
more  conscience  of  sins.  But 
in  those  sacrifices  there  is  a 
remembrance  again  made  of 
sins  every  year.  For  it  is  not 
possible  that  the  blood  of 
bulls  and  of  goats  should 
take  away  sins.  Wherefore, 
when   He  cometh  into  the 


world,  He  saith :  Sacrifice 
and  offering  Thou  wouldest 
not,  but  a  Body  hast  Thou 
prepared  Me  :  in  bumt-offer- 
mgs  and  sacrifices  for  sin 
Thou  hast  had  no  pleasure  : 
then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come  in 
the  volume  of  the  book  it  is 
written  of  Me  to  do  Thy 
will,  O  God.  Above,  when 
He  said.  Sacrifice  and  offer- 
ing, and  burnt-offerings,  and 
offering  for  sin  Thou  wouldest 
not,  neither  hadst  pleasure 
therein,  which  are  offered  by 
the  law  :  then  said  He,  Lo, 
I  come  to  do  Thy  will,  O 
God.  He  taketh  away  the 
first,  that  He  may  establish 
the  second.  By  the  which 
will  we  are  sanctified,  through 
the  offering  of  the  Body  of 
Jesus  Christ  once  for  all. 
And  every  priest  standeth 
daily  mimstering,  and  offer- 
ing oftentimes  the  same  sacri- 
fices, which  can  never  take 
away  sins.  But  this  Man, 
after  He  had  offered  one 
Sacrifice  for  sins,  for  ever  sat 
down  on  the  right  hand  of 
God  ;  from  henceforth  ex- 
pecting till  His  enemies  be 
made  His  foot-stool.  For  by 
one  Offering  He  hath  per- 
fected for  ever  them  that  are 
sanctified :  Whereof  the  Holy 
Ghost  also  is  a  witness  to  us : 
for  after  that  He  had  said  be- 
fore ;  This  is  the  covenant 
that  I  will  make  with  them 
after  those  days,  saith  the 
Lord,  I  will  put  My  laws  into 
their  hearts,  and  in  their 
'minds  will  I  write  them ;  and 
their  sins  and  iniquities  will  I 
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remember  no  more.  Now 
where  remission  of  these  is, 
there  is  no  more  offering  for 
sin.  Having  therefore,  bre- 
thren, boldness  to  enter  into 
the  holiest  by  the  Blood  of 
Jesus,  by  a  new  and  living 
way,  which  He  hath  conse- 
crated for  us,  through  the 
vail,  that  is  to  say,  His  flesh ; 
and  having  an  High  Priest 
over  the  house  of  (rod ;  let 
us  draw  near  with  a  true 
heart,  in  full  assurance  of 
faith,  having  our  hearts  sprin- 


kled from  an  evil  conscience, 
and  our  bodies  washed  with 
pure  water.  Let  us  hold 
fast  the  profession  of  onr  faith 
without  wavering ;  for  He  is 
faithful  That  promised;  and 
let  us  consider  one  another 
to  provoke  unto  love,  and  to 
good  works  ;  not  forsaking 
the  assembling  of  oorselves 
together,  as  the  manner  of 
some  is;  but  exhorting  one 
another  :  and  so  much  the 
more,  as  ye  see  the  day  ap- 
proaching. 


IT  The  Passion  according  to  St%  John  follows ,  without  The 
Lord  be  with  you ;  and  without  title^  thus  :  . 

JESUS  went  forth  with  His  disciples  over  the  brook  Ce- 
dron,  where  was  a  garden,  into  the  which  He  entered,  and 
His  disciples.  And  Judas  also,  which  betrayed  Him,  knew 
the  place :  for  Jesus  ofltimes  resorted  thither  with  His  dis- 
ciples. Judas  then,  having  received  a  band  of  men  and 
officers  from  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees,  cometh  thither 
with  lanterns  and  torches  and  weapons.  Jesus  therefore, 
knowing  all  things  that  should  come  upon  I&m,  went  forth, 
and  said  unto  them  :  Whom  seek  ye  ?  They  answered  Him  : 
Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Jesus  saith  unto  them :  lam  He.  And 
Judas  also,  which  betrayed  Him,  stood  with  them.  As  soon 
then  as  He  had  said  unto  them,  I  am  He,  they  went  back- 
ward, and  fell  to  the  ground.  Then  asked  He  them  again : 
Whom  seek  ye  ?  And  they  said  :  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 
Jesus  answered  :  I  have  told  ^ou  that  I  am  He  :  if  therefore 
e  seek  Me,  let  these  go  then-  way :  that  the  saving  might 
je  fulfilled,  which  He  spake.  Of  them  which  tnon  gavest 
Me  have  I  lost  none.  Then  Simon  Peter  having  a  sword 
drew  it,  and  smote  the  high  priest's  servant,  and  cut  off  his 
right  ear.  The  servant's  name  was  Malchus.  Then  said 
Jesus  unto  Peter :  Put  up  thy  sword  into  the  sheath  :  the 
cup  which  My  Father  hath  given  Me,  shall  I  not  drink  it  ? 
Then  the  band  and  the  captain  and  officers  of  the  Jews  took 
Jesus,  and  bound  Him,  and  led  Him  away  to  Annas  first ; 
for  he  was  father-in-law  to  Caiaphas,  which  was  the  high 
priest  that  same  year.  Now  Caiaphas  was  he  which  gave 
counsel  to  the  Tews,  that  it  was  expedient  that  one  man 
should  die  for  the  people.    And  Simon  Peter  followed  Jesus, 
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and  so  did  another  disciple :  that  disciple  was  known  unto 
the  high  priest,  and  went  in  with  Jesus  into  the  palace  of 
the  high  priest.  But  Peter  stood  at  the  door  without.  Then 
went  out  that  other  disciple,  which  was  known  unto  thehieh 
priest,  and  spake  unto  her  that  kept  the  door,  and  brou^t 
m  Peter.  Then  saith  the  damsel  that  kept  the  door  unto 
Peter  :  Art  not  thou  also  one  of  this  Man^s  disciples  ?  He 
saith  :  I  am  not.  And  the  servants  and  officers  stood  there, 
who  had  made  a  fire  of  coals ;  for  it  was  cold  :  and  they 
wanned  themselves  :  and  Peter  stood  with  them,  and 
warmed  himself.  The  high  priest  then  asked  Jesus  of  His 
disciples,  and  of  His  doctrine.  Jesus  answered  him  :  I  spake 
openly  to  the  world ;  I  ever  taught  in  the  S3magogue,  and  in 
the  temple,  whither  the  Jews  alwa3rs  resort ;  and  in  secret 
have  I  said  nothing.  Wh^  askest  thou  Me  ?  ask  them  which 
heard  Me,  what  I  have  said  unto  them  :  behold,  they  know 
what  I  said.  And  when  He  had  thus  spoken,  one  of  the 
officers  which  stood  by  struck  Jesus  with  the  palm  of  his 
hand,  saying :  Answerest  Thou  the  high  priest  so  ?  Jesus 
answered  him  :  If  I  have  spoken  evil,  bear  witness  of  the  evil : 
but  if  well,  why  smitest  thou  Me  ?  Now  Annas  had  sent 
Him  bound  unto  Caiaphas  the  high  priest.  And  Simon 
Peter  stood  and  warmed  himself.  They  said  therefore  unto 
him :  Art  not  thou  also  one  of  His  disciples  ?  He  denied 
it,  and  said :  I  am  not.  One  of  the  servants  of  the  high 
priest,  being  his  kinsman  whose  ear  Peter  cut  off,  saith :  Did 
not  I  see  thee  in  the  garden  with  Him  ?  Peter  then  denied 
again :  and  immediately  the  cock  crew.  Then  led  they  Jesus 
from  Caiaphas  unto  the  hall  of  judgment :  and  it  was  early  : 
and  they  themselves  went  not  into  the  judgment  hall,  lest 
they  should  be  defiled  ;  but  that  they  mignt  eat  the  Passover. 
Pilate  then  went  out  imto  them,  and  said :  What  accusation 
bring  ye  against  this  Man  ?  They  answered  and  said  unto 
him  :  If  He  were  not  a  malefactor,  we  would  not  have  deli- 
vered Him  up  unto  thee.  Then  said  Pilate  unto  them :  Take 
ye  Him,  and  judge  Him  according  to  your  law.  The  Jews 
therefore  said  unto  him  :  It  is  not  lawful  for  us  to  put  any 
man  to  death  :  that  the  saying  of  Jesus  might  be  fulfilled, 
which  He  spake,  signifying  what  death  He  should  die.  Then 
Pilate  entered  into  the  judgment  hall  again,  and  called  Jesus, 
and  said  unto  Him :  Art  Thou  the  King  of  the  jfews  ? 
Jesus  answered  him  :  Sayest  thou  this  thing  of  thyself,  or 
did  others  tell  it  thee  of  Me  ?  Pilate  answered :  Am  I  a 
Jew  ?  Thine  own  nation  and  the  chief  priests  have  delivered 
Thee  unto  me  :  what  hast  Thou  done  ?  Jesus  answered  : 
Hy  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world  :  if  My  ^gdom  were  of 
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this  world,  then  would  My  servants  fight,  that  I  should  not 
be  deliyered  to  the  Jews :  but  now  is  My  kingdom  not  from 
hence.  Pilate  therefore  said  unto  Him  :  Art  Thou  a  king 
then  ?  Jesus  answered  :  Thou  sayest  that  I  am  a  king.  To 
this  end  was  I  bom,  and  for  this  cause  came  I  into  the  world, 
that  I  should  bear  witness  unto  the  truth.  Every  one  that 
is  of  the  truth  heareth  My  voice.  Pilate  saith  unto  Him : 
What  is  truth  ?  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  went  out 
again  unto  the  Jews,  and  saith  unto  them  :  I  find  in  Him  no 
fault  at  aU.  But  ye  have  a  custom  that  I  should  release 
imto  you  one  at  the  passover  :  will  ye  therefore  that  I  re- 
lease imto  you  the  Kmg  of  the  Jews  ?  Then  cried  they  all 
again,  saying :  Not  this  Man,  but  Barabbas.  Now  Barabbas 
was  a  robber. 

Pilate  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  scourged  Him.  And  the 
soldiers  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  on  His  head, 
and  they  put  on  Him  a  purple  robe,  and  said :  Hail,  King 
of  the  Jews !  and  they  smote  Him  with  their  hands.  Pilate 
therefore  went  forth  again,  and  saith  unto  them  :  Behold,  I 
bring  Him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I  find  no 
fault  in  Him.  Then  came  Jesus  forth,  wearing  the  crown  of 
thorns,  and  the  purple  robe.  And  Pilate  saith  unto  them  : 
Behold  the  Man !  When  the  chief  priests  therefore  and 
officers  saw  Him,  they  cried  out,  saying :  Crucify  Him,  cru- 
cify Him.  Pilate  saith  imto  them :  Take  ye  Him,  and 
crucify  Him :  for  I  find  no  fault  in  Him.  The  Jews  an- 
swered him  :  We  have  a  law,  and  by  our  law  He  ought  to 
die,  because  He  made  Himself  the  Son  of  God.  When 
Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  was  the  more  afraid  ; 
and  went  again  into  the  judgment-hall,  and  saith  unto  Jesus : 
Whence  art  Thou  ?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no  answer.  Then 
saith  Pilate  unto  Him  :  Speakest  Thou  not  unto  me  ? 
knowest  Thou  not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  Thee,  and 
have  power  to  release  Thee  ?  Jesus  answered  :  Thon 
couldest  have  no  power  at  all  against  Me,  except  it  were 
given  thee  from  above :  therefore  he  that  delivered  Me  unto 
thee  hath  the  greater  sin.  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate 
sought  to  release  Him  :  but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying :  If 
thou  let  this  Man  go,  thou  art  not  Caesar's  friend ;  whoso- 
ever maketh  himself  a  king  speaketh  against  Caesar.  When 
Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  brought  Jesus  forth, 
and  sat  down  in  the  judgment-seat,  in  a  place  that  is  called 
the  Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha.  And  it  was 
the  preparation  of  the  passover,  and  about  the  sixth  hour : 
and  ne  saith  unto  the  Jews  :  Behold  your  King !  But  they 
cried  out :  Away  with  Him,  away  witii  Him,  cmcify  Him. 
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Pflate  saith  unto  them  :  Shall  I  crucify  your  King  ?  The 
chief  priests  answered :  "We  have  no  king  but  Caesar. 
Then  delivered  he  Him  therefore  unto  them  to  be  crucified : 
and  they  took  Jesus,  and  led  Him  away.  And  He,  bearing 
His  Cross,  went  forth  into  a  place  called  the  place  qf  a  skull, 
which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew,  Golgotha  :  where  they  cru- 
cified Him,  and  two  others  with  Him,  on  either  side  one, 
and  Jesus  in  the  midst.  And  Pilate  wrote  a  title,  and  put 
it  on  the  Cross ;  and  the  writing  was,  JESUS  OF  NAZA- 
RETH  THE  KING  OF  THE  TEWS.  This  tide  then 
read  many  of  the  Jews  :  for  the  place  where  Jesus  was  cru- 
cified was  nigh  to  the  city :  and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew, 
and  Greek,  and  Latin.  Then  said  the  chief  priests  of  the 
Jews  to  Pilate :  Write  not,  The  King  of  the  Jews ;  but  that 
He  said  :  I  am  the  King  of  the  Jews.  Pilate  answered : 
What  I  have  written,  I  have  written.  Then  the  soldiers, 
when  they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took  His  garments,  and  made 
four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a  part ;  and  also  his  coat  :  now 
the  coat  was  without  seam,  woven  from  the  top  through- 
out. They  said  therefore  among  themselves  :  Let  us  not 
rend  it,  but  cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall  be  :  that  the 
Scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  which  saith  :  They  parted  My 
raiment  among  them,  and  for  My  vesture  they  did  cast  lots. 
These  things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  Now  there  stood 
by  the  Cross  of  Jesus,  His  Mother,  and  His  Mother's  sister, 
and  Mary  the  wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalene. 
When  Jesus  therefore  saw  His  Mother,  and  the  disciple 
standing  by,  whom  He  loved,  He  saith  unto  His  Mother  : 
Woman,  behold  thy  son !  Then  saith  He  to  the  disciple  : 
Behold  thy  Mother!  And  from  that  hour  that  disciple 
took  her  imto  his  own  home.  After  this,  Jesus,  knowmg 
that  all  things  were  now  accomplished,  that  the  Scripture 
might  be  fulfilled,  saith :  I  thirst.  Now  there  was  set  a 
vessel  fiill  of  vinegar :  and  they  filled  a  spunge  with  vinegar, 
and  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and  put  it  to  His  mouth.  When 
Jesus  therefore  had  received  the  vinegar,  He  said:  It  is 
finished :  and  He  bowed  His  head,  and  gave  up  the  ghost. 

H  Here  all  kneel,  while  silence  is  kept  for  a  short  space. 

The  Jews,  therefore,  because  it  was  the  preparation,  that 
the  bodies  should  not  remain  upon  the  Cross  on  the  sabbath- 
day,  for  that  sabbath  day  was  an  high  day,  besought  Pilate 
that  their  legs  might  be  broken,  and  that  they  might  be 
taken  away.  Then  came  the  soldiers,  and  brake  the  legs 
of  the  first,  and  of  the  other  which  was  crucified  with  Him. 
But  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  and  saw  that  He  was  dead 
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already,  they  brake  not  His  legs.  But  one  of  the  soldiers 
with  a  spear  pierced  His  Side,  and  forthwith  came  thereont 
Blood  and  Water.  And  he  that  saw  it  bare  record,  and  his 
record  is  true  :  and  he  knoweth  that  he  saith  true,  that  ye 
might  believe.  For  these  things  were  done  that  the  Scrip- 
ture shoiUd  be  fulfilled  :  A  bone  of  Him  shall  not  be  broken. 
And  again,  another  Scripture  saith:  They  shall  look  on 
Him  Whom  they  pierced. 

Gospel. 
And  after  this  Joseph  of  Arimathea,  being  a  disciple  of 
Tesus,  but  secretly  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  besought  PUate  that 
he  might  take  away  the  body  of  Jesus  :  and  Pilate  gave  him 
leave.  He  came  therefore,  and  took  the  Body  of  Jesus. 
And  there  came  also  Nicodemus,  which  at  the  fust  came  to 
Jesus  by  night,  and  brought  a  mixture  of  myrrh  and  aloes, 
about  an  hundred  pound  weight.  Then  took  they  the  body 
of  Jesus,  and  wound  it  in  Imen  clothes  with  the  spices,  as 
the  manner  of  the  Jews  is  to  bury.  Now  in  the  place  where 
He  was  crucified  there  was  a  garden ;  and  in  the  garden  a 
new  sepulchre,  wherein  was  never  man  yet  laid.  There  laid 
they  Jesus  therefore  because  of  the  Jews'  preparation  day ; 
for  the  sepulchre  was  nigh  at  hand.

A^^x^nVezUla Regis  (Hymn 
51,  Hymnal  Noted  and  Ap- 
pendix) shall  be  sung  at 
this  Procession. 

IT  The  priest  places  the  sacred 
Vessel  upon  the  Altar^ 
censes  the  Holy  Sacrament^ 
then  says  the  Confession 
and  Absolution,  with  the 
suffrages  and  Collect,  Take 
away  from  us ;  the  Sacri- 
fice then  is  placed  upon 
the  Altar  in  the  usual 
manner,  wine  and  water 
unblessed  being  poured  into 
the  Chalice,  nothing  being 
said.     Then  he  censes  the 
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Oblation  and  Altar  with 
incense  unblessed,  in  the 
accustomed  way,  with  the 
words,  page  63  /  the  priest 
is  not  censed  :  he  washes 
his  hands,  saying  nothing; 
then  bowing  down  before 
the  Altar  says  : 

TN  the  spirit  of  humility, 
-■•  and  with  a  contrite  heart, 
let  US  be  accepted,  O  Lord,  by 
Thee :  and  so  let  our  Sacrifice 
be  in  Thy  sight  to-day,  that 
it  may  be  wdl  pleasing  unto 
Thee,  O  Lord  God. 

IT  Then  he  says,  turning  to 
the  people  a  little  on  the 
Gospel  side  : 

"DRETHREN,  pray  that 
■^  both  my  Sacrifice  and 
yours  also  may  be  acceptable 
to  Grod  the  Father  almighty. 

IT  No  answer  is  made  ;  all 
else  omitted,  he  continues  :

•'-'  viour  Christ  hath  com- 
manded and  taught  us,  we 
are  bold  to  say  :

If  Then  Vespers  are  said  {see 
page  134,  Day  Office  of  the 
Church),  the  PostcommU' 
nion  being  the  Collecty  We 
beseech  Thee,  O  Lord,  look 
upon  this  Thy  family.  So 
Sf ass  and  Vespers  are  ended 
together,  nothing  more  be^ 
ing  said. 

If  Vespers  ended^  the  priest 
bears  the  Lord's  Body  in 
the  Monstrance  or  Vessel 
to  the  Sepulchre  or  Chapel 
of  Repose ;  he  begins  alone 
the  following  Responsory, 
genuflecting  as  he  does  so, 
and  then  rising,  all  others 
kneeling,

If  Then  the  Vessel  being 
placed  in  the  Tabernacle, 
and  censed,  and  the  door 
shut,  the  priest  begins,  and 
the  Choir  takes  it  up,  con- 
tinuing with  the  y. 

^.  The  Lord  being  buried, 


Choir,  the  sepulchre  was 
sealed.  Rolling  a  stone  to  the 
door  of  the  sepulchre.  Setting 
soldiers  to  watch  it.  y.  Lest 
peradventure  His  disciples 
should  come  by  night  and 
steal  Him  away,  and  say  unto 
the  people,  He  is  risen  from 
the  dead.  Setting  soldiers  to 
watch  it. 

If  At  these  three  AnHphons 
the  priest  kneels  :  he  be- 
gins : 

Ant.  Li  peace  the  Choir 
continues  y.  I  will  lay  Me 
down,  and  take  My  rest. 

Ant.  In  peace  is  His 
tabernacle.  Choir  And  His 
dwelling  in  Sion.

If  This  ended,  prayers  nuty 
be  said  secretly  b^  any, 
kneeling,  others  going  back 
at  pleasure,  without  fixed 
order  ;  the  priest  and  his 
ministers  return  to  the 
Altar,  he  puts  on  his  cha- 
suble, and  departs  in  the 
way  that  he  came, 

If  From  this  time  one  candle 
at  least  is  kept  burning 
before  the  Sepulchre,  until 
Easter  Mom ;  however, 
when  the  Benedictus  is 
said  at  Lauds,  and  during 
the  other  things  which  fol- 
low on  the  next  night,  it  is 
put  out.  It  is  likewise  put 
out  on  Easter  Eve,  while 
the  new  fire  is  blessed,  un- 
til the  Paschal  Candle  is 
lighted.

%  At  the  Gospel  side  of  the 
Attar,  there  is  prepared 
a  large  waxen  taper  of 
great  siu,  for  the  Paschal 
Candle. 
%  The  priest,  vested  as  for 
Mass,  and  if  attended  by 
his  ministers,  they  also  in 
dalmatic  and  tunicle,  goes 
to  the  west  side  or  principal 
door  of  the  Church,  where 
he  performs  the  Blessing  of 
the  New  Fire :  first,  fire  is 
struck,  and  a  small  taper 
lighted  therefrom ;  the 
priest  says :

TT  is  indeed  veiy  meet  and 
-*•  right,  with  the  whole  af- 
fection of  heart  and  mind, 
and  with  the  service  of  the 
voice,  to  proclaim  the  invisi- 
ble Grt)d  Almighty,  the  Fa- 
ther, and  His  Only-begotten 
Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Who  for  us  paid  the  debt 
of  Adam  to  the  eternal  Fa- 
ther, and  blotted  out  the 
handwriting  of  the  old  trans- 
gression with  His  merciful 
Blood. 

For  this  is  the  Feast  of  the 
Passover,  whereon  He  the 
true  Lamb  is  slain,  and  by 
His  Blood  are  the  door-posts 
hallowed.

tapers  and  lamps  in  the

lighUd, 

Which  although  it  be  di- 
vided into  parts  it  knoweth 
no  loss  by  the  communica- 
tion of  its  light.  It  is  fed  by 
the  melting  wax,  which  the 
parent  bee  hath  made  for 
the  substance  of  this  precious 
taper. 

O  blissful  night,  which 
spoiled  the  Egyptians,  en- 
riched the  Hebrews:  night 
wherein  things  of  heaven  are 
joined  to  things  of  earth.

H  The  Paschal  Candle  hums 
amtintiaUy  through  JEaS' 
ter  week  at  Matins^ 
Mass,  and  Vespers ;  and 
on  the  Octave  Day  of 
Easter,  But  en  all  Sun- 
days from  the  Octave  of 
Easter  until  the  Lord^s 
Ascension,  it  is  only  lights 
ed  at  Mass,  also  on  the 
Feast  of  St.  Mark  the 
Evangelist,  and  St.  Philip 
and  James,  at  Mass  only. 
On  the  Annunciation  of 
B.V.M.  and  the  Inven^ 
tion  of  the  Holy  Cross  as 
on  the  Octave  of  Easter^

tide, at  Matins,  Mass,  and 
Vespers,  until  the  end  of 
the  Gospel  of  the  Ascen- 
sion. 
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The  Prophecies. 
If  77ie  priest  changing  the 
white  chasuble  for  a  violet^ 
or  resuming  red  (according 
to  Sarum  custom)  goes  to 
theAUar^  says  Our  Father, 
then  to  the  Epistle  side,  and 
reads  the  Prophecies :  in 
the  meanwhile  if  there  be  a 
minister  assisting^  he  reads 
them  aloud  to  the  people. 

Lesson  I.  Genesis \.yTL  1,2. 
TN  the  beginning  God  cre- 
•■■  ated  the  heaven  and  the 
earth.  And  the  earth  was 
without  form,  and  void ;  and 
darkness  was  upon  the  face 
of  the  deep.

And  God  said :  Let  the  earth 
bring  forth  grass,  the  herb 
yielding  seed,  and  the  fruit 
tree  yielding  fruit  after  his 
kind,  whose  seed  is  in  itself, 
upon  the  earth:  and  it  was 
so.  And  the  earth  brought 
forth  grass,  and  herb  yielding 
seed  after  his  kind,  and  the 
tree  yielding  fiiiit,  whose 
seed  was  in  itself,  after  his 
kind  :  and  God  saw  that  it 
was  good.  And  the  evening 
and  the  morning  were  the 
third  day.  And  God  said  : 
Let  there  be  lights  in  the 
firmament  of  the  heaven  to 
divide  the  day  from  the  night : 
and  let  them  be  for  signs,  and 
for  seasons,  and  for  days,  and 
years :  and  let  them  be  for 
lights  in  the  firmament  of  the 
heaven  to  give  light  upon  the 
earth:  and  it  was  so.  And 
God  made  two  great  lights : 
the  greater  hght  to  rule  the 
day,  and  the  lesser  hght  to 
rule  the  night :  He  made  the 
stars  also.  And  God  set  them 
in  the  firmament  of  the  hea- 
ven to  give  light  upon  the 
earth,  and  to  rule  over  the 
day  and  over  the  night,  and 
to  divide  the  light  from  the 
darkness  :  and  God  saw  that 
it  was  good.  And  the  even- 
ing and  the  morning  were  the 
fourth  day.  And  God  said : 
Let  the  waters  bring  forth 
abundantly  the  moving  crea- 
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ture  that  hath  life,  and  fowl 
that  may  fly  above  the  earth 
m  the  open  firmament  of  hea- 
ven. Aiid  God  created  great 
whales,  and  every  living  crea- 
ture that  moveth,  which  the 
waters  brought  forth  abund- 
antly, after  their  kind,  and 
every  winged  fowl  after  his 
kind:  and  God  saw  that  it 
was  good.  And  God  blessed 
them,  saying :  Be  fruitful,  and 
multiply,  and  fill  the  waters 
in  the  seas,  and  let  fowl  mul- 
tiply in  the  earth.  And  the 
evening  and  the  morning 
were  the  fifth  day.  And  God 
said:  Let  the  earth  bring 
forth  the  living  creature  after 
his  kind,  cattle,  and  creeping 
thing,  and  beast  of  the  earth 
after  his  kind :  and  it  was  so. 
And  God  made  the  beast  of 
the  earth  after  his  kind :  and 
cattle  after  their  kind,  and 
every  thing  that  creepeth 
upon  the  earth  after  his 
kind :  and  God  saw  that  it 
was  good.  And  God  said: 
Let  Us  make  man  in  Our 
image,  after  Our  likeness: 
and  let  them  have  dominion 
over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and 
over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and 
over  the  cattle,  and  over  all 
the  earth,  and  over  every 
creeping  thing  that  creepeth 
upon  the  earth.  So  God 
cl^ated  man  in  His  own 
image,  in  the  image  of  God 
created  He  him :  male  and 
female  created  He  them.  And 
God  blessed  them,  and  God 
said  unto  them  :  Be  fruitful, 
and  multiply,  and  replenish 


the  earth,  and  subdue  it :  and 
have  dominion  over  the  fish  of 
the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of 
the  air,  and  over  every  living 
thing  that  moveth  upon  the 
earth.  And  God  said:  Be- 
hold, I  have  given  you  eve^ 
herb  bearing  seed,  which  is 
upon  the  face  of  all  the  earthy 
and  every  tree,  in  the  which 
is  the  fruit  of  a  tree  yielding 
seed;  to  you  it  shall  be  for 
meat.  And  to  every  beast  of 
the  earth,  and  to  every  fowl 
of  the  air,  and  to  everything 
that  creepeth  upon  the  earth, 
wherein  there  is  life,  I  have 
given  every  green  herb  for 
meat :  and  it  was  so.  And 
God  saw  everything  that  He 
had  made,  and,  behold,  it  was 
very  good.  And  the  evening 
and  the  morning  were  the 
sixth  day.  Thus  the  heavens 
and  the  earth  were  finished, 
and  all  the  host  of  them. 
And  on  the  seventh  day  God 
ended  His  work  which  He  had 
made ;  and  He  rested  on  the 
seventh  day  from  all  His 
work  which  He  had  made.

Cast  the  net  on  the  right  side 
of  the  ship,  and  ye  shall  find. 
They  cast  therefore,  and  now 
they  were  not  able  to  draw  it 
for  the  multitude  of  fishes. 
Therefore  that  disciple  whom 
Jesus  loved  saith  unto  Peter  : 
It  is  the  Lord.  Now  when 
Simon  Peter  heard  that  it  was 
the  Lord,  he  girt  his  fisher's 
coat  unto  him,  for  he  was 
naked,  and  did  cast  himself 
into  the  sea.  And  the  other 
disciples  came  in  a  little 
ship :  for  they  were  not  far 
from  land,  but  as  it  were  two 
hundred  cubits,  dragging  the 
net  with  fishes.  As  soon  then 
as  they  were  come  to  land, 
they  saw  a  fire  of  cQals 
there,  and  fish  laid  thereon, 
and  bread.  Jesus  saith  unto 
them :  Bring  of  the  fish  which 
ye  have  now  caught.  Simon 
Peter  went  up,  and  drew 'the 
net  to  land  frdl  of  great  fishes, 
an    hundred   and  fifty  and 
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three:  and  for  all  there  were 
5o  many,  yet  was  not  the  net 
bn^en.  Jesus  saith  nnto 
them :  Come  and  dine.  And 
none  of  the  disciples  durst 
ask  Him:  Who  art  Thou? 
Imowing  that  it  was  the 
Lofd?  Jesus  then  cometh, 
aiKl  taketh  bread,  and  giveth 
them»  and  fish  likewise.  This 
is  now  the  third  time  that 
Jesus  shewed  Himself  to  His 
disciples,  after  that  He  was 
risen  from  the  dead.  The 
Creed.

Who  is  he 
that  overcometh  the  world, 
but  he  that  believeth  that 
Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God? 
This  is  He  that  came  by 
water  and  blood,  even  Jesus 
Christ;  not  by  water  only, 
but  by  water  and  blood :  and 
it  is  the  Spirit  that  beareth 
witness,  because  the  Spirit  is 
truth.  For  there  are  three 
that  bear  record  in  heaven, 
the  Father,  the  Word,  and 
the  Holy  Ghost :  and  these 
three  are  one.  And  there  are 
three  that  bear  witness  in 
earth,  the  spirit,  and  the  water, 
and  the  blood :  and  these  three 
agree  in  one.  If  we  receive  the 
witness  of  men,  the  witness 
of  God  is  greater :  for  this 
is  the  witness  of  God, 
which  He  hath  testified  of 
His  Son.  He  that  believeth 
on  the  Son  of  God  hath  the 
witness  in  himself:  he  that 
believeth  not  God,  hath 
made  him  a  liar,  because  he

And  Simon  answering  said 
unto  Him :  Master,  we  have 
toiled  aU  the  night,  and  have 
taken  nothing ;  nevertheless, 
at  Thy  word  I  will  let  down 
the  net.  And  when  they  had 
this  done,  they  inclosed  a 
great  multitude  of  fishes,  and 
their  net  brake.  And  they 
beckoned  unto  their  partners 
which  were  in  the  other  ship, 
that  they  should  come  and 
help  them.

And  when  they  had 
nothing  to  pay,  he  frankly 
forgave  them  both  :  Tell  Me 
therefore,  which  of  them  will 
love  him  most  ?  Simon  an- 
swered and  said:  I  suppose 
that  he,  to  whom  he  forgave 
most.  And  he  said  unto 
him :  Thou  hast  rightly  judg- 
ed. And  He  turned  to  the 
woman,  and  said  unto  Simon : 
Seest  Thou  this  woman  ?  I 
entered  into  thine  house, 
thou  gavest  Me  no  water  for 
My  feet :  but  she  hath  washed 
My  feet  with  tears,  and  wiped 
them  with  the  hairs  of  ner 
head.

THERE  was  a  tabernacle 
made ;  the  first,  wherein 
was  the  candlestick,  and  the 
table,  and  the  shewbread ; 
which  is  called  the  Sanctuary. 
And  afler  the  second  veil,  the 
tabernacle  which  is  called  the 
Holiest  of  all ;  which  had  the 
golden  censer,  and  the  ark  of 
the  covenant  overlaid  round 
about  with  gold,  wherein  was 
the  golden  pot  that  had  man- 
na, and  Aaron's  rod  that  bud- 
ded, and  the  tables  of  the 
covenant;    and    over  it  the 
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cherubims  of  glory  shadowing 
the  mercyseat ;  of  which  we 
cannot  no  w  speak  particularly. 
Now  when  these  things  were 
thus  ordained,  the  priests  went 
always  into  the  first  taber- 
nacle, accompUshing  the  ser- 
vice of  God ;  but  into  the 
second  went  the  high  priest 
alone  once  every  year,  not 
without  blood,  which  he  of- 
fered for  himself,  and  for  the 
errors  of  the  people :  the  Holy 
Ghost  this  signifying,  that  the 
way  into  the  holiest  of  all  was 
not  yet  made  manifest,  while 
as  the  first  tabernacle  was  yet 
standing :  which  was  a  figure 
for  the  time  then  present,  in 
which  were  offered  both  gifts 
and  sacrifices,  that  could  not 
make  him  that  did  the  service 
perfect,  as  pertaining  to  the 
conscience ;  which  stood  only 
in  meats  and  drinks,  and  divers 
washings,  and  carnal  ordinan- 
ces, imposed  on  them  until 
the  time  of  reformation.  But 
Christ  being  come  an  high 
priest  of  good  things  to  come, 
by  a  greater  and  more  perfect 
tabernacle,  not  made  with 
hands,  that  is  to  say,  not  of 
this  building ;  neither  by  the 
blood  of  goats  and  calves,  but 
by  His  own  blood,  he  entered 
in  once  into  the  holy  place, 
having  obtained  eternal  re- 
demption for  us.

promised  to  our  Others,  and 
to  remember  His  holy  cove- 
nant; the  oath  which  He 
sware  to  our  father  Abraham, 
that  He  would  grant  unto  us, 
that  we,  being  delivered  out 
of  the  hands  of  our  enemies, 
might  serve  Him  without 
fear,  in  holiness  and  right- 
eousness before  Him  all  the 
days  of  our  life.

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clare  I  unto  you.  God  that 
made  the  world  and  all  things 
therein,  seeing  that  He  is

We  have  an  altar,  whereof 
they  have  no  right  to  eat 
which  serve  the  tabernacle. 
For  the  bodies  of  those  beasts 
whose  blood  is  brought  into 
the  sanctuary  by  the  high 
priest  for  sin,  are  burned 
without  the  camp.  Where- 
fore Jesus  also,  that  He  might 
sanctify  the  people  vrith  His 
own  Blood,  sufi^red  without 
the  gate.

Then  said 
they  unto  Him  :  What  shall 
we  do,  that  we  might  work 
the  works  of  CJod  ?  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto 
them  :  This  is  the  work  of 
God,  that  ye  believe  on  Him 
Whom  He  hath  sent.  They 
said  therefore  unto  Him: 
What  sign  shewest  Thou 
then,  that  we  may  see,  and 
believe  Thee?  What  dost 
Thou  work  ?  Our  fathers  did 
eat  manna  in  the  desert ;  as 
it  is  written,  He  gave  them 
bread  from  heaven  to  eat. 
Then  Jesus  said  unto  them :
